the British Ultimatum. 


AFFAIRS IN BRITISH GUIANA, 


Threo Armenian Notables to bo Executed

He had un- 
til to-day in which to reply, A strong 
force of Imperial and native troops 
will now be despatched to Coomassie 
to bring the King to terms, 

Sir Francis Scott, inspector-general 
of the Gold Coast force, who is now In 
England, will leave for West Africa as 
soon as possible to organize the expe- 
ditionary force, which is expected to 
begin its advance by the middle of De- 
cember. In the meantime, troops will 
be sent here from Lagos and other 
places. A strong body of Houssas will 
take part In the expedition. 

London, Oct. $1—Further details of 
the status of affairs in British Guiana 
roncerning the boundary agitation have 
been received from Demerara up to 
October 16. In pursuance of the policy 
of the British Foreign Office, Captain 
Marshal and Inspector Coyle, of the 
British Colonial constabulary, or mill- 
tia, have been despatched to inspect 
the outpost of Uran, where the conflict 
with Venezuelans took place. The 
semi-official announcement is made at 
Demerara that the departure of the 
officers and their party is in connection 
with the recent despatches from Minis- 
ter Chamberlain. The Maxim-Norden- 
felt Gun and Ammunition Company 
are in communication with the authori- 
ties at Demerara as a result of an or- 
der already placed with the company 
and the prospects of further orders, 
The public and press criticisms of Min- 
ister Chamberlain for his recent de- 
Spatches continue. The Miners’ Ga- 
zette points out that Mr, Chamberlain's 
solicitude for the gold industry of Brit- 
fioh Gulana is due to misinformation 
given him by interested and unrella- 
ble persons.

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THE COBOURG TRAGEDY. 


Mr, Orulkshank Saccumbs His Assailant 


Comnuts Sulelde In a Cemetery. 


Covouna, Oct. 31.—The shooting of Mr. 
J. Y. Cruikshank, a prominent barrister, 
by John Phillips, & man who for thirty 
years has been a well known citizen of this 
place, occasioned the wildest excitement 
here on Wednesday night. The sensation, 
however, did not reach its climax until this 
morning, when the bedy of Phillips, the 
lawyers’s assailant, was found stark and 
cold in the burying-ground, a gaping 
wound in his head near the temple telling 
the story of his death. Mr. Cruikshank 
was shot in three places, the head, hand 
and throat. It is thought that half an hour 
elapsed betwoen the shooting and the time 
the wounded man was discovered by Mr. 
Holland. 

Immediately after the physicians made 
an examination of their patient they ad- 
vised him to make an 
ment, believing his 
one, the bullet which 
having lucerated his 
Cruikshank refused to do this, as he 
thought he would recover. He stated, 
however, that he had been shotby Phil 
lips, who said ; ** He would finish bin.” 

Mr. Cruikshank was 38 years of age. 
Hig attaimments and genislity gave him a 
prominent’ social standing, aud he was 
highly esteemed by the local members of 
his profession. In polities Mr. Cruik- 
shank wasa Conservative, and was secre- 
tary of the Cobourg Conservative Associa- 
tion. 

His father, Mr. William Cruikshank, of 
Plainville, Hamilton township, arrived here 
this morning. The son, who was a 
bachelor, was attended at his chambers by 
other members of his family, who were 
present when he died, at 5:35 this evening. 

The oxcitement attending the case was 
revived this morning when the body of 
John Phillips was found in the burying- 
ground in his own lot on his daughter's 
rave, with a bullet-hole in his héad. 
Coroner Dr. MeNichol and Mr. John Kerr, 
().C., proceeded at once to the scene. The 
body of Phillips presented a very 
ghastly appearance as he lay between 
tho tall white tombstones which mark- 
ed the graves of his ancestors.

stenl Blanche Lamont’s ring from her 
body, he sald, was the same impulse 
that had caused other criminals to 

| stent that for which they had no use 
after committing o similar erime It 

| tt was not for the fact that criminals 
|} always do things that should be left 
undone, and fall to serform important 

' acts, he said, law-brenkers would never 

| be detected, As the attorney dealt 

| upon the ghoulleh nature of a man 
who could steal the ring from the 
body of an innocent gifl that he had 
murdered, his denunolation of the de- 
fendant became so bitter that Mrs. 
Durant was unable to retain her com- 
posure, She burst into tears, and flung 
her arms about the neck of her son, 
tas if to shield him from the torrent 
| of invectives of which he was being 
made the object. Durant remained 
measurably calm, but his mother, 4al- 
though she made several efforts, could 
not control her emotion. In the mean- 

time the District Attorney, who did 
not notice her state, his face being 
turned away, continued his scathing 
argument until Juror Smythe finally 
brought the Incident to a close by 
asking for five minutes’ recess. The 
request was granted, and when pro- 
ceedings were resumed Mrs, Durant 
had recovered herself. The merciless 
arraignment of the defendant continu- 
ed, however:—"' Theodore Durant,” said 
“stands forth In Ameri- 
can jurisprudence to-day as the most 
brutal criminal of the age, He is a 
creature beside whom Holmes,the multi- 
murderer, who is now on trial in Phil- 
adelphia, ts a perfect gentleman and 
a Scholar, beelde whom Prof. Webster, 
the Harvard instructor, who killed Dr, 
Parkman many years ago, was a king, 
and compared with whom Cain was a 
George Washington,” 

The jury was out twenty minutes, 
and arrived at the verdict on the first 
ballot. As there was no recommenda- 
tion to mercy, the punishment was 
fixed at death. 

The scene in the court-room when 
the verdict was announced will never 
be forgotten by those who were pre- 
nt. Judge Murphy finished his 
charge at 3,80, and the jury at once 
retired. Although there was suppos- 
ed to be little prospect of a verdict be- 
ing returned before 8 or 9 o'clock this 
evening, the throng of spectators who 
had remained in the  over-crowded 
court-room all the afternoon to hear 
the judge's charge settled themselves 
back In their seats to await the return 
of the jury. Mrs. Durant and the 
prisoner talked and laughed together 
as if an acquittal were a foregone 
conclusion. They were surrounded by 
half a dozen friends, and the conver- 
sqUon was animated when it became 
Whispered about that the jury had 
agreed upon a verdict. 

In an instant a hush fell upon the 
little circle that had gathered around 
the prisoner, Durant’s face, always 
pallid, assumed a ghastly hue, and his 
mother was speechless. Then the 
door at the rear of the room opened 
and the jury filed in. Intense excite- 
ment followed. The room, though fill- 
ed to its utmost capacity, was almost 
as quiet as if it had been vacant. 
Judge Murphy, who had retired to his 
chambers, was summoned, and took 
his place upon the bench. 

Clerk Morris asked the usual ques- 
tion, as to whether the jury had agreed 
upon a verdict. Foreman Warren Dut- 
ton arose, and replied in the affirma- 
tive. ‘We, the jury,’’ sald he, “find 
the defendant, Willlam Henry Theo- 
dore Durant, guilty of murder in the 
first degree," 

As the aged foreman, pale 
trembling, read the words that fixed 
Durant’s fate, a low rumbling nolse 
like the roar of a mob arose from the 
rear of the court-room. The next mo- 
ment men were cheering wildly, while 
women wept hysterically excited. The 
bailiff rapped loudly for order, but the 
tumult continued for a minute before 
anything like quiet could be brought 
out of the disorder. When District 
Attorney Barnes arose and asked that 
a day be set upon which the sentence 
of death should be passed upon. the 
prisoner, Judge Murphy said that sen- 
tence would be passed next Friday, up- 
on which day he would also set the 
day for the trial of Durant on the 
charge of murdering Minnie Williams. 

During the tumult that followed the 
announcement of the verdict Durant 
and his mother were lost sight of. ex- 
cept by the few who sat nearest them, 
of the verdict were 
uttered Durant made u spasmodic ef- 
fort to arise to his feet, but before he 
could do so his mother, with a half 
sigh, half moan, threw her erms 
around his neck and nk back into 
her chair, His mother's gilet seemed 
to make Durant forget his own po- 
sition, and for the next few minutes 
he sat with his arms around her 
neck,- trying to soothe her. The long 
strain, however, had completely shat- 
tered her self-control, and it was some 
time before Mrs. Durant could leave 
the court-room. Turant’s father was

tator instead of the principal figure 
in the exciting scene Aside from the 
Spectators, Mrs. Noble, Blanche La- 
mont’s aunt, and Maud Lamont, the 
dead girl's sister, were apparently the 
happlest persona in the room When 
the verdict Was announced Maud La- 
mont arose from her seat, clasped her 
hands, and then cried from sheer ex- 
citement Mrs, Noble mixed smiles 
With tears, and shook hands with a 
number { friends who crowded 
around t congratulate her 

The case will be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, and it Is expected nearly 
a year will elapse before a deciaion can 
be obtained While it Is not thought 
that any error has been committed, 
the defence has embraced every 
portunity to tke exceptiong to 
rulings of the court 
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Hamilton, Noy 1 (Bpe cial,)—The 
bro#ecution againat Mr, P, C, Allan, 
of Toronto, on a charge of perjury, fell 
through at the Police Court to-day 
When the case was called Magistrate 
Jelfs admitted that he had looked 
to the law and discovered that he had 
not the power to indict Mr. Allan.

The action of the Ma- 
gistrate chused a lively argument be- 
tween that oficial and Mr, Crerar, 
Magistrate Jelfa expressed the opinion 
that Ralston should be held for trial, 
The evidence, he said, showed that 
Mr. Allan had given a note to Ralston, 
who had filled it in for a larger 
amount than Mr. Allan expected. Mr. 
Crerar replied that he did not consid- 
ed there had been any forgery, there- 
fore he would not adyise commitment, 
Site added that his action had been up- 
held by the Attorney-General's Depart- 
ment, The Magistrate then announc- 
ed that he would commit the prisoner 
for trial. Mr. Crerar was annoyed, He 
told the Magistrate that as Crown of- 
ficer he had abandoned the case, and 
it Was strange that the prisoner should 
be committed for trial and his advice 
ignored, “My position as Crown At- 
torney,”’ said Mr, Crerar, “Is higher 
than that of any Justice of the Peace 
or Magistrate, You are practically 
forcing me to continue a case whieh I 
have already, in my judgment, aban- 
doned, and to pursue «4 prosecution 
which I have decided cannot succeed, 
Such conduct fs outrageous.’ The Ma- 
gistrate told Mr. Crerar he would have 
to modify his efatements. ‘TI will not,” 
replied Mr. Crerar, “Your action is 
most insulting to me as a Crown offl- 
cer.’ Ralston was released on his own 
bail. 

The inquest to ascertain the cause of 
the fire at the Queen's hotel was con- 
tinued to-night before Coroner Wool- 
verton. A large number of witnesses 
Were examined. Important evidence 
was given by Chief Aitchison, He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the fire start- 
ed in the cellar and was the work of 
an incendiary, as the furnace and the 
stoves were not lighted. Conatable 
Venard gave evidence as to the finding 
of burned straw and pleces of sticks 
near the register in the dining-room 
and pleces of burned wood and shin- 
gles in the cellar. He thought the fire 
Started noar the register and that the 
place was set on fire. Evidence was 
also given by Mrs. Koch, She said her 
husband was not drunk, just “ hap- 
py.” Her evidence substantiated the 
incendiary theory. Her husband was 
asleep when she discovered that the 
hotel was on fire. In its verdict the 
jury failed to come to a decision. as 
to the cause of thefire. Mrs. Andrews, 
the fifth victim of the fire, is sinking 
fast, and will live only a‘few hours.

45 and longitude 48, at 9.15 p.m., she 
saw a burning wooden  three-muasfed 
vessel. The Campania bore down up- 
on her, and found she had been de- 
verted, It is supposed that the crew 
of the burning craft had already been 
picked up by a passing vessel. The 
passengers of the Campania say that 
the burning ship presented a grand 
fpectacle. Miss Calhoun, a  second- 
cabin passenger, died during the pass- 
age from New York. - 

The Colonial Office haying received 
no confirmation of the report from 
Accra, on the Gold Coast of Africa,that 
the King of Ashanti had refused to ac- 
cede to the ultimatum of Great Brit- 
ain, Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
cabled Accra to inquire whether any 
such reply had been received. An

London, Noy. 1—The Daily News 
says editorially :—‘' The Turks may fo 
too far. United States Minister Ter- 
rell is not disposed to acquiesce in Am- 
ericans being treated like Armenians,” 

Constantinople, Noy. 1.—Advices re- 
celved here from Marsovan, Asia 
Minor, say that the trouble which 
was anticipated by the United States 
Ambassador, Mr. Alex. W. Terrell, in 
a despatch to Washington in August 
last, has culminated in an attempt to 
burn the American College there. It 
is added that the would-be incendiar- 
les have not been discovered. The 
agitation against the Americans at 
Marsoyan began about a year ago, 
when a number of pupils of the Ameri- 
can College were expelled because their 
fathers were suspected of being impll- 
cated in the Armenian movement. This 
caused suspicion to fall upon the pro- 
fessors of the college, five in number, 
two of whom are Americans, Mr, Ter- 
rell notified the authorities at Wash- 
ington that Carabed, a naturalized Am- 
erican citizen, had been assassinated at 
Marsovan, close to the church door, ¢ 
he was going to attend a religious s 
vice. Carabed was one of the students 
who had been previously sent away 
from the college at the request of the 
Turkish authorities, on the ground that 
he was connected with the Armenian 
revolutionists. He was the chief man 
of the Protestant community at Muarso- 
van and chairman of the Council of 
Thirty, who are held responsible for 
the peace of the city. Carabed, how- 
ever, {s sald to have been murdered 
by a revolutionist because he had given 
the Government information regarding 
their plans. At the same time Mr. 
Terrell notified the State Department 
at Washington that the revolutionists 
had marked the professors at Marso- 
van for slaughter long before the Sas- 
soun atrocities were committed, Presli- 
dent Tracy and Professor Riggs, of 
the Marsovan College, were specially 
disliked by the revolutionists, and their 
lives were threatened for having con- 
sented to the expulsion of the Armen- 
jan students suspected of being in 
sympathy with the revolutionary moye- 
ment Eventually a Turkish guard 
was furnished to the college at the re- 
quest of Mr. Terrell, and all danger 
gecmed to have passed away, especial- 
ly in view of the fact that the United 
States authorities had previously com- 
pelled the Turkish Government to pay 
an indemnity as a result of the de- 
structiom of the school bulldings at 
Marsovan.

of washing the food out of the stomach, 
Which frequently happens when hors2s 
ore fed a full meal when thirsty, and 
then glven all the water they will 
drink, This may cause colic and scour- 
ing.

The British Oonstitution, 


This was the title of the second lecture 
in the Y.M.G.A, course, which was de- 
livered by Mr, W. 8S. Morden, M. A., 
LL.B,, last night before a numerous and 
highly appreciative audience, 

The following is a brief synopsis of Mr, 
Morden’s remarks : The British Constitu- 
tion is the result of that political instinct 
which has enabled the Bnglish people to 
build up sound and Jasting institutions. 
The provisions of the Constitution are not 
contained ip any formal docuimout, 
neither can we fix the date of its birth, 
for, like the immortal Topsy, it ** was 
never born, it has just growed.” Its 
principles have to be sought in part from 
acts of Parliament, but largely from 
understandings or conventions that have 
grown up, such as the understood priu- 
ciple that when a tministry is defeated by 
a vote of the’ Houso of Commons it muse 
resign. For the beginning of tho British 
Constitution we have to yo back thirteen 
centuries to the Anglo Saxon conquest of 
Great Britain. These brave hardy people 
brought with them from their German 
home the faint precursor of the British 
Parliament, namely the tribal assembly, 
which developed into the Witan of Anglo 
Saxon times, this into the Great Council 
of tho Norman period and tho latter into 
the modern Houses of Parliamont. ‘he 
Norman Conquest cemented the nation in- 
to one homogenous whole chiefly through 
the agency of the Feudal system. Under 
John and Henry ILI. the principle that 
** Freedom advances under weak Princes” 
was exemplified by the great charter of 
1215 and the Parliament of Simon de 
Montfort in 1258. With Wdward I. truo 
English history begins and the Commons 
take their place as one of the estates of the 
In the Stuart period the 
supremacy of the Parliament over tho 
crown was finally established by the ex- 
pulsion of James IT. from tho throne, 
since which time the House of Commons 
has been the real rulers of the British 
nation, ‘The secret of the strenyth of the 
British constitution is government through 
a Cabinet, which is really a committee of 
tho House of Commons indirectly appoint- 
ed by the House itself. The House of 
Commons is able to rule because it is an 
organized body, party being the cohesive 
element, A monarchy is a strony govern- 
ment because itcan be understood by the 
masses and incites feelings of reverence 
and loyalty, The Queen reigns but does 
not rule, Royalty enables the real rulers 
to chango without the people being con- 
scious of it. The House of Lords Lite) long- 
er has an absolute veto upon the lepisla- 
tion of the Commons. They are safe and 
justified in rejecting a bill when they 
believe that the Commons are not 
in earnest? or are acting in 
opposition to the wishes of the country at 
larve. Their attitude in regard to Mr. 
Gladstone's recent Home Rule Bill is an 
ilustration of this principle ~ the electors 
having since endorsed their course at the 
polls. The British Constitution, though 
monarchical in form, has become thorough- 
ly democratic in principle. Progress has 
been slowly but surely made along con- 
sorvative lines, and every vantage ground 
of freedom that has been gained has been 
jealously guarded, The record of the 
past assures the security and permanence 
of tho future, as the Wnglish people regard 
the Constitution as a sacred trust received 
from their ancestors to bo transmitted 
unimpaired to posterity, for as Mdmund 
Burke has said “people will not look for- 
ward to posterity who never look back- 
ward to thoir ancestors,”

Mr, Wal- 
ter stood In the shadow and watched 
over his editor, rarely interfering 
openly, but giving from time to time 
signals that were never disregarded. 

As Mr. Walter advanced in life he 
became first a magistrate, then high 
sheriff, and later on member of par- 
liament for his county. In and out of 
parliament he was always the same— 
inscrutable, Immovable. He declared 
war in 1834 on Lord Melbourne's Poor 
Law, and prophesied that the union 
workhouse system organized on such 
a scale would partly depopulate the 
Year after year he fought 
against the scheme, but it was carried 
through parliament in spite of his 
herole opposition. Indeed, this was the 
only time he suffered an important de- 
feat. The coalition of the two parties 
upon the measure so disgusted him 
that he turned his back upon parlia- 
During the great famine 


were lost to Ireland through death 
and emigration under the operation 
of this system, and on his deathbed 
Mr. Walter learned thut the brutal law 
was utterly discredited. 

There is a marble tablet- set over 
one of the doorways in Printing 
House Square as a memorial of a 
Breat event In the history of The 
Times. Upon this stone is carved the 
story of how the paper, in 1840, at 
enormous risk and expense, exposed 
&igantic frauds and saved millions to 
the merchants of London. The cost of 
this work was so great that a large 
fund was subscribed to relmburse The 
Times; but Mr.Walter insisted that the 
money should be used to found scholar- 
ships connected with Oxford, Cam- 
bridge and Christ's Hospital. The tab- 
let in Printing House Square was put 


' there by the grateful commercial com- 
; Munity, and another tablet was plac- 


ed in the Royal Exchange. 

The power of The Times grew. In 
1817 John Walter the second died of 
cancer in the throat. His eldest son, 
Jahn Walter the third, took his place 
in parliament and at the head of the 
paper, He is to-day the absolute mas- 
ter of The Times. For 47 years he 
controlled that vast organization, and 
during 35 years of the time he has

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RUBBER FOR BICYCLES. 


85,000,000 Worth of Crude RKubber 
Bought by Wheel Makers In 
Eighteen Months. 


The spread of the bicycle fever has 
had a marked effect on the rubber 
trede in this country within the past 
yiar or two, and especially with\n « 
few months, The rubber required for 
the tires of bicycles amounts in the 
Geeregate to hundreds of tons annu- 
ally, and the demand for it increases 
almost in geometrical ‘progression, for 
&% soon as one member of a family 
buys a wheel the others, as a general 
thing, soon do likewise. The demands 
of the bicycle factories were not felt 
purticularly in the United States un- 
t:! last year, when the extraordinary 
rush to buy wheels caused the manu- 
facturers to call for large quantitics of 
rubber for use in the manufacture of 
tires for the new wheels in the first 
instance, and then for more to supply 
the place of tires punctured. Then, as 
the wheeling fad still extended Itself, 
came further calls, until it is raid by a 
well-known rubber man that the bl- 
cycle business has made a difference 
within 18 months of probably $5,000,000 
to the crude rubber trade. 

Previous to that time the seles to bi- 
cycle men attracted no special atten- 
tlon here, among the many industries 
in which rubber is used, but it is prob- 
able that in Europe the gradual growth 
in the demand had been felt somewhat 
earlier. When the demand was felt 
here in its full strength during the 
Liesent year it drew on some of the 
old stock. The year 1894 was a poor 
business year, and at the end of De- 
cember there were more than 2,000,000 
pounds of Para rubber on hand tn the 
United States. Old stock in the rub- 
ber trade does not mean the same as 
it does in some other businesses. O10 
rubber is more yaluable than new, be- 
ing at present recorded at 82 cents 4 
pound, while the price of new rubber 
js 77 cents, The tire manufacturers 
require the best rubber, that is, Para. 
For the outer rim the finest grade Is 
not used, as one that takes up more 
amalgam serves better, but for the air 
tube the best rubber Is essential. 

Figures as to the amount used by 
the bicycle factories are difficult to get 
at, but it is estimated that they used 
1,000,000 or 1,500,000 pounds more dur- 
ing the past year than in the previous 
year, Some importers have endeavored 
tou get data as to the probable con 
sumption by these buyers during the 
coming year, but they find this is not 
eusy do. Apparently, the bicycle 
makers are not giving out much about 
their business. It is estimated, how- 
ever, that the Increase in the con- 
sumption by these factories this com- 
ing year will be double the increase of 
last year The factories are getting 
ready now for the 1896 wheels, but 
many of them are buying rubber 
those wheels, as the tire Is about 
last thing they put In place. They 
buying rubber for the immediate 
liveries, which are large 

The price of rubber has advanced 7 
or 8 cents a pound since June, but the 
bicycle makera do not seem to be pay- 
ing much attention to that Some of 
them think the advance may continue, 
but others look for a decline In thia 
latter view they are not encouraged 
by the sellers, but 4t fs said that the 
disposition to hold off and buy only as 
needa require is pretty ge neral Rub- 
ber was down to 61 cents in 1889, and 
has varied between 60 and 70 centa up 
to this year, but rubber 
fucturera point out that the price has 
been pushed high owing to various 
causes in other times, only to fall again 
suddenly It is sald that most of the 
rubber bought by the bicycle makers 
row ‘a for the immediate ordera and 
the replacing of used-up tires, but at 
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the time the makers have begun 
work next season's wheel output 
much earlier than usual, It has been 
the custom, it Is sald, for the manu 
facturers to wait until the bleycle

Madrid is Not a Great Place but it Has 
Some Good Points 

The city of Madrid is one of the 
minor capitals of Europe architectur- 
ally, and the environment provided by 
nature for such monuments as it pos- 
sesses is none of the best. The sur- 
rounding landscape is monotonous and 
bare. The few parks pretty in 
themeelves, and the famous promen- 
ade, known as the Prado, is broad and 
pretentious, but these are 
insuflicient to counterbalance the shab- 
biness of dusty, ill-kept streets and 
dwellings in a dull, nondescript style. 
Life in Madrid is rendered diverting 
upon occasions of public rejoicing by 
the presence cf the court, otherwise it

is the same as in other large modern 
cities, ike New York or London, only 
not so bright. The bull ring alone may 
claim to be better managed in Madrid 
than anywhere else. This and the ball 
game called peleta, Which Was brought 
recently from the Basque Province are 
the only, important national epectacces, 
old and picturesque Institutions, which 
survive in the centre of Spanish_po- 
litical life, 

There ts little in Madrid itself, then, 
which miukes it a temptation to wan- 
der from the highways of European 
travel. Very few of the buildings and 
collections, aside from the great mu- 
seum, are worthy of a capital city. 
The most that can be said for the 
royal palace, an enormous building de- 
signed by a Piedmontese «architect, 
Sacchetti, is that it has more sim- 
plicity than was usual in the late 
renaisance perlod from which it dates, 
und that under one of the ravishing 
skies of which Spain its prodigal in 
spring and summer, it has 4 regal dig- 
nity which is impressive, if the purely 
artistic features of the scheme are not. 

Of the armory attached to the pal- 
ace it is Impossible to speak more cor- 
dially, It contains a fine collection of 
antique mail and weapons, finer, I 
| think, than either of those at Turin and 
|} Parle, It has the virture, moreover, 
| uncommon in Spain, of being very well 
larranged, The Academy of San Ferdl- 
nand has some good pictures by Mu- 
rillo, and by a much later man, Goya, 
who Is always Interesting; and in the 
Square before the royal palace there 
is an equestrian bronze of Phillp IV., 
by the Florentine Tacca, which Is In 
a measure comparable with the etatues 
of Verrocchlo and Donatello, In nam- 
ing this slender body of creditable 
things I have fairly summarized, I 
believe, those monuments in Madrid 
which not, at any rate, conflict 
with the glory concentrated in the mu- 
soum of the Prado, They are few

“Within little more than holf a year 
the condition of timid enterprire had 
iradually degenerated into a craze for 
veckless speculation, and a hue ad- 
vance In values has taken place. The 
f regate quot n of Witwatersrand 
shares alone has risen from £30,000,000 
last autumn to some £150,000,000 now. 
There have been some phenomenal 
rises, eclipsing by far the most re- 
markable increases in quotation record- 
ed during the great railway specula- 
t'cn.

The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is 
the prosecution in this case, and it 
asks no victim.

My task is 
to point out from the evidence the fact 
conclusively that this prisoner at the 
bar did this murder—so conclusively 
that there must be no doubt lurking 
in your mind—so that you, as con- 
ecientious jurors, shall find but one 
verdict, a verdict of murder in the 
first degree. The Commonwealth is 
bound to prove its case from the ini- 
tial step down to the last syllable of 
evidence, The Commonwealth has 
done so. One by one we hare estab- 
lished each link, making the chain 
complete and perfect.” “ This strange 
trial Is drawing rapidly to a close. 
The question is, has the Commonwealth 
made out its case? I have tried to 
convince you that it has. I appeal to 
your manhood to do what is right. As 
the crier asks you, sodoTl say, ‘Stand 
together, good men and true.’ I know 
the courage required for your duty. I 
ask you to stand as men, and if you 
believe this man is guilty, aye, thouch 
it involve death, be true to your con- 
science, and find a true and a just yer- 
dict. I ask you to do your duty as 
men, even though it be repellant. To 
face the Issue, to face the duty, and 
to acquit yourselves like men. If you 
have a doubt this man {s entitled to 
the benefit of it; but not such a doubt 
4s arises from the performance of an 
unpleasant duty. I ask you to remem- 
ber this testimony ; I ask you to re- 
member that it is uncontradicted, un- 
challenged, admitted. In the face of 
that testimony there can be but one 
eonclusion—that this man is guilty In 
the manner and form as he stands 
indicted.”’

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Hiolmes was convicted of 
the first degree at 8.61 
night for killing Benjamin 
He coughed slightly when 
he heard the worst. That was the 
only sign. The jury retired to delib- 
erate at 6.40 o'clock in the afternoon. 
According to one of thelr number, 
they had reached their verdict before 
the doors of their room closed upon 
them. For hunger's sake they ate 
thelr supper first, Then they took a 
ballot, and without hesitation every 
man of the twelve answered “ Guilty 
of murder in the first degree," But 
however atrocious the crime, however 
fiendish the criminal, it is hard to 
Fend a man to the gallows in one 
minute's time. So, for decency’s sake, 
they talked about the ecése for a 
reemly period, about an hour and a 
half. Then word was sent Into the 
court that they had agreed, This was 
at 8.15 o'clock. It took a half hour to 
get the court in readiness to receive 
the verdict, Such things are not done 
too quickly, Holmes spoke to his 
counsel, Rotan and Shoemaker, In the 
cell-room before he was taken back 
to Moyamensing prison. To them he 
sald;—"'I feel that this condemns me. 
It was an unjust trial.’ He would say 
no more than that. Immediately after 
the announcément of the verdict, the 
Usual application for leave to Me a 
motion for a new trial was made. Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham did not op- 
pose the motion, and Judge Arnold 
fixed the 18th of this month for a 
hearing. The principal reason urged 
will be lack of time for the prepara- 
tion of the defence. Should a new 
trial be refused, an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court, and ar- 
gument heard at its next sitting in 
this city, January, 1896. So, even if 
everything goes against him, Holmes 
has yet some time to spend on the 
earth from which he js alleged to 
have sent so many fellow-mortals. The 
verdict was a surprise to many per- 
fons, who did not believe the crime 
had been fastened upon Holmes be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. When these 
heard it they said:—" Well, it was on 
®eneral principles, and it’s just as 
good.” That is not the meaning of 
the law, but in this case everybody 
agrees thay ‘it’s just as good.’ Up 
in Gilmanton, N.H,, there are. two old 
people, his father and mother. And 
he has also two brothers and two sis- 
ters, Not one of his kin was heard 
from during the trial. When the jury 
went out, an Indefinite recess was 
taken. Judge Arnold said he would 
remain in the building until midnight 
if necessary, and if no verdict had 
been reached by that time he would 
come to court at 10 o'clock this 
morning. Nobody believed there 
would be occasion for this. There were 
many bets made that the verdict 
would not be in last night, and more 
as to its nature. At twenty minutes 
to nine there was a bustle of moving 
people in the packed court-room, and 
it became known ‘that the jury was 
coming in. A moment Jater Judge Ar- 
nold took his seat. District Attorney 
Graham and his assistants entered, and 
the jury filed solemnly in, and took 
their seats in the box. Then, amid 
an oppressive silence, Holmes was 
brought in and placed in the dock. For 
& moment there was not a sound. The 
silence was literally painful, and every 
heart in that crowded room throbbed 
faster. The man who was about to 
hear his doom pronounced stood erect 
in the dock, with the same death-like 
pallor, which could graw no deeper, on 
his face, He stared at the jury 
blankly, his hands clasped behind his 
back. Once or twice he moistened his 
lips with his tongue. There was no 
other sign of agitation, Then from 
the deep-vyoiced court clerk came the 
awful words:—" Jurors, look upon the 
prisoner; prigoner, look upon the 
jurors. How say you, gentlemen of 
the jury ? Do you find the prisoner 
nt the bar, Herman W. Mudgett, allas 
H. H. Holmes, guilty of the murder 
of Benjamin TV’. Pletzel, or not guNty?" 
The condemning syllables crfne 
promptly from the foreman, “ Gullty 
of murder in the first flegree.” 
“Tiem,.”’ uttered Holmes, clearing his 
throat, but his shrunken form never 
trembled, his lips betrayed no emo- 
tion, his marvellous nerve had not 
forsaken him. There was only a tight- 
er clasp of the hands folded behind 
him. Then he slowly sat down, and 
at the request of counsel, the jury 
Was polled. As each name was called 
Holmes wrote it on the margin of a 
newspaper in his hand, and the fingers 
holding the penell did not shake. The 
verdict was formally read by the 
court. The motion for a new trial was 
received, and after Judge Arnold had 
spoken a word of regret to counsel for 
the defence because of last Monday's 
occurrence, when they withdrew 
from the case, and appreciation for 
thelr arduous but fruitless Iabours, 
Holmes was taken to his cell-room, and 
a few moment later to the pri- 
son Then the Jury were thanked for 
their attention and labours, and sent 
home. the court adjourned, and the 
most extraordinary case in the an- 
nale of American courta Was ended.

The jury retired, and 1t was decided 
that the court should meet in the 
jnorning and recelve the verdict. 

The court was crowded this morning 
When the judge took his seat on the 
bench to receive the jury's verdict, 
which was that the prisoner was 
guilty of the murder of John Loy on 
the night of March Ist last, and that 
at the time he committed the crime 
he was not labouring under natural 
imbecility or disease of the mind to 
puch an extent as to repder him in- 
cupable of appreciating the nature 
and quality of his act, and of know- 
ing that It was wrong, 

The prisoner heard the verdict 
wholly unmoved, and his father, who 
eccupled a seat in front of the dock, 
also bore up well. This being Sunday, 
the death sentence Was not  pro- 
nounced, It will be passed to-morrow 
morning.

Hamilton, Noy. 3%.—(Special.)—Mrs, 
Andrew, the fifth victim of the fire at 
the Queen's hotel, ten days ago, died 
yesterday at St. Joseph's hospital, She 
was semi-conscious at times since be- 
ing rescued from the burning bullding, 
Was never able to. talk, and there has 
never been a satisfactory explanation of 
how Mr. Koch and herself and the 
children lost their way in the smoke, 
and were overcome, The smoke must 
have possessed some harmful quality 
Which had a deadly effect on the In- 
ternal organs of the victims. The doc- 
tors are of opinion that In her case she 
sustained some Injury to the brain, pos- 
sibly by falling in the hall, as she 
recovered from the attack of pneu- 
monia resulting from the smoke. She 
was 37 years of age, and leaves a hus- 
band and three children, 

The report of Engineer Keating on 
Hamilton's water works will be pre- 
sented this week, It is understood that 
the changes he recommends will cost 
about $275,000, and will include an aux- 
iiary pumping station at Sherman 
avenue, which will raise the pressure 
to 50 pounds at the City hall, also for 
no 20-inch main along Sierman avenue 
and Barton street, with a branch up 
Emerald street.

London, Nov. 3.—A scnsational case, 
which is causing extensive excitement 
throughout England, is the effort of 
Miss Edith Lanchester, a young and 
quiet pretty school teacher, the daugh- 
ter of parents in the middle class, to 
live openly with a young labourer with- 
out a previous ceremony of marriage. 
They are Socialists, and like Grant Al- 
len’s heroine, “ The Woman Who Did,” 
mean the act to be an open protest 
against legal matrimony. 

There have been various public pro- 
ceedings in the affair, and the young 
woman has received very Influential 
aid and sympathy from the best jour- 
nals of London and the provinces, and 
from other notable quarters, This fact 
is symptomatic of the recent great 
change in English public sentiment 
touching matters of this sort. The 
Outrageous public promenades in the 
music halls, which everyone knows to 
be simply and only places of meeting, 
are defended by half the London press. 
On the other hand, the Established 
Church is setting its face rigidly 
against the religious marriuge of a 
person divorced because of unfaith- 
fulness. The open protest of Church 
Cignitaries, supported by the Duke of 
Newcastle, against such a marriage in 
a fashionable London church last sum- 
mer, is to be scon repeated at the 
forthcoming similar notable wedding 
ceremony of a Guardsman to the 
daughter of a peer, The couple have 
been duly warned of the intention of 
members of the Social Purity League 
to denource them atthe very altar, 

The famous London specialist, Dr. 
Blandford, who slzned the certificate 
of Miss Lanchester’s insanity, defends 
his action by quoting her admission 
that she knew she would haye no legal 
claim on ler lover for the support of 
their children, and by saying that as 
he would be justified in pronouncing 
her Insane if she declared to him her 
intention to commit physical suicide, 
so he was justified in forming the same 
opinion on her declared intention to 
commit moral suicide. 

It is important to 
point that Dr, Blandford 
Same authority whom the 
sent Government employed to ex- 
amine Dr. Gallagher and -the other 
Irish political prisoners, in response to 
the publle agitation regarding thelr 
p ental condition. The doctor favoured 
the father of Miss Lanchester with @ 
certificate that she was of unsound 
mind, and accommodated the British 
Government with a guarantee of the 
sarity of its prisorers. 

The present drama began by the ac- 
tion of the girl's father and brothers, 
who got Dr. Blandford’s certificate of 
insanity, and forcibly dragged her of 
toa semi-private lunatic asylum. Then 
Sullivan, who is engaged not to be 
married to her, applied for a writ of 
babeas corpus. The papers made a 
sersational row, and the Lunacy Coin- 
missioners pald a personal visit to the 
arylum and released the girl. It is not 
surprising that the outburst of public 
indignation over the facility which the 
law affords for the incarceration of al- 
most anybody in a mad-house Is some- 
thing tremendous. 

As regards the proposed line of awift 
steamers to Canada, Mr. Chamberlain 
will shortly see Mr. Huddart, the pro-

Cheque on the Conductor of aGrand 
Travk Train—He Tells Several Stories 
aa to Mis Place of Kesldenco—A Hear- 


ing in Police Court—Remanded for

When che local passenger train which 
leaves Toronto at 1:20 p. in. was about 
ready to pullout from the Union depot 
yesterday afternoon, a man approached 
conductor D, Cornell with a * little story.” 
Ile told the conductor that he had been 
employed by the Massey, Harris Co'y., and 
they had sent him to Belleville to put up 
some machinery for them. They had 
given him a cheque (which he produced) to 
pay his expenses, but he had got drinking 
and forgot to get it cashed until train 
time, and he wanted the conductor to 
hold the cheque in securicy for a 
ticket to this city. He said if the 
conductor had any doubt as the genuine- 
ness of the paper he would go to a_tele- 
phone with him and communicate with the 
Massey-Harris Co. The conductor saw 
tho man had been drinking, but was favor- 
ably impressed with the story he told and 
agreed to the proposal. He brought him 
to the city and saw no more of him till 
6:80 last evening, when he met him in 
front of the Anglo-American hotel, and he 
said he was then going to see a Mr. 
Thompson and he would return in fifteen 
minutes and settle the affair of the ticket, 
but he never came back. 

This morping Mr. Cornell notified the 
police of the affair and then went out to 
look for his man. He found him at the 
Queen's hotel and took him to the police 
station. He was brought before Magis- 
trate Flint on two charges, viz., ** Forgery 
and uttering forged paper, knowing it to 
be such.” He elected to be tried by the 
Magistrate and pleaded ** not guilty” to 
the charges. 

Mr. Cornell was called and told sub- 
stantially the same story as is given above. 

Tho cheque given to Mr. Cornell was 
produced and the following is a true copy :

J, F. Baird, clerk at Hotel Quinte, was 
called. He said the prisoner had regis- 
tered there as “ W. H. Smythe,” of Des- 
eronto, He was assigned room 15, but did 
not oceupy it.

In several yarda all the remain- 
ing men struck upon the announce- 
ment of the lockout, Much resentment 
is manifested at the action of the com- 
panies. Only membérs of the unions 
Were locked out. The companies an- 
nounced when the strike was first 
broached that they would lock out 
twenty per cent. of the employes each 
successive week after the strike began. 

The King of Portugal is at Sheerness, 
a seaport town in the County of 
Kent.

Lisben, Nov. 5.—An official despatch 
from Goa, Portuguese India, says that 
in a skirmish yesterday between the 
irneurgents and the Portuguese troops 
near San Quélin, lasting five hours, 25 
insurgents were killed and 30 were 
wounded.

LADY CAITHNESS DEAD. 

London, Noy. —Countess Marie, 
widow of the fourteenth Barl of Caith- 
ness, is dead. She was created Duchess 
of Pomar by Pope Leo XIII. in 1879, 

The deceased Countess of Caithness 
Wis some years ago the most eagerly 
discussed peeress in lPngland. She 
Was a devoted spiritualist, and, later, 
an adherent of the Theosophist faith, 
and her queer beliefs led her, personal- 
ly the most charming and most ac- 
complished of women, to astonish the 
world by eccentricities of character 
and conduct, 

It Is now nearly twenty-four years 
since she married the fourteenth Harl 
of Caithness. She was then the widow 
of a wealthy Cuban planter, with one 
son, a handsome, olive complexioned, 
dark-eyed youth of 18 years, who now 
bears the title of Duc de Pomar. The 
Earl, who was a retired naval officer, 
with a mechanical turn of mind, died 
in 1881, and was laid to rest among 
his ancestors in the Royal mausoleum 
of the ancient palace of Holyrood—a 
right enjoyed by his family because 
of its descent fium King Robert Bruce 
and its kinship to the Stuarts. 

This kinship had remarkable con- 
sequences in the Countess’ later life. 
During a residence of some years in 
New York she became deeply inter- 
ested in spiritualism, and eventually 
arrived at the bellef that she was the 
spiritual child of Mary Queen of Scots, 
With whom she afllrmed she was in 
constant communication. She went 
still further, and even declared that 
Mary Stuart had reincarnated herself 
in her, and that she was in fact a 
veritable reincarnation of the martyr 
Queen. |

He forgets that 
they are paying this rent not to oblige the 
taxpayers of the city but to fill their own 
collers with the mighty dollar; and they 
are not satisfied with this, but they want 
to stop the poor farmer from making 
enough to keep body and soul toyether and 
also to impose on the taxpayers of the city 
by charging about twice as much for meat 
asitean be bought on_ the market for at 
the present time, Peor Fair Play, he seems 
to be inan awful way about that $60,000 a 
year that the would-be butchers (as hie calls 
them) carry out of the city annually, Me also 
points out four butcher shops on Front st 
Now divide $60,000 by 4 and you get for an 
answer 815,000, Neither one of these 
butcher sheps that he yints out does a 
business amounting to $15,000 4 year, and 
they are at it all the time and supply 
the greater part of the trade, and yet he 
comes before Uhe public and asks them to 
beliove a ghost story like that, He had bet- 
ter cet a mathematician to work those fig- 
ures out for him, and he w i find out that 
it will be far short of $60,000 a year w hen he 
starts atitright.

| The same counsel appeared 
Crown and defence as on the opening 
J day. The address of Mr, Osler for the 
prosecution oceupled the greater part 
| of the morning session, He made no 
atariling statements, and seemed to 
' Jabour under the welght of the pre- 
vious eement of the jury, 
bent energies to convincing the 
present jury that they should not al- 
low any previous trial or anything 
they had read to influence them in 
thelr decision. 

The remainder of the morning sitting 
and-eall the afternoon sitting was occu- 
pied with the hearing of evidence, The 
first new point by the prosecution was 
brought out in Mr. Osler’s re-examl- 
nation of Dr, BE, EB. King, when the 
latter stated that after the death of 
Wells he sent a cheque to Coroner 
Aikins, which was immediately re- 
turned by that gentleman, Except for 
this the evidence was almost a repeti- 
ticn of that given at the first trial. 

The judge, on the application of 
Crown Attorney Dewart, released all 
the jurymen, except those empanelled 
in the ease, until Monday, the 18th 
inst, at lL a.m ‘This Is an Indication 
that the trial will last as long as, if not 
lcnger than, the first trial, 

‘the first witness called w&s Archi- 
tect Baker, who produced certified 
Plans of the warehouse at 26 and 28 
Colborne strect, He was examined by 
Mr, H. H. Dewart, und explained the 
plans, showing the size of cach section 
of the buildings, the height of the 
basement, and the place where’the ele- 
vator ran, 

In cross-examination by Mr. John- 
ston, the witness said the basement 
had been considerably changed recent- 
ly, 2 new boiler having been put in, 
Witness did not see the premises until 
more than two yearn after the death of 
Wells, 

Mr, J. Fraser Bryce, photographer, 
picduced photographs of the ware- 
house, taken in February of this year, 
shorlly after the arrest of the pris- 
oners. 

The defence 
Mr. Bryce, 

Dr, 8. EB. King was next called, but 
did not answer. Undertaker B. D. 
Humphrey and Expressman Fox were 
also called, but neither answered. It 
Wus evident some misunderstanding as 
to the time witnesses would be expect- 
ed to be present had arisen, and the 
court spent about twenty minutés In 
exi.mining the plans and photographs 
of the warehouse, after which, at 12.45 
P.m,, an adjourninent took place for | 
lunch, 

The court reassembled at two p.m., 
when Dr, E, B. King, of Queen street 
east, was called. He retold the story \ 
of Harry P. Hyams calling on him on ' 
the morning of January 16th and stat- . 
ing that an accident had occurred In * 
the warehouse. Harry offered to get a 
carriage, but Dr, King thought he 
could get to the place sooner than by , 
Waiting for a carriage to be telephoned 
fcr, On reaching the warehouse he 
ound Dallas T. Hyams in a yery ex- 
cited state. The three went down ' 
Stairs, where they found a body, still 
warm, but a careful examination of 
the pulse showed that death had taken ' 
Place. Mr. Osler carefully and min- 
utely questioned the witness relative 
to the position in which the body was 
lying. Witness said the body lay 
Stretched practically from east to 
West, the head about elghteen inches 
South of the elevator shaft. The body 
lay on the back, with the head turned 
Slightly to one side, He saw no eye- 
Glasses or spectacles on the face or! 
Tear the body, and there were no 
gloves on the hands. Of this the wit- ° 
ness was quite certain. He described | 
the injuries to the head of deceased, so 
fur as he was able to do from the ex- 
ternal examination made. He saw a 
Weight near the elevator which he was 
told had fallen, and that explained to 
the satisfaction of the witness the | 
cause of death. Mr. Osler reférred to | 
the evidence given by Dr. King at the 
recent trial, when Mr. Lount objected, 
contending that the Crown could not 
refer to statements then made. The 
Judge held that witness could be asked 
if he (the witness) had said so and so 
on a previous occasion. The examina- 
tion proceeded, Mr, Osler trying to se- , 
cure from the witness a definite state- | 
ment as to the time Harry P. Hyams : 
came to the surgery with news of the | 
disaster, and a minute description of , 
the position in which the body lay. | 
Dr. King took a plan of the buildings | 
and drew a red line to show where, ac- 
cerding to his recollection, the body lay. 
He repeated as far as his memory. per- © 
mitted the various conversations he 
had with the prisoners on the fateful 
merning of the 16th of January. Then | 
a skull was produced, and Dr, King | 
put it In the position he thought fairly 
indicated the position In which he 
found the head of young Wells lying. , 

During the Jatter part of the examil- 
nation Mr, Osler frequently referred 
to the evidence given by Dr. King be- 
fore the Police Magistrate and the 
court at the Jast trial. le would ask 
the question, then show witness the 
Previous answer, and ask if he still 
Bave the same reply. 

In this way the examination pro- - 
ceeded. At one point the judge sug- ° 
geeted to Mr. Osler that a question 
might be put in a different form. 

Mr, Osler—I have been all through 
this case before, and I kuow more 
about it than tke court or the jury. 
I know what these questions lead up 
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In reply, Dr, King said:—There had 
been a severe crush, showing that he 
had been killed quickly; the head was 
crushed into a cone-shape; blood was 
oozing from a wound above the eye 
the temporal region; there was 
congealed blood around the head and 
On its side, and more by the weight 
shaft, and some on the clothing 
around the neck. The weight shaft 
Was open on the south side; the welght 
J saw could work in the shaft 
{ base there was a block raising 
| shatt box above the floor of the 
} Ment, a buffer block that filled 
| 8pace between the east and west 
| Yoards of the shaft, and from six to 
nine Inches ubove the floor. The head 
| Wos south-east of the buffer block, and 
trail of blood from it to 
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Accused seemed to be very much 
felitated over the affair, and express- 
ed their gratitude to witness for com- 
ing quickly. He was positive he 
Was called at 9 a.m,, or very near to 
that hour. 

Mr. Johnston conducted 
haustive cross-examination, with the 
view of showing that the accused 
Were very much upset by the death of 
the young man, and that all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death, as 
seen ond described by the witness, 
were Only compatible with a case of 
accidental death, The witness was 
Sure the hour when Harry Hyams 
culled at the surgery was before nine 
in the morning of January 16th. 

In answer to further questions, Dr. 
King sald- he had performed three 
operations on Harry P. Hyams.  Af- 
ter consulting with the judge the 
Witness said these operations were for 
the purpose of removing fistulae, and 
left the patient very weak. 

In re-examination Dr, King said 
when he recelyed payment from the 
Hyams he sent a cheque for five dol- 
Jars to Dr, Aikins, That gentleman 
promptly returned the cheque, sayinix 
he could not accept any fee, 

Mr. Osler—Do you ordinarily 
coroners you call in? 

Dr, King—Well, if we call in a fel- 
low professional gentleman we usually 
pay him. 

Mr, Osler—Did you charge your pa- 
tients, the Hyams, for that coroner's 
visit to the warehouse ? 

Dr. King—Oh, no. I am sure the 
Hyams knew nothing of my proposed 
payment to Coroner Aikins. 

Mr, Osler—Oh, your charge to the 
Hyams was sullicient to cover it, I 
Suppose. How much money have you 
had from the Hyams family for your 
services? 

Dr. King—From $250 to $275, and they 
still owe me from $40 to $45.

AN INSURANCH CASE. 


London, Novy, 6.—The trial of the 
action of Dr. W. Conyers Herring, of 
New York, to recover $16,000 {nsur- 
ance on the schooner yacht Mohican, 
which was destroyed by fire at Shore- 
ham, Eng., in March last, in which 
the underwriters denied the policy, de- 
nied that the yacht was lost, and, in 
the alternative, alleged that the fire 
Was caused by the plaintiff or his 
agents, was commenced to-day. 

Upon cross-examination, Dr. Herring 
admitted that he Wass divorced from 
his first wife (he was subsequently 
married to Miss Mabel Viola Harris, 
of Booth Harbour, Maine), and said 
it was true that on board the Mohi- 
can when she left New York 
Was a young girl, Letitia Thompson, 
whom he has been accused of kidnap- 
ping. Miss Thompson's mother fol- 
lowed her to Europe in order to res- 
cue her, found her with the Herrings 
at Southwick, and broughther back. 
The young woman,however, again left 
her mother, and was found employed 
as a lady’s maid early In October, on 
West 65th street, New York. She was 
shortly afterwards induced to return 
to Europe, and sailed by the Nor- 
mannia, on October 10, In order to 
give testimony in the present suit, and 
as her mother was opposed to her de- 
parture she Was entered on the pas- 
senger list as Emma Adams. Miss 
Thompson, in a prelgminary suit tg 
recover the insurance money, before 
she returned to this country, testified 
that she personally extinguished the 
fires on the yacht, locked the doors, 
and closed the port-holes before leav- 
ing the Mohican on the night of March 
7, the date of the’ fire, 


ARMENIAN ‘TROUBLES. 

London, Noy. 6.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of the Times, in refer- 
ence to the anti-dynastic movement, 
declares that the discontent and dis- 
affection are widespread, not less in the 
army and navy than elsewhere, and 
are the cause of dismay in palace cir- 
cles and a feeling of impotence at the 
Porte, 

Constantinople, Noy. 6,—Independent 
reports received here from Armenia 
do not confirm the official statement 
that the Armenians provoked the dif- 
ferent disturbances Which have taken 
place there. At Erzeroum alone the 
bodies of 320 Armenians haye been 
found, and only the corpses of six 
Turks were among them, Fresh dis- 
turbances are reported to have broken 
cut at Adana, capital of the vilayet 
of that name, 

According to the most recent reports 
circulated, Kiamil Pasha will be re- 
placed as Grand Vizier by Said Pasha, 
formerly Grand Vizier, and now Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, and the lat- 
ter will be succeeded by Tewfik Pasha, 
the Turkish Ambassador to Germany, 
who has left Berlin for this city. 

Kiamil Pasha, the Grand Vizier, has 
resigned, 

Sofia, Noy, 6.—A despatch from Con- 
stantinople says :—The report is con- 
firmed in official circles that the Am- 
bassadors of the powers, owing to the 
recurring disturbances in various 
parts of the Turkish empire, went to 
the Porte separately yesterday and 
urged that Immediate and adequate 
measures for the restoration of order 
be taken, The representatives of the 
powers declared that, otherwise, the 
powers, acting in concert, would take 
thelr own steps in the matter, and the 
Turkish Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Said Pasha, Was requested to 
state what steps the Porte intends to 
take to terminate the present state of 
anarchy. It is added that the Am- 
bassadors called the most serious at- 
tention of the Porte to the condition 
of affairs in Anatolia, which they 
View with anxiety, and reminded the 
Turkish Government of the Interven- 
tion of the powers In Syria at the time 
of the massacre of 1860, and asked 
what meastires the Turkish authorities 
proposed to take to re-establish 
order No definite reply on this sub- 
Ject has been recelyed, although the 
Ambassadora were assured that every- 
thing possible would be done, But as- 
surances of this nature have been so 
repeatedly uiven that very little faith 
is placed In them, ond it will require 
definite satatements and proofs of the 
willIngness of the Turkish Govern- 
ment to maintain order to satisfy the 
Ambassadors,

DAILY 
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FATAL EXPLOSION 


Ten People Dead and Several 
Injured in Detroit. 


A DISTRESSING FATAL ITY. 


The Canadian Marine Association Protest 


Against the Seleure of a Propoltet ‘\

The mombers of the editovial depart

Shortly after nine 
broke out In flames, and the great 
clouds of atifilng smoke seriously im 
peded the firemen In their work of 
rescue, It is positively known that at 
the Ume of the collapse the slereotyP 
ere chngaged in the fifth floor were 
Michael Ward, Arthut Lynch, and 
James Kose All three went down in 
the wreck. In the tra storey waa the 
Habbin Blectrotype foundry, in which 
there Were some half dozen men In 
the top atorey were the Journal's 
stereotyping department, where four or 
five men were busy. 

As yet the cause of the explosion is 
a mystery. Thomas Thompson, the en- 
gineer, came out of the wreck pain 
fully injured. His clothes were all 
torn off and blood was running from 

a score of cuts, He said tre knew of 
no reason for the explosion, but was 
too excited to talk coherently. The 
work of rescue Is progressing slowly 
M, Jacobs, a paper dealer, who had 
just left Billera’ bindery when the ¢x- 
plosion occurred, says there were fully 
twenty employes in the bindery. 

A conservative estimate places the 
number of those in_ the ruins at 
twenty. It is reported that cries can 
be heard from under the debris on the 
sidewalk, 

The work of rescue was rushed to 
the utmost all day and to-night, but 
progress has necessarily been very slow. 
The debris and bricks are dumped into 
an almost solid mass, wpon which 
quantities of water have been poured, 
and into which comparatively little 
headway has been made, The dead 
thus far taken from the ruins are -— 
Lizzie Tappley, Henry Waleh, John J. 
Reuter, George H, Soule, George Shaw, 
Willie Hawkés, Jas. Ross, Wililam W. 
Dunlap, Henry Larivere, unknown boy, 
remeins found in ruins at 4,13, features 
unrecognizable, supposed to be John 
Bowman. Of the injured who have 
so far been rescued from the ruins, 
more than a score in number, many 
will dle. There are still some thirty 
tenants and employes in the buildings 
who are missing, and there can be no 
doubt that most of these are lying dead 
under the debris.

Posals of politicn! interference and 
State management under the garb of 
Philanthropic aid or paternalism. Af- 
ter discussing labour organizations 
the United States Ambassador said: 

Inomy own country I have witness- 
ed the insatiable growth of that form 
of State socialism styled protection, 
which, I believe, has done more to 
foster class legislation and create in- 
equality of fortune, corrupt public life, 
banish men of independent mind and 
character from public councils, blunt 
public conscience, and place politics 
upon the low level of a mercenary 
Scramble than any other single cause. , 
Step by step, and largely owing to 
the confusion of civil strife, it has‘ 
Succeeded in obtaining control of the 
Sovereign power of taxation, creating 
the revenue into an engine for selfish 
and private profits. Its allied bene- 
ficlaries and combines are called 
trusts,’ and gradually the commercial 
marine of the United States has dis- 
appeared, the few vessels lately built 
being an exception, and Proving the 
rule, as they were only built by 
making a breach in the general tar- 
iff and navigation laws.’ Mr. Bay- 
ard quoted at length from the ad- 
dress of a former Commissioner on 
Navigation, read at the recent Na- 
tional Congress of Farmers at At- 
lanta, in confirmation of his views. 
“It is incorrect,” said Mr. Bayard, 
“to speak of protection as a* national 
policy, that could never be anything 
but the fostering of special interests 
at the expense of the rest. It is 
fatal to hopes of advancement, or 
even to the retention of .what has 
been gained by civilization.” 

London, Nov. 7.—The number of 
emigrants to the Dominion of Can- 
ada during the month of October, ac- 
cording to the official returns, was 
1,768. The number emigrating to Can- 
ada during the ten months ended 3ist 
October was 21,216.

The report that a 
man had been killed was generally 
credited, and the rumour was clireulat- 
ed not only in Cobourg, but by wire 
to Port Hope and oth towns In the 
district, and even reached Toronto 
The facts which led to the startling an- 
nouncement are shrouded somewhat 
in mystery. 
William Coe, a blacksmith, of Co- 
beurg, presented himself at the door 
of a neighbour covered with blood, 
and in an exhausted condition. It 
Was found he was suffering from a 
terrible Wound over the left temple. 
Physicians were summoned, and pro- 
nounced his life to be in danger, 
When asked who struck him Coe 
stated he wouyld rather die than dis- 
close the name of his assailant, and 
nothing could shake him from this 
resolve. Coe is living with a woman 
known as Mother Moorland, who is 
sald to be his wife. It is thought 
that Coe and the woman had been 
drinking, and that in the course of a 
tow she hit him over the head with 
fu axe. No arrests have been made 
fn connection with the case. Coe will 
likely recover. 


TROUBLED TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Noy, 7.—The Turk- 
Ish Minister for Foreign Affairs, Said 
Pasha, has promised to give the Am- 
bassadors of the powers a definite re- 
ply, within two days, as to what steps 
the Porte intends to take in order to 
restore order in Armenia and pro- 
vide for the protection of Christians 
in that part of the Turkish Empire. 

This was the point especially allud- 
ed to by the Ambassadors on Tues- 
day last when they called separately, 
yet identically represented that the 
present state of affairs in Armenia 
Would not be allowed to continue, and 
if adequate measures were not shortly 
taken to bring about the restoration 
of order the powers would be com- 
pelled, acting in concert, to take their 
Own steps in the matter. No com- 
bined action of such grave importance 
upon the part of the powers has been 
taken for years past, and, as already 
cabled to the Associated Press, the 
Porte was reminded of the Iinterven- 
tion of the powers in Syria at the 
time of the massacre in 1860. This Is 
considered as a direct warning to the 
Sultan that Europe will restore order 
in Armenia unless the Turkish Gov- 
ernment does so promptly. As each 
day passes, however, the situation be- 
comes more and more portentous and 
adds to the difficulty of: the task be- 
fore the Porte, and possibly before 
the European powers. 

The most alarming reports 
circulation as to the number of Ar- 
menians who fell during the recent 
massacres, some of the statements 
having it that tens of thousands have 
been massacred. Although this estl- 
mate is belleved to be exaggerated, 
there Is no doubt that the situation 
is much graver than anybody here is 
Willing to admit. From Syria, 
clally, the most disquieting rumours 
are coming, and that they are based 
on facts is shown by the mobiliza-

of the powers. Private accounts re- 
present the condition of the Asiatic 
provinces of Turkey as being deplor- 
able in the extreme. A veritable 
relgn of terror is said to exist, and 
bloodshed, robbery, and rapine are of 
dally occurrence.

Just on the stroke of 10 Judge Fer-

The first wit- 
ness called was Expressman Fox, but 
ais he was not present, Undertaker 
Humphrey took the witn stand, 

Mr. Humphrey told how just before 
noon on January 16th, 1893, a telephone 
message called him to 26 Colborne 
Street, where a dead body was sald to 
be lying. He knew it was nearly 
noon, for that was his lunch hour, and 
he was in the act of going in to lunch 
When the message came, He also re- 
membered that almost as soon as he 
rot on Yonge street the noon bells and 
Whistles were sounding. On reaching 
26 Colborne street he was shown the 
dead body, which he afterwards 
learned was that of William 
Wells, Jj s lying on the back, 

resting on the left side, 

slightly to one side. The 

of the body, in reference to 

its distance and angle from the ele- 

Vator shaft, was described, and agreed 
in the main with that given by the 
previous witnesses. He described the 
injuries to the head, which bore out 
the evidence of Dr. King, so far as an, 
external examination could. 

Mr, Osler then proposed to examine 
witness relative to the funeral and 
the exhumation, when counsel for the 
defence sald they would admit that 
the body intesred and afterwards ex- 
humed in Oshawa was that of the 
man whose death prisoners were 
charged with causing. The defence 
also sald they admitted the skull now 
in court was that of deceased. 

Proceeding with the examination, 
Witness said that one of the prisoners 
remarked whilst he (Humphrey) was 
in the warehouse that he had heard 
the welght fall and ran to see, and 
that was how they knew what bad 
happened. When the rumours of foul 
play were first circulated the witness 
saw Expressman Fox, and the latter 
told witness something about being 
Bilent. 

Mr. Johnston, for the defence, tak- 
ing up the evidence given by the wit- 
Ness at the previous trial and before 
the Police Magistrate, succeeded in 
getting Humphrey to admit that he 
Was not sure whether it was Express- 
nian Fox, one of the prisoners, or 
Coroner Aikins who said the weight 
fell on Wells from a height of three 
storeys. He said he attended to his 
own duties at the warehouse, these 
were relative to the removal of the 
body, and did not take any particular 
notice of other people or of conver- 
sations which took place. 

Mr. Johnston then took up the eyt- 
dence given by the witness at the 
previous trial, and endeavoured to 
show Wherein it differed from that 
given yesterday. After several ques- 
tions had been asked, the witness, 
with some warmth, said:—"I do not 
come here to remember what I said 
fix months ago.”

The judge upheld Messrs. Lount and 
Johnston, and ruled out such compartl- 
sons, ind unless aome other plan be 
adepted by the Crown it is possible 
this ruling may exclude a good deal 
of technical evidence such as was of- 
fered at the lust trial. 

Walter Davenport, the next witness 
examined by Mr. Curry, sald that on 
January 16th, 1893, he was employe: 
by Undertaker B, D, Humphrey He 
remembered his employer being tele- 
phoned for to £6 to Colborne street to 
remove a dead body. His employer be- 
fore leaving the office told witness to 
walt until he (Mr. Humphrey) got to 
the place, when he would telephone 
tiny necessary instructions, Witnesa 
shortly after got a mesage to go with 
the van to Colborne street. He went, 
and there saw a body lying with the 
head about 18 inches from the elevator, 
and the legs towards the wall. The 
body, according to the memory of the 
witness, Was partly on its back, with 
the head on the left side. He noticed 
the spectacles broken and bent lying 
On the elevator, He also saw a chisel, 
a coal hammer, and a poker lying near. 
He took one of the gloves off the hands 
of deceased, und he belleved Fox took 
off the other glove. The body was 
then removed to Mr. Humphrey's un- 
dertaking establishment, and there wit- 
ness washed and prepared it for inter- 
ment. He deseribed the injuries to the 
head, as shown by an external exam- 
ination. He also thought the neck was 
broken, because he could move the 
head in any way. He found a piece of 
glass in the wound near the eye. There 
Were no marks or brulses on any other 
part of the body, except the head. He 
was quite sure that he was giving an 
accuritte account of all he knew and 
remembered of the incidents connected 
with the affair, 

The stutement about finding a plece of 
glass in the wound above the eye was 
entirely new evidence. 

Mr. Johnston conducted the cross-ex- 
amination with great closeness, and 
showed that in two or three points the 
memory of witness was not very good. 
His description of the position of the 
body in the cellar, the injuries to the 
skull, the Injuries to the nose, and the 
Shape of the wounds on the forehead 
differed somewhat from the account 
Witness gave before the Police Magis- 
trate, and at the last trial. Witness 
Said he was correct now, and contend- 
ed that his answers did not differ in 
substance from those given previously.

Nov, 5.—(Special.)—A_ good 
political gossip that ema- 
the capital is very frothy, 
but none is so wholly and maticiously 
untrue aS that published during the 
last few days by the Globe, which, as 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell points out, ri 
vals the famous production of Baron 
Munchausen, The outlandishly im- 
probable stories from Ottawa which 
the Liberal organ asks the public to 
belleve are an adinission that nothing 
but absolute falsification can serve the 
purpoee of Liberalism, as understood 
by its chief mouthpiece. Nobody here 
believes the fiction that is belng pub- 
lished by the Globe as political news, 
The Liberal paper in Ottawa, which 
has the advantage of being on the 
spot, places no credence whatever In 
the Globe's alleged discoveries, It has 
pointedly referred to one of them 
absurd, and that Is the word which 
aptly deseribes them all, 

The improvement in the finances ts 
becoming. more marked. For October 
the revenue wes $3,177,401, whereas for 
the same month last year it agere- 
Buted $2,8 ?, Fop the four months 
of this fir year the revenue has 
amounted $11,787,964, as against 
$10,829,497 Yor the same period last 
year. On the other hand, there has 
been un apparent decrease of the ex- 
penditures, The outlay up till Octo- 
ber 31st was $8,007,542, as compared 
with $8,444,296 during the correspond- 
ire months of 1894. The net debt ts 
$250,685,201, a decrease of $83,655 for 
the month of October. ‘The expendl- 
ture on capital account for the four 
months was $1,421,714, as against $1,- 
610,950 for the corresponding period 
last year, 

Two bricklayers had a fearful

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Wreckage of the Missoula, 

Port Arthur, Ont,, Nov. 8.—(Special.) 
—The steamer Arabian arrived this 
morning from Michipicoten island. 
They have with them a large drawer 
three feet by four and eight inches 
deep, a large screen from the star- 
board signal Hght, and an ordinary 
house broom covered with iron ore 
stains, which they report as being 
found a day or two ago on Michipt- 
coten island. The captain reports also 
that in passing out of the harbour 
entrance he saw quite a quantity of 
white wreckage on Little Long island, 
but as it was blowing hard, and the 
channel so difficult, he had no time 
to pay much attention to it, It is 
generally considered that this is the 
Missoula wreckage. However, the 
workmanship of the table does not 
look as if belonging to a modern 
steam barge. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Nov. 8.—There 
are still no tidings of the missing 
steamer Missoula, now seven days 
overdue.

called a constitution, In other countries 
it is collected from ancient 
tive acts, royal grants, judicial decisions 
and other sourees. The Govornmont of 
the United States is an illustration of the 
first case, ‘Theo Constitution of the United 
States bogins with the following declara- 
tion ¢ ‘ 

We, the people of tho United States, in 
order to form & moro perfect union, 0os- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defence, promote 
the general welfare and seoure the bloss- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our poster- 
ity, do ordain and ostablish this constitu 
tion for the United States of Amorica, 

He oxplained the powers of Congress ant 
Senate and the modes of olectiny members 
thereto aud tho qualilications necessary. 
He doalt briefly with the question of taxa- 
tion and impeachmont of civil officers of 
the country. The modes of raising revenue 
was taken up and oxplained, as was also 
the formation of the administration, Ho 
dealt at some length with the courts and 
the appointment of judges. The Aimorican

yast store of fuel, which is adequate 
to supply the wants of this carth for 
centuries, were to be accumulated in 
one stupendous pile. Suppose that an 
army of stokers, arrayed In numbers 
whom we need not now pause to calcu- 
late, were employed to throw this coal 
into the great solar furnace. How-Jong, 
think you, would so gigantic a muss 
of fuel maintain the sun's exnendl- 
ture at its present rate? I am but 
uttering a deliberate sclentific fact 
when I say that a conflagration which 
destroyed every particle of coal con- 
tained in this earth would not gener- 
ate so much heat as the sun lavishes 
abroad to ungrateful space In the earth 
in the tenth part of every second. 

We all know the consequence of wam 
ton extravagance, We know it spells 
bankruptey and ruin. The expendl- 
ture of heat by the sun Is the most 
magnificent extravagance of which hu- 
man knowledge gives us any concep- 
tion. How have the consequences of 
such awful prodigality been hitherto 
averted? How is it that the sun is 
still able to draw on its heat reserves 
from aeon to aeon, ever squandering 
£,000,000,000 times as much heat as that 
which genlally warms our temperate 
regions, as that which draws forth the 
exuberant vegetation of the tropics, 
or which rages in the desert of Sa- 
hara, This is indeed a problem, 

It was Helmholtz who discovered 
that the continual maintenance of the 
sun's temperature is due to the fact 
that the sun fs neither solid nor liquid, 
but Is to a great extent gaseous, His 
theory of the subject has gained unt- 
versal acceptance. Those who have 
taken the trouble to become acquaint- 
ed with it are compelled to admit that 
the doctrine set forth by this philoso- 
pher embodies a profound truth. 

Even the great sun cannot escape 
the application of a certain law which 
affects every terrestial object, whose 
province is wide as the universe Itself. 
Nature has not one law for the rich 
and another for the poor. The sun 1s 
shedding forth heat, and, therefore, 
affirms this law, the sun must be 
shrinking in size. We have learned the 
rat®at which this contraction pro- 
ceeds, for among the many triumphs 
have accom- 
plished must be reckoned that of hay- 

‘ put & pair of callipers on the sun 

as to measure {ts diameter, We 

‘find that the width of the great 
luminary is ten fnches smaller to-day 
than it was yesterday. Year in and 
year out the glorious o% of heayen ts 
steadily diminishing at the same rate. 
Tor hundreds of years, aye, for hun- 
dreds of thousansls of years, this in- 
ceseant shrinking has gone on at abut 
the same rate as It goes on at pres- 
ent For hundreds of years, ayé, for 
hundreds of thousands of years, this 
shrinking will go on. As a sponge ex- 
udes moisture by continuous squeezins, 
so the sun pours forth heat by contin- 
uous shrinking. So long as the sun 
remains practically guseous so long will 
the great luminary continue to shrink. 
and thus continue its gracious 
fieence. Hence, it Is thar, 
culable ages yet to come, 
pour forth its unspeakable benefits; 
and, thence it Is that for a period, 
vompared with which the time of man 
upon this earth Is but a day, summer 
and winter, heat and cold,seed time and 
harvest, in their due succession, will 
never be wanting to this earth.—Sir 
Robe rt Ball, professor of astronomy, 
Cambridge, Eng., in New York Sun.

more work, and with greater comfort 
find alnerity, than those who work an 
bour or two before breakfast. Besides 
this, the average duration of life of 
those who take breakfast before exer- 
cise or work will be a number of yenrs 
greater than those who do otherwise. 
Most pérsons begin to feel weak after 
having been engaged five or slx hours 
in their ordinary avocations; a good 
meal reinvigorates, but from the last 
meal of the day until next morning 
there Is an interval of some ten or 
twelve hours. Hence the body, in 
Sense, Is weak, and In proportion can- 
not resist deleterious agencies, whe- 
ther of the fierce cold of midwinter 
or of the polsonous mlasm which rests 
pon the surface of the earth when- 
ever the sun shines on a blade of vege- 
tation or a heap of offal. 

This mlasm fS more Solid, more con- 
contrated, and hencé more malignant 
about sunrise and sunset than at any 
other hour of the 24, because the cold 
of the night condenses it and it is on the

The setting was 
usually a jewel cut in some distinctive 
design, like a family crest, from which 
is derived the word “seal ring.” 

There is an old superstition concern- 
ing a woman's thumb. If in closing 
the hand the thumb folds out of the 
fingers she will rule her husband. If 
under, she will be ruled by him. It is 
hinted that a majority of them fold 
out, 

In grasping the thumb is opposed to 
four fingers and exerts just four times 
as much strength. If you doubt it try 
to hang to a turning pole without us- 
ing the thumb. An examination of its 
muscles will show that they are the 
largest and strongest in the hand. In- 
jury to this member sets at rest any 
dispute as to its sovereignity over the 
other fingers.

While 
these sentinels watch the baggage, the 
Lord watches the senunels, 

There fs quite a different scene being 
enacted in the distance. The Amale- 
kites, haying ravaged and ransacked 
and robbed whole countries are cele- 
brating their suce in a roaring ca- 
rousal.

He stated, also, the heretofore unpub- 
lished fact that women were very scl- 
dom caten, the savages, either from 
an Innate sense of gallantry or from 
some peculiarity of the paldte, prefer 
males as a diet, and furthermore that 
a victim intended for a feast, is never 
dismembered before being cooked, but 
{' roasted entire, the favorite joints 
and portions being gliced off after the 
subject Is done to a turn. 

The only exception is that the head 
is cut off, kept for several days, and 
then made into a stew, The brain ts 
considered the greatest delicacy, and 
generally goes to the chief. The meat 
of human flesh tastes not unlike veal. 
The skin is never eaten, because when 
baked it becomes somewhat leathery 
and tough. That human beings are 
eaten for any religious or superstitious 
| reason, Capt. Hinde denied, and sald tt 
was done purely for food. 

, Cannibals do not eat the flesh of 
members of their immediate famlly. 

Capt. Hinde told of a man who hav- 
ing been killed, his two sons handed 

the body over to a cirele of friends, 
who ate ft for him. 

The most horrible of all the facts 
given by Capt. Hinde was his descrip- 
tion of the manner in which cannibals 
prepare victims for eating. It has been 
said that some of these people keep a 
stock of prisoners on hand, fattening 

them until suitable for killing. Capt. 
Hinde shows that among the tribes of 
the Bangala race these prisoners are 
frightfully tortured under the belief 
that it makes their flesh more tendet 
and, consequently, more palatable. 

One method resembles in a painfd 
degree the way in which the goose Its 
prepared for pate de fole gras, all the 
joints of the man being broken, even 
to those of his fingers and toes. He 
is then buried up to his neck In a clay- 
ey earth, while around his temporary 
grave huge pits are dug wherein a fire 
{is kept constantly burning. The heat 
keeps the burled man In a profuse per- 
spiration. Men attend to the fires, so 
that the temperature may be kept up. 

Other men take turns In feeding the 
head that Is above ground, forcing in- 
to the mouth bananas, palm oil and 
other nutritious eatables that have a 
tendency to fatten. There is hardly 
any intermission in this compulsory 
eating and drinking during the three 
or four days the man fs kept In this 
awful position. At the end of that 
time he is dug up, more dead than 
alive, but considerably fatter and soft- 
eathan he was when he was put down, 
and then he is promptly killed. What 
merciful instinct prompts the cannibal 
to kill his victim before he roasts him 
is not known, but, with very few ex- 

* ceptions, this is done. 

A modification of this method is keep- 
ing the victim under water for the 
fame length of time. In such cases 

, the joints are broken, as described, and 

| the man is seated jn a pit, his arms 
and feet being tied together, and then 
the pit is filled with water to the vic- 
tim's neck. He js fed in the sanie man- 
ner as his unfortunate brother under 
fround, and when the time comes he 
is clubbed to death preparatory to 
reasting. 

The process of cooking Is a rather 
elaborate one. Trenches are dug and 
carefully lined with large round pleces 
of rock, so as to make a floor and line 
the walls. A day before the cooking 
enormous fires of branches and twigs 
are built In the trenches, and are kept 
olive until the stones are superheated. 
The body of the man to be eaten Is 
then laid in this pit, the ashes of the 
branches and twigs being the only pro- 
tection between the skin and the 
stones. These ashes from the weod 
keep the skin from being burned, 

Barth is then shovelled in loosely, 
and the body is left to cook for hours, 
After that, and when it is conside-ed 
sufficiently done, the earth is shovelled 
iWay and the body fs again brought to 
the-surface. The cannibals sit about 
the fire, and cut off such slices as they 
desire. These are devoured, together 
with friuts, and a general holiday Is 
enjoyed. 

According to the captain's estimate, 
twenty millions of people in the Congo 
Easin are eaters of human flesh. The 
cntire population is 25,000,000, The liws 
made by the Belglans in the govern- 
ment of this district punish cannibal- 
ism with death, and a number of man- 
eating chiefs have been hanged. 

In addition to this custom of eating 
human beings, another equally horribl» 
extats. When a chief of any of these 
Congo tribes dies all his wives are 
buried allve with him. A hole Is dug tn 
the ground about as large a6 an ordl- 
nary room and in the middle of it the 
body of the chief fs placed. One of the 
wives jumps down Into the hole and 
seats herself cross legged at the head 
of the corpse, another wife squ ts her- 
self at hia fect and others sit around 


on the aides, If there is any room some 
of his slaves are brought In and make 
the outer fringe of the circle. Nelther 
the wives or the slaves manifest the 
slightest concern and accept the fite 
entirely as o matter of course.—N. Y.

troit were captured. During the latter 
part of 1812 and the first eight months 
of 1818 the fighting was carried on, with 
varying success, mainly in the Pro- 
vince of Upper Canada, The old “war 
path" by way of Richelleu along which 
almost every former Invasion had ad- 
vanced on Canada, seems to have been 
abandoned. No doubt the erection of 
Fort Lennox and other fortifications 
in Isle-aux-nolx effectually barred the 
way in that direction. Thus it was 
that in September of 1818 an army of 
&,800 men, with 56 guns, Was organized 
under General Wilkinson to conquer 
Lower Canada by way of the St, Law- 
rence. Kingston was to have been the 
first point of attack, but, learning that 
Montreal was much more yulnerable, 
defended as it was by a small force of 
only 400 militia, he altered his plans 
and set out for its capture. To support 
him another army under General Wade 
Hampton mustered on the western 
shore of Lake Champlain. They were 
to meet at the southern end of Isle 
Perrot, and together make a descent 
on Lachine, from which point Mont- 
real would fall an easy prey to their 
Joint forces. Crossing the lake to the 
New York aside, Hampton, with 5000 
men, at once marched on Canada, and 
on September 20 surprised a small 
picket of Canadians at the Loyalist set- 
tlement of Odelitown But he soon 
found himself In the midst of difficul- 
ties, for Colonel De Salaberry had been 
sent forward to intercept him. The 
Americans became entangled in an ex- 
tensive swamp, while the roads had 
been blocked by the felling of trees 
and imposing other obstruction in the

way, and their outer Ines were con- 
stantly harassed by De Salaberry, 
drawing small parties into ambuscades. 
These difficulties seemed so Iinsur- 
mountable to Hampton that he retired 
to Four Corners, notwithstanding that 
he was within fifteen miles of the open 
country at L’Acadie. On October 1, 
De Salaberry, under orders, reconnoit- 
ered the Ameriean fpusition at Four 
Corners, and with 50 of his Voltigeurs 
drove in the advance camp of 800 men, 
but had to retire on Chatenuguay when 
the whole army was roused and up in 
arms. He had in the meantime de- 
stroyed the forest roads on nis way s0 
as to obstruct as much as possible the 
course of the invaders. Having learn- 
ed the line of march Hampton was like- 
ly to follow, De Salaberry selected as 
his position a thickly wooded spot on 
the left bank of the Chateauguay about 
six miles above where it is joined by 
the Fnclish river. This point, with the 
approval of General De Watteville, he 
strenethened with earth worka ana 
felled trees so as to form a regular 
parapet of them extending some dis- 
tance into the woods. Trees were cut 
down in every direction to obstruct 
the movements of the enemy's cavalry 
and artillery. A ford in the river, the 
most vulnerable point In the position, 
was defended by a line of breastworks 
The defences extended to where they 
joined a deep, almost Impenetrable 
swamp. There De Salaberry waited 
three weeks for the cnemy’s advance, 
employing his men continually In 
atrengthening hia position. Hampton, 
who had all this time been making 
preparations and arranging for a junc- 
tion with Wilkinson, as soon as the

October 21 broke camp and advanced 
down the Chateauguay.

But when ho heard of the lat- 
ter’s failure, he ordered General Ivard 
to retire and withdrew with his own 
column about three miles up the river, 
leaving De Salaberry master of the 
field. According to reports De Sala- 
berry had not over 300 men actually in 
action, which number was wholly made 
up of Canadians, assisted by o few 
Indians. At the close of the engage- 
ment Sir George Prevost, with Major- 
General de Watteville arrived on the 
sround, and, looking over De Sala- 
berry’s arrangements, praised his abil- 
ity and thanked him for his success, 
but the latter the same evening wrote 
a very inaccurate dispatch to the Home 
Government, claiming most of the cred- 
it for himself.

Food For Pigs—Cowsa and Hoga Go Well

Cows and hogs go well together. Fol- 
lowing after the cattle and consuming 
the skim milk produces un animal welt 
adapted for breeding purposes.

ovghly before feeding, or pouring from 
ene vessel to another.

When, after the cloth had been 
drawn, the Marquis of Salisbury arose 
to speak, the utmost enthusiasm pre- 
vatled throughout the hall, his 
remarks upon this occasion were 
most anxiously awaited, In view of 
the eritical state of politica in Bu- 
rope and in the far Haat, It was 
known that the Prime Minister had 
rolected this time and place to make 
a statement regarding the Goyern- 
ment’s forelgn policy, and that the 
statement had been prepared with 
the knowledge, consent, and counsel 
of his Cabinet. Bagerly was this 
statement awaited, on account of its 
authoritative source, and even some 
futile attempts had been made by 
Imaginative newsvendors to anticl- 
pate the character and tenor of the 
Premier's probable remarks, It being 
fancied that he would boast a bit of 
Britain's strength at arms, and strike 
a note of deflance to menacing mon- 
archies, if not utter a tacit threat 
towards tho craft and duplicity of the 
Turkish Porte, But these forecasts 
Were untrustworthy, Contrary to gen- 
eral expectation, the utterances of 
Lord Salisbury were of a decidedly 
pacific tone. He began his speech 
by Saying that when he last spoke in 
London it was just after the general 
election, at which the electors had 
expressed thelr opinion of the sub- 
ject of Home Rule, and he spoke to- 
night after a still more decisive ex- 
pression of opinion given concerning 
that measure, The electorate had 
spoken in terms which could not be 
mistaken, and all could rest assured 
that no dismemberment of the Em- 
pire would be countenanced, The 
position of the members of the House 
of Lords had also been more exactly 
defined, Turning to a discussion of 
the Armenian question, Lord Salis- 
Dury asserted that the present Gov- 
ernment had added nothing to the 
demands of the three powers made in 
May, and which were accepted by the 
Sultan. These reforms, if carried out, 
would give the Armenians every safe- 
guard that the nation could desire, 
“But will they be carrjed out 7?" he 
asked. “If the Sultan has not him- 
self determined to glve them justice 
no constitution which can be devised 
will give them this. [ must confess 
that the news from Constantinople 
indicates that the Sultan is not In- 
clined to carry out these reforms. 
More than this I cannot say at pre- 
sent, but in casé the Sultan refuses 
we may point out to him the fact 
that the powers fifty years ago de- 
termined, as a safeguard of the peace 
of Europe, that the Integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire should be preserved, 
and as far as I know the powers are 
of the same opinion — still. All 
throughout these negotiations Ihave 
been impressed with the profound de- 
sire of the powers, and even of those 
generally regarded as among the most 
restless powers, to act together with 
a common alm, looking towards the 
peace of the world, and I am hope- 
ful that this unanimity of action may 
in time lessen the heavy burdens of 
an armed peace which now presses 
upon our industries.” 

Lord Salisbury then referred to af- 
fairs in the far East, and to the Chi- 
nere-Japan war, With regard to the re- 
ported action of Russia, he was, he 
said, much struck by the sensation 
which the news, afterwards officlally 
denied, had evoked. ‘ Depend upon it,’’ 
he added, “whatever may happen in 
that region, be it in the way of war 
or of coinmmerce, We are equal to any 
competition that may be opposed to 
us, and may look with equanimity on 
the action cf any persons who think 
to exclude us from that fertile and 
commercial region, or who imagine that 
if we are admitted they can best us 
in the markets of the world. I should 
be sorry if we felt undue seusitiveness 
in the mutter.” 

London, Noy. 10.—The Mayoralty 
elections were held in England and 
Wales yesterday. Eleven peers were 
elected to the post of Mayor in as 
many different towns. 

The marriage of Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson, president of the Grand Trunk 
railway of Canada, to the Hon. Bea- 
trice Mostyn, took place yesterday at 
Trinity church, Chelsea, and attracted 
a large and fashionable crowd of peo- 
ple.

The judge fixed 
Tuesday for dealing with this point 
after consultation with the counsel on 
both sides, If the evidence is admit- 
ted it will lengthen the trial consid- 
erably, 

Undertaker Humphrey was recalled 
on the opening of the court on Sat- 
urday morning, and Mr. Osler pro- 
ceeded to ask him some questions re- 
lative to the message from Hyams by 
Fox to witness, asking the latter to 
keep his mouth shut, Messrs, John- 
ston and Lount raised technical ob- 
jections to unything in the nature of 
cross-examination, and the judge ruled 
that Mr. Osler could question Hum- 
phrey to prove the delivery of such 
a mefsage, but could not question the 
witness with a view to giving a dif- 
ferent story to that related by Fox. 
Mr. Osler asked the defence to cross- 
examine the witness, but this was not 
done, and Humphrey was allowed to 
lenve the stand, He has been an tn- 
telligent witness all through the trial. 

Mrs. Caroline Wells, of 623 Spadina 
avenue, was the first new witness 
called by the Crown. She is not re- 
luted in any way to the family of de- 
ceased. She was summoned to give 
evidence at the first trial, but was not 
called. She was acquainted with the 
deceased from the time he was 16 or 17 
yeurs of age until his death. She had 
filled one or two of the dead lad's 
teeth. She saw the body whilst it lay 
in the coftin in Aylesworth’s house, 
and noticed a triangular wound over 
the left eyebrow, This wound had 
been filled with plaster of paris, and 
Witness sprinkled some violet powder 
Over the wound, 

Mr. Lount closely cross-examined 
witness relative to this statement of 
& wound over the left eye, as this was 
the first time any witness had men- 
tloned such a wound, Mr, Lount told 
witness that Dr. King, Coroner Aikins. 
and several other witnesses had said 
the wound on the brow was over the 
right eye. 

Witness—"TI don't care what others 
say. I saw the wound over the left 
eye,” and the answer was given with 
emphasis. 

Mr. Lount—‘“ Well, that ends 
suppose,” and he quoted the 
rhyme about a woman's will. 

For several minutes the cross-ex- 
amination went on, but witness did 
not vary from her original statement.

Queen street west, was called in the 
night of the death of William Wells 
to nurse Martha Wells, who was seri- 
ously ill owing to the shock to her 
nervous system caused by the news 
of the death. She saw the body in 
the coffin, and noticed the wound over 
the left eye. The head rested on the 
right side, and witness assisted the 
previous witness In putting powder 
over the wound. She was quite posi- 
tive the wound was over the left eye, 

A sharp cross-examination by Myr. 
Lount failed to shake the evidence in 
any way. 

Joseph Rowley, jeweller, Spadina 
avenue, saw the body of deceased as 
it lay on the slab at the undertaker’s, 
He noticed that the right cheek and 
skull were both crushed, and that over 
the left eye there was a hazel-nut 
shaped wound, wet with blood. He 
was positive of this. 

To Mr, Johnston, witness 
had no bitter feeling 
prisoners, ulthough there 
rather unsatisfactory 
action with them, He knew the de- 
ceased and Aylesworth.

Tho genoral impression it leaves is that 
no effort, however strenuous, on the part 
of the trustees of the America’s cup can 
possibly secure a fair race in the condi- 
tions upon which they apparently hold 
themselves bound to insist.

London, Noy. 9.—Today’s Pall Mall 
Gazette, referring to Lord Dunraven’s 
statement, says :—** Lord Dunrayen’s alles 
gation that the Cup Committee knew of bis 
charge that there had becn foul play in 
tho measurment of the Defender and made 
no attempt to verify it, is a mosb serious 
accusttion. If the Committee had investi- 
gated and found that Lord Dunraven. wat’ 
wrong, they could have declined to race 
with him again with perfect propriety, not 
to say that they could have horsewhipped 
him with equal propriety. But they did 
not take any action in the matter. If the 
Defender’s ballast was doctored it must 
be certain that a number of persons know 
it.”

powers, acting in concert, to take 
thelr own stepa in the matter should 
it develop that the action of the Porte 
is inadequate to deal with the state 
of anarchy prevyalling in Anatolla 

It Is known that the Sultan still re- 
fuses to belleve that the powers are 
in accord as to the action to be taken 
in cove of the Porte'’s fallure to re- 
atore order In the Turkish Empire. 
No amount of persvasion seems strong 
enough to bring Abdul Hamid to ren- 
son, and the opinion Is freely express- 
ed that nothing short of a naval de- 
monstration will awaken the Turks to 
m realization of the actual state of 
affairs. 

The news received here from the 
provinces continues to be of the grav- 
est nature. Further disorders ave re- 
ported from different sections; the mo- 
bilization of the army reserves 18 pro- 
gressing so slowly that they might 
just as well have been left ut home; 
and the general impression prevails 
more strongly than ever to-day that 
European intervention in the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Turkish 
Empire will very soon become abso- 
lutely necessary in order to avert fur- 
ther and much more serious bloodshed. 
The Porte scems insensible to what is 
going on, or utterly incapable of ap- 
preciating the-extent to which anarchy 
has spread during the past few weeks, 
No serious outbreak is apprehended 
here, as the British fleet is within 
easy steaming distance of the Dardan- 
elles; but in spite of the desperate 
efforts being made by the Turkish 
authorities to suppress the real facts 
in the case, matters are daily, almost 
hourly, growing worse in the pro- 
vinces. 

Some echoes of the utterances of the 
Marquis of Salisbury at the Lord 
Mayor's banquet on Saturday have 
reached here, the main feature quoted 
being his statement as to the con- 
certed action of the powers towards 
Turkey. But the Premier's remarks 
are not considered to be as forcible 
as his previous utterances on the same 
subject when Parliament” assembled 
after the general elections in Great 
Britain, und it is feared that this may 
encourage the Sultan to further oppo- 
sition to the recommendations of the 
powers regarding Armenia. 

These are samples of the terrible re- 
ports which are continually reaching 
this city by one means or another, 
and although there may be exaggrera- 
tions, there seems no valid reason for 
doubting that they are correct in sub- 
stance. Under these circumstances, it 
is not to be wondered at if even the 
most sanguine doubt that there is any 
possibility of the restoration of order 
in Armenia without the intervention 
of the powers. If Shakir Pasha, the 
Hizgh Commissioner appointed by the 
Turkish Government to carry out the 
scheme of reform agreed upon for 
Armenia, is unable, supported by 
Turkish troops, to stop the wholesale 
massacre of Armenians in the streets 
of an important city like Erzeroum, it 
is difficult to see how the wild Kurd- 
ish tribes in the outlying districts can 
be prevented from continuing the 
work of exterminating the Armenians, 
which has been going on for some 
time past,- apparently with the ap- 
proval of the Sultan, certainly with 
his knowledge.

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STORM IN ENGLAND, 

London, Noy. 11.—A severe storm Is 
raging to-day over Scotland, the 
northern part of England, and Ireland. 
Telegraphic communication and rall- 
way traffic are seriously interfered 
with. The storm commenced yester- 
day evening with a heavy gale of 
wind, which was soon afterwards 
companied by torrents of rain, and by 
night time floods were general 
throughout the northern part of Great 
Britain, Serious damage was done to 
property, bridges were washed away, 
and large tracts of territory were in- 
undated.

11.—A despatch to the 
Heraldo from Havana says that the 
insurgent leader Maximo Gomez has 
sent a circular to all the Insurgent 
leaders directing them to destroy all 
the property of persons who do not 
contribute to the rebellion fund. 
Maceo is also sald to be exacting 
enormous sums of money from the 
landed proprietors of Cuba under the 
threat of destroying their plantations, 
The insurgents are said to have dls- 
appeared from the Province of Ha- 
vana, but it is admitted that the re- 
bellion is gaining ground in the Pro- 
vince of Matanzas. 

A despatch from Havana received 
here to-day says that Captain-General 
Martinez de Campos will personally 
direct the military operations against 
Maximo Gomez, the insurgent leader 
in command in the Province of Santa 
Clara. 

All the insurgent Jeaders, including 
Maximo Gomez, are sending messen- 
fers and circulars to the big farmers 
and planters, ordering them to con- 
tribute to the treasury of the Cuban 
Republic under penalty of having their 
property destroyed by fire. The re- 
sult is that the insurgents are really 
better provided with funds than are 
the Spanish Government officials here. 
The money thus obtained is in time 
forwarded to New York or other Am- 
erican ports, where it ‘is used for the 
purchase of arms and ammunition 
and the equipping of additional ex- 
peditions.

The latter produced 
the warrant, dated October 24, 1895, 
endorsed by the sheriff of Peoria coun- 
ty; a certificate of the clerk of the 
Circult Court identifying the sheriff; 
the warrant of Judge Snider for 
the arrest of the prisoner here, dated 
October 28, and the prisoner was pre- 
sent in court and admitted his jden- 
tity. Mr. Crerar also tendered ag evi- 
dence an indictment of the Circuit 
Court of Peoria on the charge, on 
which a true bill was found, together 
with the evidence before the grand 
jury. 

Mr. Teetzel objected to the indict- 
ment being part of the Crown case as 
evidence,

To Ulaminate Niagara Falls. 

Niagara Falls, Ont,, Nov. 11—Niagara's 
mishty cataract Is to be illuminated by 
an electric scarch-light, placed on the 
Cunudian shore by the Michigan Cen- 
tral railway. The light will enable visi- 
tors to see the Falls as well between 
sunset and scnrise as now between dawn 
and dusk. Mr. Frank J. Bramhall, an 
official of the Michigan Central, has re- 
cently returned from Schenectady, where 
he consiited with the General Electric 
Company about the establishment of a 
search-light on this elde, his iden be- 
ing to place the Nght either at Falls 
View, or on the tower of the Muscum 
bullding, om the hill beyond Clifton, 
these being the highest available points. 
The erperts of the electric company dis- 
suaded him from placing the light so 
high and far away) and told him that 
the best effect would be obtained by plac- 
ing the artificial luminary on the edge 
of the Canadian bank about half a 
milo below the falls. The powerful rays 
of the search-light would then strike 
the volume of falling water at right 
angles with a large portion of its sur- 
face, producing the most brilliant ef- 
fect. Mr. Bramhall wes provided with 
evtimates of the cost of establishment 
and maintenance of a light and plant to 
operate it, which he will lay before the 
railway directors for their approval.

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Intelligent Methods.

Careful readers cannot fail to observe 
marked contrast in the tone of articles fur 
nished by correspondents, as well ws editor 
ials, to those of formur yours. Thero 1s 
to-day much less of positive assertion, not 
backed up by facts It is not strange that 
this is so, The car of progr

It was not long before we reach- 
ed 200, and occasionally reports came in of 
some one who had actually exceeded this 
by 25 lb.! Tremombor well the positive: 
noss with which certain persons declared 
they knew no dairyman had ever produced 
such a quantity by any honest means. 
The standard has been getting higher and 
higher, until to-day 400 lbs. per cow is far 
more common than 200 Ibs. was at that 
time. 

The first man to reach the 800-1b, notch 
in our locality, so far as I know, was one 
from whom we purchased calves that form- 
ed the foundation of our dairy herd. He 
began by feeding better than the average 
of dairymen, and at once made more butter 
than any of his neighbors, Becter feeding 
naturally suggested better care, warmer 
stables, &c. It needs no argument to 
prove that intelligence was back of all his 
success. ‘There are plonty of men living 
to-day who did not hesitate to say that 
they knew it was not possible for any man 
to secure 300 1b, per cow from any herd at 
the time it was first accomplished ia this 
dairy.

@ case reserved so that In the event of 
} acquittal, or even conviction, Mr, Osler 
could have had the superior courts de- 
cide whether such evidence should be 
admitted or not As the jury dis- 
agreed, it was not possible to go to the 
Yesterday Judge Fer- 
refused to admit the 

evidence, but also decided that he 

would require (to consider seriously 
whether he would even reservé a care, 

as requested to do by Mr. Osler, 80 

that the point can be finally decided 

@s to whether in murder trials such 

evidence shall or shall not be admit- 

ted. The defence is naturally very well 
pleased with the judge's ruling. 

The evidence taken yesterday related 
almost exclusively to the condition of 

the elevator, the weight ahaft, and 
repairs done to the elevator shaft. No 
new facts were elicited, but the defence 
succeedod in making it clearer that the 
weight might have caught in its de- 
scent, and the rope be thus momentarily 
slackened, with what results no wit- 
nees would undertake to say. The 
cross-examination of John Galt, C.E., 
with reference to the probability of tho 
Welght becoming detached In this way, 
and tnen by the shaking of the rope or 
the elevator Lelong loosened and fall- 
ing whilst the deceased was looking 

p to try and ascertain the cause of 
the stoppage, was conducted for almost 
two hours, The witness came through 
the ordeal successfully, both sides ud- 
mitting his fairness and inipartiality. 

To-day the evidence of John Fensom, 
jr., will be continued, and other wit- 
nesses may also be oalled to speak re- 
lative to the condition of the elevator, 

The Crown will try to yet further 
testimony from the witness Hackney, 
and will endeavour to have put in as 
exhibits parts of the boards, the ends 
of which projected into the welght 
shaft. 

When the court opened at 10 a.m. 
yesterday, John Galt, C.B., was recall- 
ed to the witness stand. He explained 
to the jury several technical points re- 
lative to the elevator, and spoke of 
lines of force and other theories. Once 
Mr, Osler asked him to look through @ 
Palr of glasses, and show how that 
might help to decide the position any 
person wearing them would have to 
stand in to look up the weight shaft. 

Mr. Lount, in his crogs-examination, 
which was long and searching, gave 
the first hint of the theory of the de- 
fence relative to the death of Wells. 
With Mr. Galt to answer the questions, 
and the south-western wall of the 
court-room on the right of the jury 
box serving os a tracing board, Mr. 
Lount proceeded to try and show that 
the welght having caught in the shaft, 
Wells, who was about to use the ele- 
vator, looked up the shaft, shook the 
rope, and the vibration thus caused 
loosened the weight, which came down, 
Striking the deceased, knocking him 
to the floor and instantly killing him.

Pengelly was recalled, and in answer 
to Mr. Johnston, said she saw no stains 
or spots of blood on the clothing of 
Dallas T. Hyams the day he returned 
from the warehouse and told her that 
Willie Wells was killed. 

Then the Crown called J. W. Carr, 
insurance agent, who, on being sworn, 
Was thus addressed by Mr. Osler:—L 
am going to ask you a question, but 
do not answer it until his Lordship 
says you may.

Tike STUBBORN TURK. 

London, Noy. 12.—The Times pub- 
lishes a letter from Constantinople ex- 
plaining the situation throughout the 
Turkish Empire. The writer says that 
owirtg to the rigid censorship exer- 
clsed by the ‘Turkish officials. the 
lower classes among the Turks are 
quite ignorant. They belleve that the 
Sultan Inaugurated the policy of op- 
Pression, but to some extent, it Is 
stated, the Armenians believe the con- 
trary, The Turks think the Arment- 
ans are to be treated as they were 
twenty years ago, and, besides this, 
they entertain the idea that the Ar- 
menians are ungrateful. Thus a feel- 
ing of hatred towards the Armenians 
prevails, and the ignorant Turks really 
appear to fear being massacred by 
the Armenians. The Government offi- 
clals, according to this letter, are dl- 
rectly responsible for disseminating 
the idea that it is the duty of the 
people to kill and plunder the Ar- 
menians. There is no reasonable hope 
that any improvement will take place 
through a change of public opinion. 

It is belleved In some (Armenian) 
quarters that the estimate of 10,000 
Armenians killed during the recent 
massacres, as cabled to the Associated 
Press last week, may turn out to be 
considerably under the real total, and 
that the number may come nearer 
15,0 than 10,000. Reports from Ar- 
menian sources place the number 
killed at Dinvbekir at more than 2,000, 
but this needs confirmation. 

Paris, Noy. 12.—At a Cabinet Coun- 
cil held this morning, the Minister of 
Marine, M. Lockroy, announced that 
the ironclad Devastation, the crulsers 
Charney and Faucon, and the despatch 
boat Linos, had sailed from the Pl- 
raeus, Greece, for Constantinople. 

Constantinople, Noy. 12.—Buch day 
shows the situation of affairs here to 
be growing darker, and to-day is no 
exception to the rule. The reply of 
the Porte to the communications of 
the Ambassadors yesterday has been 
awaited with some curiosity, as the 
representatives of the powers used 
much stronger language than hereto- 
fere, and positively insisted upon be- 
ing immediately informed as to what 
steps the Turkish Government Intend- 
ed to take to restore order in the dis- 
turbed provinces of Asia Minor. The 
Porte to-day, replying to the identical 
notes of the Ambassadors of 
Germany, Austria, and Italy, sim- 
ply said that information regarding 
the scheme for reform in Armenia 
would be forwarded to the representa- 
tives of the powers “without de D 
In other words, these three Ambassa- 
dcrs have obtained no satisfaction at 
all. It is not yet known if the notes 
of the Ambassadors of Great Britain, 
Russia, and France have been replied 
to, but it Is presumed that they were 
also assured that thelr requests for 
information regarding the proposed 
reforms would be complied with 
“without delay.” 

Advices received here to-day an- 
nounce fresh disturbances at Marash, 
Bitlis, and Sivas, with thelr attend- 
ant massacres, It is also announced 
that a battalion of Turkish troops 
which was in garrison at Zeitoun, and 
which recently distinguished itself by 
surrounding and shooting down a 
number of Armenian Insurgents, was 
later besieged in its barracks by the 
Armenians, to whom the soldiers 
eventually capitulated, with arms and 
ammunition, bag and baggage. It is 
added that the Armenians now occupy 
the quarters at Zeiteun previously oc- 
cupied by tha Turkish soldiers. The 
Armenians, it is further stated, have 
also garrisoned all the important po- 
sitions In and about Zeltoun, and are 
gathering ammunition and provisions, 
throwing up other fortifications, and in 
every way preparing to hold the place. 
Zeitoun is on the route from Arab- 
gheer to Aleppo 

It was stated this afternoon in Eu- 
rcpean official circles here that as a 
result of an additional exchange of 
views between the pow through 
their representatives here and at the 
different capitals, it is belleved that 
a joint course of action, involying a 
display of naval and, possibly, mill- 
tary force, has already been decided 
upon with the view of testoring order 
in Armenia, recent events having 
clearly demonstrated that the Sultan 
has no intention of really carrying 
out the scheme for reform agreed 
upon some time ago after so much 
delay and annoyance. Nothing defi- 
nite, however, appears to be known 
rewarding the course of action decided 
upon, but it Is now believed that the 
Sultan will not be allowed to trifle 
with the Ambassadors for many days 
lorger, and news of an important na- 
ture is expected at any moment

OSCAR WILD. 


London, Noy, 12.—For the first time 





since his incarceration in Wandsworth 
prison, Oscar Wilde was brought out 
into the open air to-day, for the pur- 
pose of being publicly éxamined in the 
Bankruptoy Court regarding his as- 
vets. Wilde looked pale and weary, 
and was but a shadow of his former 
nonchalant self. He answered all the 
questions asked him in monosyllables 
and in a low voice. He testified that 
in recent years he had lived beyond 
his income, and had sometimes been 
paid in advance for his plays. Hence 
certain theatrical managers were his 
creditors, Instead of his debtors. The 
court then passed upon Wilde's ac- 
tounts, which showed that his HMabili- 
lies were £8,591, and that he had no 
available assets. It was revealed in 
the course of the examination that 
there was a marriage settlement in 
fuvour of Wilde's wife of {800 a year. 
The court-room was crowded with 
curlous listeners.

TIORSH AND TRACK. 

Races are taking place on the 
track at Rednerville to-day. 

Dauntless, the sire of the dam of William 
Penn (2:074), although 20 years old, is still 
doing active service in Iowa, He is one of 
the few sons of Hambletonian still alive.

Up to November 1 Mornington Cannon 
led the successful English jockeys with 172 
winning mounts out of 617 races. Tom 
Loates was second, Allsopp, Bradford, 
Loates, Calder, Finlay and Watts following 
in that order, 

Banquet was handicapped at 116 pounds 
in the Hurst Park November Plate, which 
he won on Saturday. The second horse, 
Ivor, was in at 10t pounds, and Alexina, 
whoran third, at 91 pounds. Sanderling 
was top weight, 130 pounds, 

The lottery of the St. Albans stud in Aus- 
tralia was a great success. W. R, Wilson, 
who owned the property, bought back the 
colt’ Wallace, by Carbine, from the man 
who drew him. A few days later Wallace 
won the Victorian Derby. 

J. VW. Melerran, the Kentucky breeder, 
says that the two-year-old colt ‘tommy 
Britton (2.15) could not only have beaten 
Arlon’s two-year-old record of 2.10), but he 
could have also beaten Fantasy's three-year- 
old record of 2.089, had he been driven with 
that object in view.

Conatantinople, Noy. 13.—The Turk- 
ish Minister for Foreign Affairs, Tew- 
‘ik Vasha, replied to-day to the notes 
of the diplomatic representatives here 
of Great Britain, Russia, and France, 
ossuring them, os he had previously 
tasured the Ambassadors of Germany, 
Avatria, and Italy, that the Turkish 
Governments statement as to what 
measures it Intends to take in order 
to suppress the disorders in Asla 
Minor will be presented to the Am- 
bassadors “ without delay.’”’ 

Another complication seems likely 
to arise, which may give the Sultan 
further excuse for inaction. The 
Halll Rifat Ministry is said to be tot- 
tering, and another Cabinet change 
is likely at any time, 

The rumours concerning the possible 
deposition of Abdul Hamid ure still 
current, but the statement that the 
Iinperial yacht ia lying off the palace 
with steam up, Intimating that the 
Sultan is preparing to seek safety in 
flight, is a weak: fabrication, The Im- 
perial yacht is sadly out of repair, 
and is laid up for the winter, 

There has been most eerlous trou- 
ble at Cnesarea, not far from Jeru- 
sailem, but no details of the rioting 
there have yet reached this city. 

The most serious state of affairs still 
prevails at Zeltoun, where the Ar- 
menians recently captured a battalion 


of Turkish troops with thelr arms, am- 
munition, and supplies, and afterwards 
occupled the barracks and all the stra- 
tegic positions in and about that city. 
The Government is striving very hard 
to prevail upon the Armenians there 
to lay down their arms, promising that 
they shall not be In any way molested 
if they return to thelr homes and sur- 
render the Turkish soldiers they hold 
prisoners, with their arms, ete. But 
the Armenians have so frequently been 
the victims of similar promises that 
it is not considered likely that they 
will give up thelr prisoners or the posal- 
tlon they hold. In this case some des-

Meerschaum Mines of Anatolin, 
In « recont number ot the Journal issued 
by the Society of Arts there was published 
an admirable article upon the rich deposits 
of mecrsechaum found about 20 miles south- 
east of Wski-Shehir, a station on the Ana- 
tolian railway. Meerschaum is worked in 
the coal. Pits from 25 to 125 
feot deep are dug, and so soon as the 
vein is struck, horizontal galleries, of con- 
diderable longth, are made, The stone, AS 
extracted is called Num-tash (rough block) 
and’ is soft enough to be easily cut witha 
knife, Itis white, witha yellowish tint, 
and is covered with a red clayey soil of 
about one inch thick. In this the

It was at once apparent 
to them that he was fatally injured and 
they did all they could to make him com- 
fortable. He was brought to the city and 
placed in the baggage room. Drs. ‘Tracy 
and McColl and the ambulance were sum- 
moned, but when the physicians had ox- 
amined him they decidod it would be useless 
to move him to the hospital, It was found 
that his left leg was crushed below the 
knee, his left shoulder and arm badly in- 
jured, his head cut and bruised and thathe 
had also sustained sovere internal injuries, 
The latter were no doubt responsible for 
his death, which occurred shortly after 
soven o'clock. He never regained con- 
sciousness. 

Word was sent to his friends in Deser- 
onto, and his daughter, Miss Addi, accom- 
panied by Messrs. Dart & Smith, under- 
takers, came up at once, The body was 
prepared for burial and taken to Deseronto 
on the 12:45 train this morning. 

Déceased leaves a wife and tive children, 
fwo sons and three daughters. He is 
spoken of as a sober, industrious man, and 
his family are said to be very respectable 
people. ‘The trainmen were in no way re- 
sponsible for the accident, as they had no 
means of preventing it. The crew of the 
train were all from little York, and con- 
ductor Murray was in charge. 

A sister of the man killed is a domestic 
at the residence of J. K. McCargar. Her 
name ir Mrs. Vanvalkenberg and she left 
for Deseronto this afternoon to attend the 
funeral.

Mr. Laurier as a political god is an un- 
successful and divided trinity. 

In 1876 Mr. Laurior was a protectionist. 
According to Hansard, he stated in the 
House of Commons as follows :—‘* What 
my honorable friend has said as to my pro- 
toction proclivities is perfectly true. 1 do 
not deny that [have been a protectionist, 
which Tam still. - lt is asserted by many 
and assumed by others that free trade is a 
Liberal principle, and protection a Con- 
sorvative principle. I beg to dissent from 
this doctrine. » [If I wore in Great Britain, 
I would avow free trade ; but I am a Cana- 
dian, and T think we require protection.” 

In 1877 he went into office and voted 
against his cleclaration of the previous yes r, 

In 1889 Mr, Laurier was a commorcial 
unionist, In September, 1889, he made a 
specch in Toronto, in which, according to 
the Globo, he said: ** The policy which 
we advocate, which we still continue to ad- 
yooate, isthe removal of all commercial 
barriers between this country and the 
great kindrec nation tothe south. The 
Liberal party, as long as I have anything 
to do with it, will remain true to the cause 
until the cause is successful. Ido not ox- 
pect to win in a day, but Tam prepared to 
remain in the cool shades of opposition un- 
til this cause has triumphed,” 

In 1894 Mr. Laurier was a free trader. 
Th January of that yew, in a speech de- 
livered in Montreal, ho said: ' ‘The 
Liberal party believe in free trade on 
broader lines, such as exists in Great 
Britain ; and upon that platform, exempli- 
fied as I have told you, the Liberal party 
will fight its next batcle.”

Hamilton, Noy, 14,—(Special.)—The cele- 
brated test case brought by tho Attor- 
rey-General at the instance of the Lord's 
Day Alliance to prevent the Hamilton 
Street Railway Company running Sun- 
day cars commienced in the Assize Court 
this afternoon before Judge Rose. CC. 
Moss, Q.C., and A, E,. O'Meara, of To- 
ronto. appeared for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. and EB. Martin. Q.C., and D'Arcy 
Martin for the company. 

At the outset the judge said it seemed 
to him the case resolved itself into a 
Guestion of whether the Lord's Day Act 
prevented the company running cars on 
Sunday, and that the case might be 
arcued on the record without any ovi- 
dence being taken. 

Mr. Moss wished to show that the run- 
ning of cars on Sunday is an injury to 
the public, because it interrupts worship 
in the churches and disturbs people in 
their homes, 

Although the judge demurred several 
times to tho repetition of testimony. 
fourteen witnesses were called this after- 
noon for the plaintiff. and there are 
more to follow. The trend of the testi- 
mony was all to prove that the passing 
of cars on Sunday Interrupts the church 
Services more or less. and has a dis- 
guicting influence on people who desire 
to spend the Sabbath peacefully at home, 
John Skinner, G. W. Care John Parkin, 
H. J. Healey, W. H. Nichols, Robert 
White, the Rey. W. H. Watson. of Im- 
manuel Congregational chureh; the Rey. 
John Young, of St. John's Presbyterian 
ehurch; J. A, Moffatt Thomas Gain.

J. ©. Wodell. a reporter, who had at- 
tended services to report sermons in 
nearly all the churches on streets where 
the cars passed, testified to the extreme 
difficulty of hearing preachers whose 
yolces Were not exceptionally strong.

The atmosphere of romance that pervades 
the French Canadian settloments seldom 
lightens the pages of a printed book, 

But the romance is always there, whothor 
at the mouth of the St. Lawrence, where 
the Atlantic washes up to the rocky bre ak 
water of Queboo, or far back in the woods of 
Ottawa, lifting a chanson across the purling 
waters of Rideau, 

Gilbert Parker, a Canadian, who writes 
of the country and its people with a tender 
cadence only possible to one in touch with 
their inner life, has just produced anothor 
of those fascinating little tales that have 
made his fame, It is entitled ‘* When Val- 
mond Camo to Pontiac: The Story of a 
Lost Napoloon.” 

In a fanciful way we learn that the child 
of Napoleon I., borri at St. Helena, and 
who was supposed to have died in infancy, 
lived te anh aed! Tt was taken in child- 
hood from its mother, the Countess of 
Carnstadt, by Prince Lucien Bonaparte, 
who brought him up and educated him. 
No one knew of his birth save the compan 
ions in exile of the great Emperor. ‘This 
child was Valmond. 

Tho reader first finds Valmond in a 
little village in Canada, ‘‘ throwing out 
hot pennies, with a large spoon, from 4 
tray in his hand, calling on tho children to 
gathor them, in French, which was not the 
French of Pontiac—or Quebec. * * * 
There was a naturalness in his enjoyment 
which was almost boylike ; a native sort 
of oxultation seemed to possess him. 

**He laughed softly to seo the children 
toss the pennies from hand to hand, blow- 
ing to cool them, the riotous yet half 
timorous scramble for them, and buvat 
fingers thrust into hot blithe mouths. And 
when he saw « fat little lad of five crowded 
out of the way by his oldors he stepped 
down with a quick word of sympathy, put 
a half dozen pennies in the child’s pocket 
and snatched him up and kissed him and 
then returned to the veranda,” 

There is 4 quaint Gallic touch in all the 
doscriptive passages, the characters are all 
French, and the story is conveyed in that 
delicate, fragmentary yet rounded style of 
diction that seldom finds its best oxample

Oanadian History Lecture. 

The lecture last night was delivered by 
Mr. W. Flint Jones on the ‘* Doyelop- 
mont of the Canadian Constitution.” It 
was vory interesting and the only regret 
is that so few take advantage of this very 
necessary subject, His audionce was de- 
lighted with it, however, and as the 
lecturer started out with tho statement of 
how any constitution was developed and 
showod the evolution into the higher forms 
of civilization the interest became more 
intense. Prior to the conquest of Canada, 
he said, there was constituted govern- 
mont, but not a constitutional government, 
asthere was no constitution. He gave 
briefly tho causes that led to tho establish- 
mont of the Dominion of Canada under 
tho present Constitution, The lecture 
was a complete chain of causes leading up 
to the good offect produced when by 
Confederation the provinces agreed to 
unite upon equitable terms, for the mutual 
interest of the country. Mr, W. C. Mikel 
prosided and offered tho thanks of the 
Association to Mr. Jones for his masterly 
address.

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LIQUID AIR, 


Dr. Lindo's Process for Making it on a 
Commercial Basts, 

It is only about a year since the 
acilentific world was surprised and de 
lighted with Professor Dewar's brit 
Nant series of experiments with liquid 
air, liquid oxygen, and liquid hydro 
fen and physicits have just about 
had time enough to recover from thelr 
surprise at these discoveries, Now the 
announcement comes that Dr. Linde, 
the inventor of the refrigerating sys- 
tem bearing his name, has devised an 
apparatus hardly more complicated 
than a refrigerating machine, whereby 
liquid air can be produced on a com- 
mercial scale. He dispenses with the 
carbonic acid and ethylene, which were 
required in the earlier processes, and 
liquifies the air by a cycle of compres- 
slons,expansions and coolings which are 
80 simple as to remove the production 
of this particular material from the 
laboratory to the factory. But this is 
only part of the remarkable mechanl- 
cal achievements which have just been 
announced, The production of liqu da 
air is but a step toward the prepara- 
tion on a large scale of fairly pure oxy- 
gen. The great source of oxygen Is 
the air, but to separate the oxygen 
and nitrogen in the air has heretofore 
required a complicated process. Dr 
Linde starts, however, with the fact 
that when liquid alf is evaporated the 
nitrogen is given off first, and then 
the oxygen, so to secure oxygen he 
merely lets his liquid air evaporate 
and collects only the oxygen. The cost 
of producing In this way a gas con- 
taining 70 per cent, of oxygen is esti- 
mated to be about 28 cents per 1000 
cubic feet, if the machinery works 
under the most favorable conditions 
A gas containing over 70 per cent. of 
oxygen will cost more than this esti- 
mate, of course, The process is still in 
its infancy, and its commercial value 
has still to be determined, but it ts 
worth noting as one of those brilliant 
opportunities for new applications of 
physical laws to mechanical purposes 
are by no means exhausted.

The Muscles of the Mand, 


In the palm of the hand, and between 
the matacarpal bones, there are small 
muscles (lumbricales and Interossel) 
which perform the finer motlons—ex- 
panding the fingers and moving them 
in every direction with quickness and 
delicacy, These small muscles, at- 
tached to the near extremities of the 
bones of the fingers where they form 
the first joint, being inserted near the 
centre of motion, move the ends of the 
fingers with very great velocity. They 
fre the organs which give the hand 
the power of spinning, weaving, en- 
Rraving; and as they produce -the 
quick motions of the musician's tin- 
gers, they are called by the anatomists 
fidicinales. The combined strength of 
all the muscles. in grasping, must be 
very great; indeed, the power fs ex- 
hibited when we see a sailor hangte 
by a rope, and raising the whole body 
with one arm. What, then, must be 
the pressure upon the hand? It would 
be too much for the texture even of 
bones and tendons, and certainly for 
the blood vessels and nerves, were not 
the palms of the hands, the inside of 
the fingers and their Ups, guarded 
by cushions. To adf® to this purely 
Passive defense there [s a muscle 
which runs across the palm, and more 
especially supports the cushion on the 
inner edge; it acts powerfully as we 
&rasp; and it As this muscle which, 
ralsing the edge of the palm, hollows 
{t, and adapts it to lave water, form- 
ing the cup of Diogenes. 


Trertment of Kezeimns. 


Eoczema can, even when inherited, 
be controlled by attention to the gen- 
eral principles of health—cleanliness, 
exercise, proper diet, clothing and ven- 
tiation. Eczema patients, old and 
young, should never use stimulants in 
any form—they shourl take dally 
baths and be most particular as to the 
regularity of all important bodily 
functions, Occosional doses of mild sa- 
line aperfents, such as cream tartar, 
phosphate of soda, or the old-fashioned 
remedy of lac sulphur and cream tar- 
tar, mixed in equal quantities, with 
enough molasses to form a creamy 
paste, and taken three times a day for 
ten days running, then omitted until 
again required, will be found of won- 
derful benefit. Let the patient drink 
frecly of lemonade, and avoid sait 
meats, pork in any form, and live upon 
a diet of ruits, red meats and anti- 
fcorbutic vegetables, Many people are 
particularly suspectible to shellfish, 
and a case of eszema sometimes fol- 
lows the eating of lobster repeatedly. 
Strawberries will also produce this 
effect frequently. Vigorous exercise 
will often, by inducing excessive per- 
spiration, act as a curative for eczema, 
particularly when combined with the 
use of a harmless external application. 
Sulphur baths are efficacious for most 
skin diseases. If possible, it is well 
to take them in an establishment bath- 
house, but they may be prepared at 
home, as follows: To each 10 gallons 
of water add one ounce of sulphuret of 
potassium, or to each 15 gallons of 
water add one ounce of sulphuret of 
calcium. Where there is itching ana 
the eruption seems virulent, the sul- 
phur bath Is excellent as a preliminary 
treatment.

The Trentme tof Warts. 


When one has to deal with Isolated 
warts they must be taken off with a 
scoop; a rather abundant hemorrhage 
follows, which may be arrested by com- 
pression or by cauterization. When 
warts exist in large numbers this pro- 
cedure is no longer applicable, partic- 
ularly on account of the numerous cl- 
catrices that follow its employment, In 
these cases the better way fs to shrivel 
the excrescences with nitric acid, The 
tincture of thuja is also a very effica- 
clous topical application. 

In cases of condyloma the small tu- 
mors may be dusted with powdered re- 
sorcin or salicylic acid; they may also 
be covered with a plaster containing 
these substances in the proportion of 
from 10 to 20 per cent. When the face 
is studded with a large number of these 
little warts, which often appear sua- 
denly, Dr. Kaposi covers them with a 
Piece of flannel with a layer of black 
soap. This is left on the wart for 24 
hours, and adheres to the skin, grad- 
ually becoming detached with the 
warts.

An Tilatorlo Relic. 


Among the treasured relics of the 
Quebec Seminary almost from the date 
of its founding, Is a supposed stole of 
Saint Charles Borromeo, Archbishop 
of Milan. There was nothing, however, 
to absolutely identify and authenticate 
it until within the last few days, when 
an official document attesting Its gen- 
uineness Was found sewed to it behind 
the lining. This document sets forth 
that the stole was presented to the 
Englih Catholics in the reign of James 
I. by Cardinal Frederic Borromeo, a 
cousin of the Saint's, and that it was 
transferred by Henrietta of France, 
wife of Charles IL, to the Jesuits of 
London. But there is nothing to ab- 
solutely show it passed from the lat- 
ter to the ecclesiastical authorities of 
Quebec, It Is supposed, however, that 
it was received from the English Jes- 
ults by Bishop de St. Valler, when he 
was a captive in England for some 
years towards the end of the 17th and 
the beginning of the 18th centuries.—

That Is the Position of the Unttarinn 
Church. 


“The position of the Unitarian 
Church in regard to Jesus Christ and 
His. doctrines may now be considered 
av definitely settled,” said Judge John 
H. Terry last night. The Judge had 
just returned from Washington, where 
he sat as a delegate in the National 
Unitarian Conference. 

“At the last yearly meeting of the 
conference, held at Saratoga, a for- 


; mal declaration was made on the sub- 


ject. During the year which has el- 
apsed, Unitarlan divines’and the mem- 
bers of congregations have had time to 
reflect upon the new dogma, and at 
the meeting which just closed, the 
Woe affirmed. 

"Our position of the subject,’ con- 
tinued Judge Terry, “was forcibly set 
forth in a paper read before the con- 
ference by the Rey. Mr. Savare of 
Beston. In brief, it begins with a re- 
iteration the old doctrine implied 
by the very name of Unitarian—that 
Christ was a man, born as other men 
ure born, without divine intervention 
and without the miracle usually affirm- 
ed by Christiane, He lived and taught 
ay other men have lived and taught; 
and, at last, he died as other men dle. 

"Then follows a declaration that the 
teachings of Christ are good and that 
they constitute a perfect code of mor- 
als; and that the religion of Christ, as 
indicated in His life and teachings, ia 
pure and noble. 

“The Unitarlans, while denying the 
divinity of Christ, accept and adopt his 
teachings and his religion

As a food for cattle experimen 
are now In progress at several of the 
experiment stations, and Ule results so 
far obtained are very satisfactory. In 
Canada sunflower seeds have been fed 
more generally to cattle than in the 
United States, and prove to be cheap- 
er and just as effective as more expen- 
sive grains. In Denmark remarkable 
success has been obtained In mixing 
sunflower seeds with barley and oats 
for cattle. Nearly all farm animals 
enjoy the seeds and eat them freely, 
especially when mixed with grains. ! 
The food has no deleterious effect upon 
the flavor or quality of the milk, bos 
rather Increases its'flow. Sunflower oll 
made from the seeds is In great de- 
mand In this country, In Russia, mil- 
llons of pounds of the seeds are raised 
annually for the oll, and large quan- ' 
titles of this oll are exported from that ' 
country, In the crude state it Is used 
by painters for inside work, but it does 
not quite equal linseed oll for varnish 
purposes. It Is mixed with most of 
our cheap paints and also with many 
prepared stains. In Russia it is used 
to some extent for burning, but not 
where there is any market for {t, It 
takes about one bushel of seed to make 
& gallon of ol], and about fifty bushels 
of seed are produced on one acre of 
land. When the oil Is selling at $1 per 
gallon, the profits are large. { 

Of late years efforts have been made 
to refine the ofl so as to sell in compe- 
tition with olive oll. In fact, purified 
sunflower oil is used quite extensively 
to adulterate salad oils. Many consid- ' 
er it equal to the ordinary grades of 
olive and almond oil for table uses. It 
Is of a pale yellow cofor, Mavorless and 
palatable. In Maryland considerable 
of this oll is made to supply the Baltt- 
more trade, and at a recent experiment 
with it the hotel men of that city said 
they preferred it to all others for sal- 
ads. France, Germany and Italy are 
enlarging thelr plants for making all 
kinds of seed oils, and amons these 
sunflower sced oll is conspicuous, The 
present outlook seems to indicate a 
time when the sunflower will become 
an important factor in tne production 
of the best seed oll. 

After the oil is extracted from the 
seeds the residue is made into cakes 
for cattle food, and while not so nutri- 
tious as the food made from the fresh 
seeds, it is of considerable value. The 
factories that express the oll sell the 
seed cakes at a merely nominal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India and 
Europe a fair kind of bread ts niade 
from sunflower seed, and the natlves 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed~ with the 
Same diet, only the seeds and heads 
are chopped up together, and even the 
leaves are fed to the animals. The 
stalks, when stripped of their leaves 
and heads, are dried and used for fuel. 
One acre of sunflowers will yield a 
great many cords of good fuel. The 
stalks are large, tough, brittle and 
good burners. A few acres of such fuel 
will last one all winter. 

The stalks find other uses than that 
for fuel. In China the fibre is treated 
like flax, and woven to a great ex- 
tent in silk fabrics. The stalks have 
to be gathered at the right. time for this 
use, and then shredded either by hand 
or machinery. The fibre 1s fine and 
silky, very strong and endurable. The 
Chinese use it to give strength to their 
silk fabrics, but their methods of ob- 
taining and curing it are very crude 
and slow. With improved modern ma- 
chinery the fibre of the sunflower staiks 
could be made of great value in this 
country. . 

Several minor articles are made from 
the sunflowers. From the bright yel- 
low blossoms a yellow dye is made 
that stands use very well. Moreover, 
the flower produces very fine honey 
and wax when properly treated, In 
England the honey and wax are made 
more successfuly than elsewhere, and 
as’a side issue the manufacture of 
these two products is very profitable. 
Finally, potash can be made from the 
stalks. This proves that the plant 
possesses a good percentage of one of 
the most important of soll elements, 
and that the crop would prove valu 
ble as a fertilizer, if it could be re- 
duced to an available form. Cattle fed 
upon the heads of the sunflowers con- 
tribute potash to the soll, With «ll of 
these commercial uses, the sunflowers 
should prove a profitable crop in a 
country where they naturally grow 
wild in the fields and gardens, Al- 
though a native tropical America 
the plant has a wide Himit of growth, 
including Russia, India, China, North 
America and all of Europe, When the

canoes to pass. But it soon entered a 
good sized lake, and after that tribu- 
tarles fell in from east and west till 
It became a big river, 

“An assistant of mine in 1887 had 
surveyed a portion of this stream, and 
had heard some vague accounts of a 
great river to the north, of which this 
Was one of the heads. I began my 
instrumental survey where my assist- 
ant had left off and carried it on all 
the way to the mouth and thence along 
the sea above, to Rupert’s House, in 
order to tle it on to a fixed point at 
the other end. 

“Our river had now become larger 
than the upper Ottawa. Below this 
several large tributaries join it from 
the west. This part of the stream 
has an average depth of 40 feet, and 
it is seldom interrupted by falls or 
rupids, so that long stretches of it 
would be navigable by steamboats. 

“In all this part of the river there 
is only one human inhabitant—a lone 
Indian who came over from the Abitibi 
country a few years ago and took pos- 
session of a hunting ground the size 
of several ordinary counties. I had 
frequently fallen in with this Indian 
when at Grand Lake, whither he had 
come to trade his furs to the agent 
of the Hudson Bay Company, and he 
acted as guide as far as he knew the 
country. 

“About half way between the water- 
shed and the mouth our river falls 
into the west end of a lake called 
Mattakam!, which Hes at right angles 
tu the course of the river. A large 
branch from the east, called the Was- 
wanipi, falls into the east end of this 
lake, and the united waters discharge 
by a great river flowing out about 
the middle of its north side. 

“My Indian guide turned back from 
this lake, as he had never traveled 
further. He told me he had heard 
from other Indians that the big river 
did not fall into Rupert Bay, which, 
however, did not prove correct, 

“On Mattakami Lake we found an 

old one-eyed Indian who had only this 
summer come from the Abitibi coun- 
try, and could give us no information 
about the great river we were to des- 
cend to the sea. We were thencefor- 
ward obliged to depend upon ourselves, 
we succeeded in reaching James 
ay in safety, thanks to the skill of 
my Indians. 
“with the exception of some small 
tracts the whole country is covered 
with the original forest. Game was 
unaccountably scarce, but fish were 
plentiful in all the lakes and streams. 
On reaching Rupert's House we cros- 
sed the bay in a schooner of the Hud- 
son Bay Company to Moose Factory, 
and thence ascended the western 
branch of the Moose River to the Can- 
Pacific Railway.”

Light Supply. 

A Chicago enginesr, Profcssor John 
P. Barret, has originated o plan tor 
combining the electric Ugiung and 
water supply systems of that city 5° 
as to gain a great economy of power. 
The clectric ght plants require the 
use of dynamos for lighting purpo-es 
during those hours when there is the 
leust demand for water, At n'ght the 
munufacturing plants are shut 
down and make but tlight demands 
the water muins. In summer tne 
water Is almost doubled, 
and during the same months less Is 
required of a dynamo for lighting pur- 
poses. In the heated season it is not 
necessary to turn on the current for 
street lighting until after all Jawns are 
sprinkled and the 10,000 steam plants 
of Chicago have ceased drawing water 
In the winter months

Rome, Nov, 17.—A despatch received 
here from Alexandretta, Northern 
Syria, says that there has been a 
massacre of Christians in the vicini- 
ty of that town, and in the presence 
of 300 Turkish soldiers, who did not 
render any «assistance. It is added 
that the Muropean residents of Alexan- 
dretta are in danger. 

The diplomatic position in Italy is 
becoming more and more interesting 
as the movement gains strength in fa- 
vour of deserting the triple alliance 
in favour of a partnership with Eng- 
land. There is much significance in 
the following words, spoken this week 
by Senator Visconti Venosti, formerly 
Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs :— 
“The situation In Europe now Is 
more serious than at any moment 
since 1870. The actual position is most 
eritical. If a European war be avert- 
ed, it will be only by a miracle, The 
diplomatists have done very little to 
Save us from the danger of a general 
conflagration, The great powers show 
no anxiety save to prepare for war 
and obtain each its share of the 
Turkish heritage. No power has yet 
ventured to take overt action, be- 
cause uncertain as to the course that 
others would follow, but all are press- 
ing forward so determinedly that the 
prospect of war is becoming each day 
more certain. If anything would 
make the ‘more belligerent of these 
powers hesitate in their course, it 
would be the triple alliance, but this 
alliance gives no sign of life. One may 
even say that it exists no longer. The 
triple alliance was formed for the 
maintenance of European peace. Yet 
ut this moment, when peace, for the 
first time, is seriously menaced, it says 
and does nothing. Nay, more, each 
a allied power is acting according to its 
individual views, its own Interests, its 
own ambitions. What this means is 
only too clear to me. If Europe should 
{ get out of its present difficulties, others 
will follow, perhaps more serious, with 
the triple alliance dissolved and the 
European equilibrium thus toppled 
over. The great powers feel bound to 
increase their armaments, and that 
will inevitably tend to light the way to 
a general war, more terrible than any- 
thing with which we are threatened 
to-day. We place our reliance on Eng- 
Jand, the only sincere friend of Italy. 
It is cur duty to preserve that friend- 
ship jealously, and every Italian should 
carnestly wish continued power and 
prosperity to our good friend and hon- 
est ally. As to our other so-called al- 
lies, we must leave them to their 
destinies.” 

Constantinople, Nov. 7.—About 800 
persons were massacred by the Mus- 
sulmans at Kharput, and elght out of 
twelve buildings belonging to the 
American missions were sacked and 
burned. The milé@sionaries, however, 
escaped. 

No definite action is known to have 
been taken by the Ambassadors of

The shot entered his side and legs, 
severing an artery, The physicians 
think he lived several houra after the 
aceident, and that had medical ald 
been at hand his life would have 
been saved, Mr, Sproul leaves a widow 
and child at his late residence 
in Toronto, He was a resident of 
Barrie for about 165 years, and was es- 
teemed by all who knew him, The 
news of his sad death was received 
there with extreme sorrow by the 
citizens. 

The peddlers of this city are jubilant 
over the news contained in the follow- 
ing de uich received from London, 
Eneg., yesterday :—'' The Imperial Privy 
Council yesterday morning handed 
down a decision in the matter of the 
appeal of the City of Toronto v. The 
Peddlers, dismissing the appeal with 
costs to the appellant, 

“The titleofthe action isthe City of 
Toronto v. Virgo, and it was an appeal 
from a decision of the Supreme Court 
of Canada relative to the hawk- 
ing of goods. Virgo Was a peddler 
who was restrained from hawking 
goods upon the street, and brought 
action against the city for damages, 
He acted as the figurehead in this 
suit at law for the Peddlers’ Associa- 
tion, who believed that the by-law 
enacted by the City Council of Toronto 
in 1891, preventing peddlers from plying 
their calling and crying their wares 
upon business streets, was unlawful. 
The Court of Assizes decided in favour 
of the city, and the Court of Appeals 
affirmed this judgment. The peddlers 
then carricd the case to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, which delivered judg- 
ment in favour of the peddlers, revers- 
ing the deelsion of the lower courts 
Thereupon the city appealed to the 
Privy Ccuncil, which has just now 
handed down its judgment in favour 
of the peddlers. The appeal ts dis- 
missed with costs, their Lordships hold- 
ing thatit was not the intentionof the 
Act to give municipal corporations 
power to enact prohibitory legislation 
under the authority conferred on them 
to pass certain regulations, The dect- 
sion is final,” 

Already there is some talk among 
the peddlers of entering action against 
the city for damages for losses In- 
curred during the time they were pre 
vented from following their calling. 
On the other hand, there is a strong 
determination to put a stop to street 
peddling, with all its accompanying 
nuisances, and it is probable that 
shortly an attempt will be made to pass 
a by-law entirely prohibiting it.

About a week after the 
funeral she asked both the Hyams to 
Bo to Whitby and explain the accident 
to her uncle, Mr, Jones, as there was 
queer talk going around. They ex- 
plained that people would talk any- 
way, and they were unwilling to go to 
Pickering. Mrs. Aylesworth told of 
the engagement cf her sister to Harry 
Hyams, and how Martha declared she 
would not marry him until the money 
matters were straightened up, and 
went to Bishop Strachan school to 
board. 

Mr, Smoke, solicitor for Mrs, Harry 
Hyams, was then put on the stand, 
but refused to teatify, as he had been 
60 verbally instructed by his client 
since the last trial. The question as 
to Mr. Smoke's right to refuse will be 
argued to-day, 

Miss Mabel Latimer, the good-look- 
ing stenographer for the Hyams at 
the warehouse on Colborne street, and 
the afflanced of the deceased, told how 
the had been kept busy addressing 
envelopes, which were never used, and 
how she was sent to deliver messages 
on the morning of the accident. When 
she returned at 11 o'clock she found 
the door locked. Harry Hyams came 
to the door, and told her about the ac- 
cident. He told her Dallas had been 
fixing the welght when it fell, and 
killed Willle, 

After luncheon, she was cross-ex- 
amined by Mr, Johnston, but her evi- 
dence was unshaken. 

Mr. J. R. Winter, proprietor of a 
mercuntile and collecting agency, iden- 
Ufied some of the sheets copied by 
Willie Wells and Mr, Aylesworth as 
coples of sheets issued by him in 1891. 
Mr. Dewart, who examined the wit- 
ness, Wanted to show that he w an 
expert In this line of business in order 
to show the uselessness of the work 
performed by Wells and Aylesworth, 
but the defence objected, and their 
objections were sustained. 

Mr. Samuel Grandidge was the next 
witness. He swore that in January, 
1891, he had loaned the Hyams $700 on 
their furniture, taking a chattel mort- 
Kage at 2 per cent. per month. On 
December 16th, 1892, the mortgage in- 
debtedness was paid by money bor- 
rowed from Dr, McPherson through 
Mr. Richard Lane. On the morning 
of January 16th, 1893, he went to the 
Hyams’ warehouse about 11 o'clock to 
collect $150, due on a note. One of the 
brothers came up out of the cellar, 
With his shirt collar, shirt, and hands 
Flightly smeared with blood. On be- 
ing told about the accident, witness 
left as soon as possible. 

Dr. McPherson was then sworn, and 
asked to identify his endorsement on 
Martha Wells’ cheque which paid the 
chattel mortgage. He would not swear 
positively to his signature.

With two oxcep 
tions, however, the onlinary products of 
tho farm in Canada, are, taken all in all, 
actually worth as much monoy as ever thoy 
wore ; and relatively, to the 
prices of manufactured articles now, 
compared with their prices in 1875, the 
purchasing powor of tho farmor’s products 
is much greater today thanthon, To 
facilitate a comparison of farm prices of 
1878 and 1895, wo quote from tho Globe 
the report of the farmer's market in To- 
ronto for the 7th of November of both 
yoars as follows ;

‘Tt will be seen from the above, as we 
have already intimated, that the money 
value of an average farmer's products to- 
day will run yery little, if any, behind 
what it was seventeen yearsago. But how 

it with manufacturers? There is not o 

ngle article manufactured in Canada to- 
day that is not very much cheaper than it 

: in "78. In some cases, manufactured 
roducts do not sell for half as much now 
as they did then. The self-binder is re 
duced from over $200 to $110. The waz- 
gon from $85 to $60. Tho buggy from 
$100 to $75; and so on throughout the 
whole list, the percentage of reduction in 
the smaller articles being greater still. As 
for instance, the pitch fork that used to 
cost $1.25 is now sold for 65 cents. The 
sxe that thon sold for $1.50 now sells for 
0 -eents, ‘Lhe hand rake that used to cost 
50 conts is now sold for 10 cents, Cotton 
cloth is only about half what it was in '78, 
and woollens sell for less than half what 

 thep did then. Sugar is only about one- 
third what it sold forin’'78. Soap, starch, 
molasses are all a good deal less than half 
hat they were theu. But why multiply 
examples ? 

‘We imagine we haye given suflicient to 
cynyince every reasonable reader that 
while farm products as a whole are as 

valuable to-day as they were in '78, manu- 
factured products sell for from 25 to 50 
_ percent less. 
Now, in this connection it is well to re- 
member that the producer ordinarily sells 
his product for money and uses that money 
_ta.buy the product of others. By this in- 
direct exchange of products, each is com- 
j pared only with the money used in tho 
transaction, and the actual, or barter value 
of the product is lost sight of. Wheat, for 
instance, has suffered a reduction in its 
_ money value, but this does not mean that 
it has suffered a like reduction in its ex- 
change value. For example, it took about 
230 bushels of the Ontario farmers’ wheat, 
in 1878, to pay for his self-binder, while 
to-tlay it takes only 150 bushels to pay for 
it. Cheap and all as the bushel of wheat 
Appears to be, to-day it will go further in 
paying for the ordinary articles required 
by the farmer and his family than it would 
sixteen yearsago. In other words, the 
exchange valuo of wheat even, has not suf- 
fered in comparison with that of the manu- 
facturors’ products.. What then must be 
the purchasing power of the former's pro- 
ducts, a8a wholé, the money value of 
which, a8 shown by the market reports 
od givon above, is as great as ever it was.

Iaterosting International Gathering in 


Masle. 

The International Alcohol Congress in 
Basle convened four hundred and seve nty 
six dologates from ten countries. The Pope 
was represented by the Bishop of St. G ll 
and the French Minister of Education was 
also. represented, Tho  secrotiry of the 
commiuttes of arrangemonts was Dr, John 
Hay, an English gontloman long resident 
in Basle. president was tho well 
known Professor Burokbardt, Amon the 
Enalish delegates was the Dean of Here 
ford, Joseph Malins, Mr. and Mrs, H. J. 
Osborn, Mrs. Selmer and other well known 
temperance workers, Dr, Gaule, professor 
of phystology in the Zurich nivers ty, 
read a paper on ** Alcohol from a Physio 
lowical Point of View.” The doctor said 
the question had passed through three 
stages, first, tho ‘silt of God” stage second, 
the “moderation,” thited, the “total abstin 
cnoe’ and had arrived at the fourth staze, 
vix., the standpoint of physiology. He 
then showed by the ald of a diagram in the 
most conclusive manner that the use of 
alcoholic drinks in small or large doses 
“has the invariable effects of undermining 
tho physteal basis of the mind.” Dr, Smith, 
the superintendent of the home for Inebri- 
ates near Jake Constance, proved that the 
use of alcohol in smatl or large doses “has a 
distinet tendency to paralyzo the mental 
faculties.” Dr, Furer, of Heidelbers, stated 
that he had been able by means of an ine 
genious clectric clock to prove that “so 
sinalla quantity of alcohol as seven gram- 
mes tended to suspend or paralyze the 
movements of the muscles.” This clock 
Was so made as to divide the minute space 
into one thousand parts. Dr. Legrain, 
medical superintendant of an important 
lunatic asylum in France,stated that insan- 
ily was on the increase, and that‘a Jarge 
»roportion fs clearly traceable to slrink. 
lis conclusions were as follow: rab, 
madness in any country is increased in 
proportion to the increase in the consump. 
tlon of alcohol. Second, the chicf cause of 
{insanity in France is drink, for the increase 
in the number of admissions into Innatic 
asylumsis more marked In those depart 
ments Where there is the langest consump- 
tion of alcohol. On the Jast day's session it

Cleveland, Ohio, Noy, 17.—A heavy elec- 
tric motor car, containing between B® and 
W passengers, went throu ch the draw of 
the Central Viaduct at Tab o'clock last 
evening, and dropped 101 feet to the river 
below. Every passenger in the car was 
killed. The Central Viaduot is a huge 
sult bridge, 3,000 fect long, made of iron, 
It, connects the Helghts and the prosper- 
ous residence section On the Bouth side 
with the business centre of the olty, Di- 
recUy over the river la a aera of 
the pivot swinging pattern, and this is 
101 feet above tho surface of the water. 
The South Side Street railway passe 
over the bridge. On oelther side of the 
draw thero ls a safety switch, whk fr un- 
lesa the conductor alights and holds up 
a handle, will send a car into tho gutter, 
instead of allowing it to go on the draw, 

The firat reports from the scene of the 
divaster seem to place the blame on the 
conductor, They were to the effect that 
the Hl-fated motor car, contalning be- 
tween 20 and 380 people, approached the 
diaw just as a v 1] wea nearin it, 
and the bridge attendants had elowedithie 
big tron gates and were preparing to swing 
the draw. As is the rule, the car stop- 
ped, and the conductor went forward to 
release the switch in caso the way was 
clear, He must have been biinded by 
the electric lights, for an eye-witness 
declares that although the gates were 
closed, and the draw was already in mo- 
tion, the conductor raised the switch- 
handle. The motorman applied the cuy- 
rent, and the car shot forward and 
struck the gates with a crash. There 
was only a moment's pause, and then the 
heavy car ground its way through the 
wreckage and plunged over the brink 
into the black abyss, amid the screams 
and frantic struggles of the passengers, 
who at the first intimation of danger 
rushed to the rear door, The car struck 
the water with @ great splash, and then 
thefe was silence. Soon mon began to 
rush shouting about, and police patrol 
Waggons and ambulances were soon fly- 
ing to the spot in response to telephone 
calls, In an incredibly short space of 
time the work of rescue had begun, 
As the car went over the brink of the 
abyss the motorman jumped from the 
vestibuled front, All the other occu- 
pants of the car, with the exception of 
the few who had managed to jump as 
it toppled over, went down to certain 
death, The car disappeared from sight 
as soon ns it struck the water, an 
everyune of the passengers was drowned, 
The number of vicUms of last night's 
terrible accident on the big Central Via- 
duct is to-day pincsed at fiftesn, All 
the dead whose bodies have been recover- 
ed have been identified, but four per- 
fons who are supposed to have been in 
the ill-fated car as it made the awful 
plunge are still missing, and there seems 
to be no doubt that their bedfes will be 
taken from the bottom of the river when 
the heavy iron trucks of the wrecked 
motor are raised.

Mr. Chamberlain, during the 

course of his remarks, said that suc h 
a project was represe ntative of the 
Bridsh Empire, As an Imp rialist, he | 
said, be most decidedly favoured the 
laying of the cable, which would be 
the means of bringing more closely to- 
gethor the several parts of the Empire 
He belleved, moreover, that the project 
showed very fair prospect of remunor 
ation, from na purely comme rolal point 
of view. Continuing, the Secretary of 
State for the Colontes expressed his 
willingness to join {n the formation of 
a joint commisaion to report upon the 
mutter, the commission to include two 
Canadian representatives. 

Mr. Chamberlain's reception to 
Str Charliés Tupper, Canadian High 
Comn joner, and the Agents-General 
of other colonies in private conference 
to-day was a most cordial one. All the 
Australian, New Zealand, and South 
Aftican Governments were repres ented, 
except South and West Australia, and 
those assembled expressed hearty sup- 
port of the Pacific cable scheme. South 
Australia demands an indemnity on 
account of existing land lines ak a con- 
dition of its support to the scheme. Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech was the first in- 
dication of his policy towards the self- 
governing colonies, He will, he said, 
co-operate with the Colonial Govern- 
ments In all the really Imperial pro- 
jects. He further sald to-day that he 
had satisfied himself that the proposed 
cable promised fair returns on the cap- 
ital invested, Cablegrams have al- 
ready been sent to the Colonial Gov- 
ernments asking them to nominate two 
Canadian and twa Australian dele- 
gates to form a commission along with 
two British delegates. This would con- 
stitute a joint Imperial Commission to 
draw up a final scheme. Mr. Chamber- 
lain urged that this commission should 
meet in London at the earllest moment. 
It is expected that Mr, Sandford Flem- 
ing, C.M.G., and Sir Charles Tupper 
will be the Canadian members of the 
commission, 

The fast steamship question was not 
brought before to-dny'’s meeting, as the 
matter is still under departmental en- 
quiry. Mr. Chamberlain to-day inti- 
mated, however, that the Imperial Goy- 
ernment will join hands with the Can- 
adian Government In order to secure 
a fast Atlantic service. 

Ottawa, Nov. 19.—(Special.)—The 
long-expected fast Atlantic service 
may now be considered as fairly well 
within sight, The Dominion Govern- 
mént has received information § that 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Colonial Sec- 
retary, assured the High Commission- 
er for Canada that the Imperial Goy- 
ernment will support a fast service 
between Canada and Great Britain to 
the extent of seventy-five shougend 
pounds per annum, The mperial 
Government will require that the ves- 
-sels shall be of the highest class, not 
less than twenty knots speed, and 
that tenders shall be Invited for the 
service. As tie time granted to Mr. 
Huddart in which to form his com- 
pany to build the ships necessary to 
perform the service has long since ex- 
pired, and the Dominion Government 
is In no way bound to him, the provi- 
sion made by the Imperial Govern: 
ment, that new tenders are to be in- 
vited, may mean that Canada may 
have a fast Atlantic service next sum-

Mrs. Gordon was a daughter of a U, It. 

Loyalist. Mr. Gordon's fathor was John 
Francis Gordon, who fought in the war of 
1812. He was atthe taking of Plattsbury, 
and was ono of the six men who escaped 
boing killed or wounded on the ganboat on 
which he fought, Mr. Gordon was born 
on Octobor 6th, 1820, at W hitby. In his 
boyhood days he says there were only 
three or four steam boats on Lake Ontario 
and no wharves. Whon cattle and horses 
wero unloaded they wero thrown over 
board and made Lo swim ashore: 

Many of our modern sportsmen would 
rojoiced to have lived in those days. Mr. 
Gordon says the sea salmon in the fall of 
the year came up yory thick in tho ¢ rooks 
runbing into the lake and wore easily talk- 
on. He has seon droves of deer within a 
milo of the lake shore, Wild pigeons usod 
to fly in flooks that would resomble a cloud 
and they were often killod with stones. 
Where the town of Cobourg now stands ho 
has shot a large number of partridges. 

Mr. Gordon learned the trado of a car- 
ringo maker, afterwards attended Victoria 
College, was Clerk and 'Troasurer of East 
and West Whitby and Inspector of 
Weights and Measures for North and 
South Ontario. He afterwards wont into 
the wheat business, an@ was general agent 
for the Joseph Hall works, His room 
mato at Victorian College was then J. OC. 
Aikéns, late Lt.-Governor of Manitoba. 

Mr. Gordon visited William Lyon Mo- 
Kenzie when he was in prison in Roches- 
ter in 1838 and conversed with him for 
some time. His memory is still clear on 
the many exciting times of those days and 
he recites them with the vigor of a man of 
much younger years,

cause of the death Geo, BE, 
Wus concluded, when Helen KR Iind- 
lay, Big Bay, accused of having by 
her ill-treatment caused the death, 
Was committed to stand her trial at 
the next court of competent jurisdic- 
tion on the charge manslaughter, 
There was a marked difference In the 
prisoner's demeanour to-day. She 
evinced no Interest in the testimony 

of the witnesses. 

Dr, Dow testified that he performed 
the post-mortem examination on the 
body of deceased a few days after 
death, at Big Bay, when Drs, Cam- 
cron and Scott were present, The 
external appearance of the body was 
very much emaciated. There was 
also considerable ulceration, His tes- 
timony was practically the same 4% 
that of Dr, Cameron yesterday. 

Mr, Alfred B, Owen was recalled, 
and stated that he had received no 
letter from the prisoner during Sep- 
tember, October, and November, re- 
garding the boy's illness. To Mr. 
Tucker, the witness said he had often 
been away from the home during the 
fall, and a letter might possibly have 
arrived from Miss Findlay. 
This closed the evidence 
Crown, when an adjournment 
made for lunch until 2 p.m, 

At the opening of the court in the 
afternoon Dr. C. M. Lang was call- 
ed. He said he and Dr, T. H. Middle- 
bro had made a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body on the 16th inst, The 
body was considerably emaciated, but 
not extensively so. The heart was 
filled with fibrinous clots, and it had 
not been opened before. These clots 
had been caused by a slowing of the 
circulation, He found evidences of 
tuberculosis deposits, showing an indl- 
cation of pneumonia. Four or five of 
these deposits had been removed by 
him, He had cut into the bone across 
the joint of the right foot and ankle, 
and the bone was in an unhealthy 
condition. The matter was of a 
strumous character. The body show- 
ed no indication whatever of starva- 
tion from lack of food nor lack of a 
proper quantity of food. There were 
from one to five hundred ulcers on 
the body; all were Superficial except 
the one on the chin. The strmimous 
nature, with the superficial ulceration, 
undoubtedly caused death. ‘The ema- 
clation might have been due to other 
causes than the lack of food. 

The Crown Attorney—Ought not 
Miss Findlay to have known the con- 
dition of the toes and fingers called 
for treatment ? 
hae Tucker objected to this ques- 

on. 

The court ruled that it should be 
answered. 

Dr, Lang then said, In answer to 
the Crown attorney's question, that 
it was only reasonable and proper 
that Miss Findlay should have seen 
puRe the fingers and toes were treat- 
ed. 

Dr. T. H, Middlebro was next call- 
ed, He said amputation -was the 
treatment for gangrene. He was pre- 
sent when Green's body was exhumed 
on the 16th inst. The body was well 
preserved. Death was caused by the 
weakness of the boy from struma. 

Dr. Lang was then recalled, and 
said he saw all the fingers, and the 
bones were not exposed on any. He 
had scraped off the flesh of one fin- 
ger, and was satisfied that Dr. Dow 
had secured that identical finger. At 
aot rate he would be able to Identify 

Wm. Ferguson, a young man of 
about 18 years, then deposed that he 
had worked on the farm a few days 
for Miss Findlay in June. He had 
received good wholesome food, and 
Green had been provided with the 
same, Green was not bright. t 

Mr. Tucker called the prisoner, Miss 
Findlay. 

Miss Findlay did not appear to be 
at all neryous when she _ took the 
stand, deposing as follows:—I was 
forty-one years of age on the 20th of 
Avgust last, and was born in Scot- 
land’ We came to Canada when I 
Was thirteen or fourteen years of age, 
ond first resided in Guelph. Then we 
went to a farm in the township of 
Puslinch, County of Wellington. Two 
years later we moyed to Keppel town- 
ship. Until recently I lived on the 
farm with my brother George. He 
Was killed last fall by his horse run- 
ning away while returning from Big 
Bay. From then until May I lived 
managing it my- 
self. George Green came from the 
Barnardo Home, Toronto, in May, in 
answer to a Ictter lo the Home 
His physical condition was 
puny. His intellect was poor, and, In 
fact, he could not remember anything. 
During the summer his eeneral duties 
cecnsisted in getting up the cows, milk- 
ing them, and carrying Whey for the 
pigs. He was able to do that class 
of work until snow fell, but then he 
Beemed to get completely uscle He 
was always clothed well, wearing a 
fiannel shirt aud smock, two pairs of 
trousers, and good socks and boots. 
He first took to his bed on Friday, 
November ist, and died on Saturday, 
the 10th. That some night he fell 
over the side of the steps backwards, 
hurting his chin. I aid not know his 
feet were sore until after he became 
Bick. About [ r or five weeks before 
he died his clothing caught fire. I 
never knew before his death that any- 
thing serious was wrong with elther 
his feet or hands. He }.ad meals three 
times a day, and oftener. He had lots 
to t, such as porridge, potatoes, 
opples, and chicken.

The Sav Francisco Battery, 

co, Novy, 21.—The bat- 
tery of dyna ite guns which stretches 
along the bluif’ south of Fort Point 
for nearly a mile is now ready to 
deal out destruction to any invading 
navy that moy appear within three 
miles of the Golden Gate, Lieut.

THE HANNIGAN TRIAL. 


New York, Noy. 21—Almost at the 
minute that the foreman of the jury 
declared David F. Hann’gan, who 
shot Sol. H. Mann, the seducer of his 
sister, was “‘not guilty’’ of murder, 
Wm. Hannigan, the aged father of 
the prisoner, closed his eyes in death. 
This was a tragic ending of the trou- 
bles of the Hannigan family, which 
seem to have multiplied since the 
death of Loretta Hannigan last sum- 
mer, the result of a criminal opera- 
tion which Mann procured. During 
the past few days of the long drawn 
out trial old Wm. Hannigan, worn 
by his daughter's disgrace and the 
strain of awaiting the decision of his 
son's fate, has been gradually sinking. 
Several days ago the last sacrament 
was administered to him, and  to- 
night he died before the news of his 
son's acquittal could reach the family. 
The closing plea of the prosecution 
and the charge of Judge Ingram to 
the jury occupled the day, and it was 
five o'clock when the jury retired. It 
was eleven when the jury announced 
its readiness to return to court, and 
half an hour before the members of 
the Hannigan family had been called 
from the court,” Where they were 
anxiously waiting, by the news that 
the head of the family was dying. 

When the judge asked the foreman 
whether the jury had agreed upon 
their verdict, he said :—' We find the 
defendant not guilty, upon the ground 
of insanity.”

Tn 50 far as the economic conditions of my 
country are concerned, I say that they are 
identical with the interests of the United 
States—(applause)—and it is upon the broad 
basis of continental freedom of trade that I

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Few people save those 
with the court and olficlal 
Great Britain have any idea of the 
arduous work entailed by such a posi- 
tion as that which Sir Henry Ponson- 
by had filled as private secretary to 
her Majesty since 1870. In addition to 
the care of the Queen's own vast pri- 
vate correspondence, the management 
of her estates and intimate affairs, 
there is scarcely a Government office 
of importance which does not send 
every day to the palace at which her 
Majesty may be residing boxes of 
documents, orders, warrants, and di- 
rections, requiring the Royal signa- 
ture and immediate attention; and just 
in the same way that coples of all im- 
portant despatches received at the For- 
eign Office are at once forwarded to the 
Queen, so, too, are all papers of any 
moment submitted tn draft to her be- 
fore belng sent abroad by the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs. In- 
deed, it is thanks to this practice that 
war between Great Britain and the 
United States was avolded in 1861 in 
connection with the Trent affair. For, 
had the despatch drawn up by the 
English Cabinet been forwarded to 
Washington in its original form, a con- 
filet would have been Inevitable. It 
Was only the very radical and concill- 
atory changes effected by the Queen 
and her husband tn the draft that de- 
prived the document of its offensive 
tenor, and that rendered possible an 
amicable settlement of the trouble, All 
these papers pass. through the hands 
of her Majesty’s private secretary, 
who_is necessarily a member of the 
Privy Council, since it is indispensable 
that a man intrusted with so many 
State secrets of the utmost moment 
should be bound by some more serious 
and stringent obligation to discretion 
than a mere personal sense of duty 
and honour. 


FORBIGN CABLES. 

London, Noy, 21.—Mr. John Dillon, 
the well-known Irish leader and antl- 
Parnellite member of Parllament for 
East Mayo, was married this morning 
at the Oratory, Brompton, this city, 
to Miss Mathew, daughter of Justice 
Mathew.

Similar 
charges of fraud in connection with 
other Liberator companies are the 
bases of indictment which are yet to 
be tried 

The British steamer Nessmore, Cap- 
tain Richardson, from Montreal on No- 
vember 5, for Liverpool, is ashore on 
Coll island, off the coast of Scotland, 
with 14 feet of water in her hold. The 
crew were landed safely. The Ness- 
more Was built at Barrow, Eng,., in 
1882.

Dr, Grant adds 
an appeal to the Legislature to deal 
with the question and to settle it, Mr. 
Laurier is also clted as saying that the 
Greenway Government should be not 
only falr, but generous, to the minor- 
ity, and that it should give the min- 
ority their privileges or rights in such 
a@ Way as not to infringe on the rights 
of the majority, Mr, Wisher takes the 
ground that Mr, Luurier Is committed 
to remedial legislation through the 
commission proposal. He adds that 
Mr, Joseph Martin admits that there 
js necessity for action, otherwise his 
statement that the law as it operates 
at present In regard to the Roman 
Catholics Is rank tyranny means no- 
thing, Then he quotes Rey. Peter 
Wright, of Portage la Prainie, as mak- 
ing a plea for tolerance and concilla- 
tion. While earnestly protesting that 
the old law should not be re-establish- 
ed fn all its details, Mr, Wright says 
there is room for the province to be 
fair and generous to the minority. 
Then turning to Mr, Laurier’s crit- 
icisms of the procedure of the Do- 
minion Government when the case was 
brought to Ottawa, Mr, Fisher deals 
with Mr, Laurier’s charge that the ne- 
gotiations were commenced in the 
wrong way. Mr, Laurier had stated 
that the Government had entered upon 
“« polley of compulsion and coercion, 
and had added that he scarcely blamed 
Manitoba for declining to reverse her 
course When she was not approached 
in a conciliatory manner, but was 
“threatened at the point of the bay- 
onet to do what she did not want to 
do.” On this point Mr. Fisher re- 
marks:—"' What Mr, Laurier says may 
indeed be perfectly true, It is quite 
possible that the persistent refusal of 
the Proyinclal Government to take a 
course that is juat or fair or gen@ous, 
to borrow the leader's expressive lan- 
Evage, may have arisen from the man- 
ner in which they were approached on 
the subject, rather than from an ob- 
fection, on principle, to making reason- 
able concessions. At the same time 
One can scurcely help feeling that It Is 
somewhat unfortunate to have the sct- 
tlement of so grave a question, involv- 
ing possibly the very continuance of 
the Federal Union, dependent on a 
mero question of etiquette.” 


“Mr. Greenway now knows, how- 
ever, how earnestly Mr. Laurier, if in 
power, would plead with him for tol- 
eration and for justice. Will he not 
then give the same serious considera- 
tion to his leader's declaration as if 
the latter were actually in office, and 
will he not try to be, as Mr. Laurier 
pleads that he ought to be, just and 
fair and generous ? Or must Sir Mac- 
kenzle Bowell first make an humble 
apology to the Government of Mani- 
toba for allowing the Catholic minor- 
ity to enter the halls of Parliament 
for redress, through tfe door provided 
by the constitution, in order that they 
may there plead their cause before the 
representatives of the nation ? ‘We 
must have peace,’ says Mr. Laurier, 
and tens of thousands re-echo the 
sentiment. But who Is to take the 
first step towards conciliation ? Upon 
whom at present is the onus to move 
in that direction? This question ts 
indeed a serlous one, and it ought to 
receive careful and dispassionate con- 
sideration. Principal Grant appears 
to conclude that the onus is on the 
Provincial Government. At the same 
time, he is of the opinion that the 
remedial order Is the great stumbling 
block in the way. If that be indeed 
true, it ought to be removed. But let 
Us make sure of our ground and see 
that the rasponsibility is put upon the 
thoulders that ought to bear it.” 

In his second letter, which will ap- 
pear to-morrow, Mr. Fisher deals with 
the question whether or not the Ot- 
tawa Government acted in a coercive 
manner by presenting a demand that 
tho province could not concede without 
loss of dignity. At the outset he 
quotes Mr. Laurier’s statement that 
the Federal authorities, seeing that 
the subject was laid at their doors, 
should have approached Mr. Green- 
way in “a sunny” and conciliatory 
way. “If the Government,” he says, 
"failed to make such an appeal, and 
if they neglected, before issuing the 
order, to bring the question before the 
Manitoba Government in a _ con- 
cillatory spirit, they canrot, I think, 
be held free from blame.” But did 
they fall to make the appeal? There 
is not anything in Mr, Laurier's atate- 
ment to indicate that svch an appeal 
Was presented in advaiuce of the 
remedial proposition. “Yet,” Mr. 
Fisher continues, “it is an absolute 
historical fact that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment did, long before the Issue of 
the remedial order, approach the Gov- 
ernment of the province and its Legis- 
lature with on appeal that the later 
should settle the cuertion It is a 
fact, also, that the communication con- 
taining this appeal was couched in 
terms that were altomether unobjec- 
tionable and quite conciilatory. I will 
submit it, Mr. Editor, to the judg- 
ment of your readers I refer to an 
order-in-Counci!l passed at Ottawa on 
the 26th July, 1894, which recited the 
momorial presented to the Government 
of the Dominion on behalf of the Ro- 
man Catholle minority of Manitoba, 
complaining of the law of 1890, and 
praying for relief That order-in- 
Council set out with considerable full- 
ness the grievances complained of by 
the minority, and it was communicat- 
ed along with a copy of the memorial 
itself by the authorities at Ottawa to 
those of Manitoba From the conclud- 
ing paragraph of that order I take the 
following extract :-—

‘air and just,’ as Mr, Laurier put 
it. In this message at least there was 
no attempt to take Manitoba by the 
throat—no mandate to the Proyinclal 
Legisiature to repeal its school law; 
no order demanding that it should re- 
store the old law; no coercion or sug- 
gestion of coercion; no threat or intl- 
mation of remedial legislation; no- 
thing but an earnest appeal that the 
Legislature of the province, from mo- 
tives of patriotism and toleration, 
should give earnest thought to the 
gravity of the alleced grievances, and 
the expression of an earnest hope that 
if grievances were found to exist the 
Le ature would give appropriate re- 
d 

“This message was duly received by 
the Provincial Government shortly af- 
ter its date. The Government at Ot- 
tawa had requested that it should also 
be Jaid before the Provincial Iegisla- 
ture. Instead of awaiting the meeting 
of that body, however, the Manitoba 
Ministers, by order-in-Council dated the 
20th October, 1894, made their own re- 
ply in behalf of the province. 

“ What answer did Mr. Greenway and 
his colleague makes to this most con- 
cillatory and patriotic communication * 
Their answer denied, In effect, the cor- 
rectness of all the statements of fact, 
and of all the conclusions therefrom 
that were set forth in the Roman Cath- 
olic memorial, The answer declared 
that the minority had no ground what- 
ever of dissatisfaction, unless it was 
one which the Ministers held not to 
be really a grievance. And, ‘except 
that be a grievance... . ‘It has 
been made clear that there is no griev- 
ance,’ The formal reply therefore was 
‘the Executive of the province 
see no reason for recommending the 
Legislature to alter the principles of 
the legislation complained of,’ In 
other words, Manitoba's answer to Ot- 
tawa’s eurnest and conciliatory appeal, 
from Which My. Laurier expected s0 
much, was in effect this:— Tt is clear 
that there was no grievance. The com- 
plaints of the minority are groundless, 
and we will make no alteration in the 
law." 

“A friend of mine, who occupies a 
very distinguished place in Canada, 
and than whom there is no more fair- 
minded man in it, when I pointed out 
some of these considerations to him, 
said in reply :—' But that order was 
made in July, 1894, before the Privy 
Council delivered its judgment; be- 
fore the case was even heard in Lon- 
don. It is true that the Privy Coun- 
cll had not given judgment or heard 

ent until after the concilfatory 
sage of July had left Ottawa. But 

s also true that the case had been 
argued in London, and judgment pro- 
nounced, before that message of July 
could, or, in fact, did, reach its final 
destination—the Legislature of Mani- 
toba. That message, along with the 
Roman Catholic memorial, was trans- 
mitted by the Federal Government to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba 
(aad that means of course the Mani- 
toba Government) ‘with a _ request 
that he will Jay the same before his 
ndyiesers and before the Legislature of 
that province. That Legislature--my 
friend had forgotten the 
meet until the Mth February, 15895, 
and before that time the Privy Coun- 
cll had delivered judgment. Then, for 
the firgt time, the Government of 
Manitoba Was in a position to comply 
with the request of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, that the message of July 
should be laid before the Legislature. 
Is it possible to imagine that its re- 
ceipt by that body could be more 
timely ? Here was the Legislature 
just meeting, fresh for the reconsidera- 
tion of this Important question; here 
was the judement of the Privy Ccun- 
cil deciding that the rights of the 
minority had been affected; here was 
the m age of concillation from Ot- 
tawa ready to be laid before them; 
that message was so solicitous for the 
‘peace amongst all the creeds and 
rac that Mr. Laurier so eloquently 
pleaded for as it was on the day it 
waa written in Ottawa But—and my 
friend had forgotten that fact, 
the message of July—that message of 
peace with ita spirit of concillation— 
wan not presented to the House on 
that day, or on any day before or 
since The Legislature of Manitoba, 
for which it was particularly intended

Having said so much, Mr Fisher 
declares that whil suppressing the 
conciliatory message, the Greenway 
Gove inserted in the speech 
throne an intimation that 
order would bs ent.

Duftleld, was installed he found in the 
umploy of the service a Mr. McGrath, 
a surveyor, Mr. McGrath had been 
fesigned to the duty of running a iine 
of the Mist meridian, Which is he 
boundary line always recognized. He 
had completed his fleld work, but had 
not worked out his notes when he 
Ww dismissed. That portion of the 
work Was given to other men in the 

oftice, 

in the meantime, a Canadian en- 
gineer had surveyed the meridian, and 
had established the Canadian line 
seven and three-tenths miles to the 
westward of the presumed line of Mc- 
Grath. The boundary, according to 
the Canadian authority, was west of 
the mining settlement known as Forty 
Mile. Thia town is at the junction of 
Forty Mile creek with the Yukon 
river, and it promises to be of extreme 
importance with the opening of spring. 
No one could understand how it could 
be that the surveyors were so wide 
apart. Although they worked with 
chronometers and sextants and with- 
out the ald of a granite survey of the 
const, it Was declared that they ought 
not to be more than a hundred feet 
apart. McGrath was sent for. He 
went over his own notes, and proved 
that his line and that located by the 
Canadian engineer are in reality only 
22 fevt apart, and now the Canadian 
survey is acknowledged to be approx- 
imately correct. This means, apparent- 
ly, that the 14lst meridian of the main 
eust and west boundary line of Alaska 
north of Mount St. Elias has been de- 
finitely determined, But it leaves the 
town of Forty Mile fn British terri- 
tory. The question of the location of 
the south-eastern boundary is still In 
abeyance, and it continues to give the 
Administration a great deal of trouble, 
especially as the British Insist that the 
clty of Juneau, including the United 
States Custom-house, is within their 
territory. 

Denver, Col., Nov. 22.—Joseph Mur- 
ray, United States Commissioner of 
Fisheries in Alaska, and special agent 
of the Treasury, passed through Den- 
ver on his way from Alaska to Wash- 
ington, haying been summoned by the 
President to report upon the boundary 
survey, which has been the cause of 
international interest within the past 
month. Ina brief interview with a re- 
presentative of the Associated Press 
Mr. Murray said :— The published re- 
ports about the excitement in Alaska, 
British seizures, and the building of 
forts are all bosh. There will be no 
trouble. There are no forts building; 
thera is not a brick within a thousand 
miles of the territory.” 


FROM THE CAPLLAL. 

Ottawa, Nov. 22.—(Special.)—It was 
currently reported to-day that an in- 
formal offer of a settlement of the 
gEchicol question had been received by 
the Government from Mr, Greenwuy, 
end the report had it that Manitoba 
wis willing to conevede absolutely secu- 
lar schools without any religious in- 
structions whatever, as a measure of 
relief to the Catholics. When spoken 
to ubout the matter, Sir Muchenzie 
Bowell said :—" No answer or proposal 
has been received from Manitoba.” 

The appointment was made at the 
meeting of the Cabinet to-day of the 
three Canadian representatives in the 
International Deep Waterways Com- 
mission, The names, which have al- 
reudy been foreshadowed In these col- 
umns, are those of men well qualified 
to represent Canadian interests.

The 
terms of their appointment will doubt- 
le& be similar to those in which the 
United States representatives haye been 
appointed, They will act without em- 
olument, but their expenses will be de- 
frayed by the country

Turks is being prepared at Zeifoun, 
and that a battle which will make his- 
tory, and show that the Armenians are 
‘entitled to freedom, or at least self- 
government, will be fought there. This 
may be an exaggeration, but it is the 
view of the situation which is taken 
by the Armenian reyolutionists, and 
they are undoubtedly sending moncy, 
arms, ammunition, provisions, and men 
to Zeltoun as fast as possible, It is 
thought if the Armenians had succeed- 
ed in capturing Zeitoun earlier in the 
year, the situation there by this time 
would have been decidedly interesting. 
As it fs. the general opinion seems to 
be that the Turks will eventually re- 
capture Zeitoun, and that the Armen- 
fans will pay a terrible price for their 
short possession of that little mining 
town. 

Rumours of fresh troubles have also 
reached here from Samsoon, a seaport 
of Asia Mino™ ) the Black Sea, ‘The 
population there is almost entirely 
composed of Turks, and the few Ar- 
menians there are certain to fare bad- 
ly if an uprising has really taken place, 
as the representations indicate, Prob- 
ably the most serious feature of the 
situation at present is the one result- 
ing from the demand which the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain, Russia, 
Italy, and Austria made to the Sultan 
for firmans allowing the passage 
through the Dardanelles to this city of 
a second despatch boat, or small gun- 
boat, to be attached to each of their 
repspective embassies. It was first be- 
lieved that there would be no difficulty 
in persuading the Sultan to grant the 
necessary permission for the passage of 
the Dardanelles of the foursmall ware 
ships, but itis now intimated at the pal- 
ace that he may decline to grant these 
demands of the powers, Should this real- 
ly be the case, the situation will again 
become most strained, as the powers 
consider that an increase of the num- 
ber of forelgn warships in the Bos- 
phorus is ubsolutely necessary for the 
tafety of forcigners in this vicinity, and 
it is thought possible that they may in- 
fist upon having their demands accord- 
ed, and, in case of a refusal, may tuke 
steps to send the additional warships 
here without the permission of the Sul- 
tan. It is hoped, however, that Abdul 
Hamid will be persuaded to listen to 
reivon, and that it may not become 
necessary to adopt sterner measures 

The Sultan has offered rewards for 
the discovery of persons who recently 
posted revolutionary placards at the 
mosques and in many other public 
places, ¢xciting the Armenians against 
the Mussulmans A special committce 
has been appointed to watch day and 
night until adequate results are obtain- 
ed in the restoration or order among 
the Armenians.

An Oxford, Miss., special to the Now 
Orleans Times-Democrat says Almost 
tho entire population of Lafayette County 
have been in daily expectation of un- 
earthing a large amount of buried treas- 
ure, Allin gold. ‘Lhe people in the north, 
ern and northeastern part of the county 
are absolutely wild on the subject, and 
firmly believe that if they keep on dig- 
ging in the Indian mounds which abound 
near here they will find wealth beyond 
the dreams of avarice. 

The excftement was started nearly 
three weeks ago, when there arrived in 
Oxford a woman bearing unmistakable 
traces of Indian ancestry. She was ac- 
companied by two small children  slie 
engaged a conveyaLce and drove out to 
the place belonging to Mr. W. S. Dooling. 
She told Mr. Dooling that she was the 
great-great-granddaughter of Tohi Tubi, 
a Chickasaw chief, who once lived in this 
section, and was reputed to be immensely 
wealthy, She said she had maps and 
charts giving all necessary information 
and that Deer Lick Mound, on Mr. Doo)- 
ing’s place, was where Tohi had secreted 
$200,000 worth of gold. 

Of course Mr, Dooling assented when 
she proposed to dig for the treasure and 
give him one-fourth of the amount found. 
She drew up a contract with him, and it 
was signed, giving her the right for two 
weeks to dig on Deer Lick mound. Shlie 
then commenced active operations. 

‘Twenty-five negroes were hired by her 
and she promised them $2 per day. In- 
stead of beginning work on Deer Lick 
Mound, she levelled «a smaller one about 
a quarter of a mile distant. When she 
was ready to begin on Deer Lick Mound 
lier force was increasea to fifty men. Tho 
news of her project had reached the 
country people for miles around.

The woman, Mrs. Daniell, had about 
$200. She paid that out, and borrowed 
a8 much more from some of her devoted 
alhorents, but last Saturday night she 
owed $1260 for wages alone. The men 
began to grumble loudly, and she left 
Sunday morning, saying that she would 
return with the money to pay them off with 
But she hasn't up tothe present time re 
turned. 

Deer Lick Mound was probably fiftecn 
feet in height and 100 feet in diameter 
It has been razed to the ground, and the

Not a cotton mill, with one exception, 
of those now In operation, we in op 
eration prior to 1880, saya the Indu 
trial Reoord, Not more than about ten 
yonrs ago the people depended almost | 
Wholly upon forelgn products of fac 
tory cotton fabric while now 
not over a fourth of this demand comes 
from foreign sources. The Cotton Spin- 
ners’ Association of Japan is the most 
rellable of information, and 
that placed the numbers of spindles in 
18M at 385,265, yet the Yokohama Cham- 
bers of Commerce placed the number 
in 1893 at about 600,000. Between the 
two authorities we put our estimate 
of 600,000 spindles; The cotton mills 
of Japan will never be able to spin 
from the native cotton very fine yarn. 
The cotton Is not sultable for anything 
but for the spinning of coarse yarns. 

There had been a very great falling 
off in the quantity of frult shipped 
from California to the east up to Sep- 
tember 1 this year as compared with 
previous years. This year’s shipments 
fall 30,600,000 pounds below those of 
last year up to the same date. Only 
2990 carloads crossed the Sierra Ne- 
vadas this year, as against 4280 car- 
loads during the same period last year, 
or 71,760,000 pounds, as compared with 
102,720,000 pounds, It is estimated thar 
1500 carloads will yet go forward this 
season, but even then the shipments 
will be fully 1500 carloads or 36,000,000 
pounds below last year’s record, The 
decrease is attributed to the failure of 
the apricot and early pear and peach 
crops. Two severe frosts last spring 
caused most of the damage. The 
grape crop is very large, and the late 
pears and peaches have turned out 
well. As now estimated the total fruit 
shipments by rail from California this 
year will foot up 107,760,000 pounds,— 
New York Sun.

The potato provokes our 
great national ailment, dyspepsia, and 
the sooner the consumption of the 
mealy tubers begins the sooner will 
the dread fangs of the dyspepsia ap- 
pear, 

Dr. Edson in a rejoinder to Mr, Speed 
writes: I must quite agree with Mr. 
Speed In his condemnation of the po- 
tato. I am sorry to have to say any- 
thing againat the humble tuber, but 
the truth, especially when it is sclen- 
tifle, and more especially medico-sclen- 
tifle, must be told. It is certain no one 
can at all times eat the potato with the 
assurance that it will do him no harm,

at once, but it is certain to injure their

Lessening the ration Injures the 
farmer more than the animal, as he 
loses the gain that would accrue from 
the full ration. Some animals are 
what are termed “easy keepers,” but 
it must not be overlooked that in or- 
der to produce largely the animal must 
have the food to do it with. The best 
animals have good appetites, and con- 
Sume large amounts of food. The 
value of an animal depends upon its 
capacity to convert the most food tin- 
to some product that brings a price 
higher than that of the food, and the 
cost Is consequently cheapened because 
a good animal will perform more work 
in its line, in the same period of time, 
than one that is inferior, 


Small flocks of poultry pay best be- 
cause they receive a greater variety of 
food, are not crowded at night, and 
have a larger area over which to for- 
age in proportion to numbers. The 
table scaps are also an important 
item in the food of a small flock, and 
there is less liability of disease than 
when large numbers are kept together. 
Labor is a matter to be considered In 
nuunaging large flocks, but it costs 
nothing in the management of a few. 

The main point to consider In the 
prevention of diseases among stock Is 
not bring it on the farm. It may 
truly. be said that abortion In cows !s 

| caused by the practice of buying cows 
to take the place of those that dry off. 
Abortion is now known to be an all- 
ment that spreads among the members 
of the herd, being really ao contagious 
disease, and the way to keep it off the 
farm Is for the farmer to raise his own 
cows, firat being sure that all of his 
breeding animals are in first-class con- 
dition and free from all lability to dis- 
ease of any kind.

The first witness was Dr. Powell, 
ond he was cross-examined closely 
about “the lines of force" by Mr, Os- 
ler, Nothing new waa elicited, Dr, 
Lynd, who followed, gave testimony 
Similar to all the doctors for the de- 
fence, Dr, Peters, who also testified, 
did not quite agree with the theory of 
the defence, 

Mr. Johnston then announced that 
he had several other medical experts 
to give evidence, but he would refrain 
from calling them, as the Crown had 
cut its medical testimony short, 

Mr. Charles Shipp, 51 George street, 
who had been employed by Messrs, Im- 
rie and Graham, was the first witness 
for the defence as to the state of the 
elevator, He had used the hoist often, 
and found it defective, It used to 
catch on the floors, and the weight 
used to rattle In the box. In cross- 
examination by Mr. Osler, the witness 
became very nervous and confised in 
the matter of dates. Mr, Osler left him 
with the remark, “I think the jury 
can locate you.” 

Mr. Thomas SBrinsmead, a_ proof- 
reader employed by Messrs, Imrie and 
Graham, said that the weight some- 
times caught on the ground floor, It 
did not catch when they were mov- 
ing, because he thought it had been 
fixed. At one time the ropes had got 
tangled at the top, and he had to take 
the weight off the hook. To do this 
he had t» use a hammer. Cross-ex- 
amined, he said that after the obstruc- 
tion In the shaft had been removed 
the elevator did not stick, to his 
knowledge, The sticking of the weight 
never caused it to come off. 

Mr, Thomas Chamberlain, who had 
been employed by Messrs. Imrie and 
Graham, told how the elevator used 
to catch on the floor when there was 
a heavy load on it. 

Mr. J. H. McMillan, now of Wel- 
land, who had been employed by 
Messrs. Imrie and Graham, said that 
the elevator was an unsafe concern. 
Witness said the weight used to catch 
on the ground floor, On one occasion 
he removed the casing of the box on 
this floor to loosen the weight. When 
he removed the south face of the cas- 
ing he saw a board projecting into 
the weight shaft, 

In cross-examination he told Mr. Os- 
ler that he had used a hammer and 
chisel to loosen the board in order to 
get his hand into the weight shaft, 
Detective Cuddy then walked into a 
back room and brought the weight- 
shaft casing Into court. It wus then 
shown to the witness that he could 
not have loosened the boards out the 
Way he Stated, as the ends projected 
past the floor about three inches. Mr. 
Osler then asked the witness to point 
out the chisel marks. which he pro- 
ceeded to look for. He saw several, 
and said he guessed those were the 
marks. Mr, Osler said that he would 
put two witnesses into the box to 
#wear they made those depressions in 
the board, and that they had marked 
on the opposite side of the board 
where they had inserted the chisel. 
Mr. Osler then asked the witness if 
he Would swear that the floor pro- 
Jected two and a half inches at this 
point into the welght shaft, 
but the witness who had pre- 
viously sworn to this, began to 
qualify himself, and said that he 
would not swear to more than half 
ay inch. This closed the case for the 
ay.

DOINGS IN MONTREAL. 


Montreal, Noy. 24.—(Special.)—Judge 
Jette rendered an important decision 
on Saturday morning in the Temis- 
couata railway case, It will be re- 
membered that Judge Archibald re- 
cently refused to allow the defendants’ 
counsel, to adduce evidence to show 
that Mr. A. R. McDonald, who sued 
for a percentage of the funds, had al- 
ready used the money to pay promot- 
ers of the road. Mr. Lafleur, counsel 
for defendants, who was not satisfied 
with this decision, brought the case 
before Judge Jette, and the latter yes- 
terday decided that, as the defend- 
ants wished to show how the $60,000 
were spent, it wis not an illegal 
question to ask Mr. Tarte if he per- 
sonally knew how certain parties had 
been paid. 
ted that he was paid $47,000, and 
claimed that he gave the money to 
Pay persons who had helped the road. 


But Mr, McDonald was obliged to pay * 


the entire amount for the promoters’ 
benefit, and if he succeeded in paying 
the claims with less money than he 
got, then he might not be entitled to 
claim the balance of $13,000. It was 
for that purpose that the defence de- 
sired to know what was done with the 
money. When the questions were put, 
Judge Jette said, the plaintiff might 
be vigilant, and prevent them from 
going too far. Judge Jette said that no 
names need be mentioned yet, but 
should it be necessary for the purposes 
of the defence, the latter might urge 
the witness to disclose them. Of 
twenty-one questions put to Mr, Tarte 
Judge Jette allowed seventeen, and 
overruled only four, so that it is prac- 
tically a reversal of Judge Archibald's 
decision.

“qHE MANITOBA SCHOOL QUES- 
TION. 


‘Tho Montreal Star, a journal which has 
no party onds to sorve, published in its 
issue of the 20th inst. an editorial article 
‘on the Manitoba school question, which 
has deserved)y attracted attention in tho 
country. The conclusion at which our 
contemporary arrives was oxpressed in 
~ those coluinns on the 4th inst., and we are 
gratified to have found confirmation of our 
- opinion in so ablo and influential an organ 
of public opinion as the Star, Our con- 
‘ tomporary’s article is long, but we repro- 
duce it herewith, a8 an important con- 
tribution to tho literature of the question, 
Tho Star says : 
No one who proporly appreciates the 
force of religious conviction or the im- 
portance of popular edneation, will be- 
littlo tho Staal problem. which confronts 
the people of Manitoba. Nor will it be 
, wt as an attempt to do so, if the 
attention of the country is called to the 
startling fact that there is now every 
‘probability that our fiscal polley for five 
ars will be docided, ond our national 
government chosen, largely with reference 
othe stand taken by our public men on the 
gstion- whethor less than four thousand 
hildren in Manitoba sha'l be educated in 
thi jor that kind of school. 
The complaint of the Manitoba minority 
‘and the contention of the Greenway sym- 
eth ers ard not to be treated as trivial 
ae ors, but neither is it a light thing that 
th® manufacturing interests of the Domin- 
ibn the trade of the pooplo, the personnel 
ofthe national government, our relations 
with Britain and tho United States, the 
choice between the great partics and all the 
ghty questions that are answered ono 
or another by « general clection, may 
be left largely to chance or good luck, 
ile our five millions of people decide 
ther or not some {0 Separate Schools 
be closed in Manitobu. 
This isa phase of the situation worth 
thinking about. There is no disguising 
that the Manitoba School question 
ps to shoulder all other political 
into the back ground. A member 
1¢ Government in addressing a meatlng 
Toronto Conservatives the other éven- 
C33h8 thom that elections would 
‘hel id in three constituencies in Ontario 
before Parliament should meet. From 
these three elections he expects to get ‘a 
fair, unbinssed expression of opinion for 
the guidance of Parliament.’’ Upon what 
question? The tariff? Reciprocity ? The 
scandals? These suggestions have an 
absurd sound; and yet it is with these 
‘matters that Parliament ought chiefly to 
todeal. Still every one knows what the 
speaker could have meanc and did mean 
but one question ; and that the dispute as 
Lo tho ucation of these three to four 
ousand children in Manitoba If no ac- 
co unt be taken of the hard feelings and the 
perilous setting of Canadian against Cana- 
dian that an election campaign over this 
mattor must inevitably effect, it is yet clear 
that Canada will be on dangerous ground 
when it choses a Parliament with more 
Teference to its opinion of Mr. Greenway's 
policy than to its own trade and tariff pro- 
gramme. Of the results of a racial and 
‘religious campaign which may easily spring 
over this difficulty, no one need paint 
picture. We have had race divisions and 
sligious differences in our politics before ; 
we remember that they have produced 
the only perils that have really put the 
‘ature of the country in doubt. 
aa The responsibility of the Manitoba Gov- 
_ Srnment under the circumstances is most 
" grave. Itcan turn a business meeting of 
the electors to be held at the polls shortly 
into a sectarian debating club ; and, on the 
other hand, it can leave that meeting to do 
the nation’s business in peace. Mr. Green- 
way has come into our politics with his 
disturbing question at a critical time. The 
hand of the great statesman which had 
not been far from the helm of state 
for over three decades has fallen away from 
the wheel since the present Parliament 
was elected. We are now about to choose 
our rulers and policy for the first time as a 
Confederation without the holp.of Sir John 
Macdonald. Mr, Alexander Mackenzie 
and Mr. Blake were also lost to us about 
the same timo. There is no thought of 
fear for the future ; but the day when we 
must test new helmsmen is not the best 
time to attempt now and difficult channels. 
_ Mr. Greenway, however, has now the 
Opportunity to save us this strain. That 
his Government has been unjust to the 
minority is practically admitted by all save 
those who regard Separate Schools as so 
great-an evil that they think it right to rid 
a people of them by force and against their 
will. ‘Tho Privy Council has declared the 
Minority to haveagrievance. So eminent an 
authority aa Principal Grant reports them to 
have been most harshly used. ‘The best that 
the niost violent supporter of the Green 
way law can say that the unjust 
“means” aro justified by the righteous 
end "’—s sort of that he is 
very apt te make uncompliumentar y ro 
ferences to when practised by others. 
Let Mr. Gree nway right this injustice, 
while at the same time safe-guarding tho 
high educational ambitions of the provin ” 
—which he can ensily do by a compromise 
measure coupling « 
Bpection with vaned religious instruction 
—and he will «et Manitoba right before 
the Privy Council and the public, and save 
Conada & hurtful and profitless religio- 
political campaign, ;

then “files” his birds. On this morn- 
ing he went to see White about some 
work he expected to get from him; 
White was out; this was “a little 
after nine o'clock’’; he knocked at 
the door opposite, and Hyams said, 
"Come in.” “Js White Gown yet?" 
Jersimine asked him, “ No,” said Ty- 
ams, laughing, “he'll not be here till 
after cleven.” 

Jessimine remained 
o'clock waiting for White. He got his 
dates somewhat mixed upon cross-ex- 
amination, but had his interview with 
Hyams firmly fixed in his mind, Ile 
bexan to work for White the middle 
of February, after the accident, Billy 
Crone came in while Jessimine waited 
for White. A little after 12 “some 
mun came in and said a man had 
been killed.” 

“Was White taking a rest?” 

“Most all tailors in town were 
ing a rest then.” 

Mr. Collins, a designer, said he 
an office at 11 King street west, 
rectly opposite that of the Hyams.

“I had some express 
parcels to send away that morning, 
and it was a busy time with me, and 
I remember it that way; I also remem- 
ber it from conversation with Mr. 
White the next day, who told me the 
death happened in Hyams’ warehouse, 
and I wasn't aware that they had a 
warehouse.” 


Mr. Osler in cross-examination ask- 
ed: ‘How much have you been paid 
in this matter ?'" “Twelve dollars, for 
my attendance at the last trial.” 

Said Mr. Lount—How many days 
Were you present ? ‘‘ Nine or ten.” 

‘Have you been paid any more ?” 
“No, sir.” 

Dalton McCarthy was the next wit- 
ness. He is not the member for North 
Simcoe, but an agent, and was em- 
ployed as fireman in the basement of 
Nasmith’s store on the day of the ac- 
cident. He said he heard a sound like 
coal being shovelled and some one 
whistling in Hyams’ basement along- 
side, Then he heard a crash and a 
shout of “ Willie,’ or “* Wells.” Then 
the sound of steps. He fixed the time 
as 8.30 A.m., 

In his cross-examination by Mr. Os- 
ler he contradicted himself several 
times, He could remember hardly 
anything about his own affairs up to 
the time of the last trial. He said he 
had been in the grocery business and 
had failed.

Cornwalf, Noy. 25,—(Special.)—In the 

ice-cold waters of the St. Lawrence 
river Miss Rachael Duffy, of Barn- 
hurt’s island, met her fute on the 
evening of Thanksgiving day.

complicated, 

The main question now being discuss- 
ed between the Porte and the repr 
sentatives of the powers Is that of udd- 
ing four extra guirdians to the Iittle 
forciun fleet in the Bosphorus, Creat 
Britain, Italy, Russia, and Austria de- 
mianding firmans for the pnasvage 
through the Dardanelles of an extra 
Runbeot, to be attached to their re- 
spective Embassies, Although the de- 
monds were made more than a week 
ago, on the ground that the forelen 
population of Constantinople needed 
tlis additional protection, as demona- 
trated by the recent rioting here, and 
although it waa intimated t) the Porte 
that the powers misht dispense with 
the permission of Turkey in this in- 
starce, the Sultan still held out in his 
refugal to grant the required permis- 
sion for the warships to pags the 
straits. From the highest authority 
the Assovinted Cress is enabled to give 
the view of the case taken by the Turk- 
ish Government, It ts as follows - 
While admitting that the powers pos- 
sess the treaty right to have two 
guardships each in the Bosphorns, the 
Porte considers that the proposed In- 
crease of the number of foreign war 
vessels in the Bosphorus, under the 
present condition of things here and 
elsewhere in the Turkish Empire, might 
excite the Mussulmats and produce an 
effect far from the one desired by the 
powers. In addition, the Porte points 
out that in view of the measures taken 
to preserve order here, an increase in 
the number of gfuardships attached to 
the Embassies of the powers is not rd- 
quired, It can be said upon authority 
that this is the substance of a note 
which the Forte has sent to the repre- 
sentatives of the powers In reply to an 
urgent desire for an answer to their 
request for the firituns referred to. So 
suon as the note hasty) on reecived and 
weighed at the British, Russian, Italian, 
and Austrian Embassies, a conference 
of the representatives of those powers 
will be called, and a joint reply may be 
sent to the Porte. The substance of 
the Porte’s note to the powers on the 
extra guardship question will also be 
telegraphed to the different Ottoman 
Embassies and Ministries abroad, with 
instructions to inform the Governments 
they are credited to of the stand as- 
sumed by the Sultan in this inatter. 
In addition, the Turkish representa- 
tives at London, St. Petersburg, Rome, 
and Vienna will be instructed earnest. 
ly to request the four powers not to 
insist upon their demands in connec- 
tion with the proposed extra guard- 
ships. «t 

The gravity of this new feature In 
the series of the Turkish complica- 
tions may be imagined when it is add- 
ed that the Austrian Ambassador, 
Baron von Calise, has made a direct 
appeal to the Armenian Patriarch here 
to do his utmost to prevent another 
outbreak, warning him that such an 
occurrence would do the greatest 
harm to the Armenian cause, and 
would tend to defeat the objects the 
Armenians and thelr friends have in 
view. In reply, the Armenian Patri- 
arch assured Baron von Calise that 
the Armenians had not planned an- 
other demonstration. “ Although,” he 
added, “despair reigns among them, 
owing to the incessant arrests and ex- 
iling of Armenians The Patriarch 
insisted that 400 Armenians of this vl- 
cinity have recently been exiled to 
Anatolia. 

The Hatrinik, a local newspaper 
which was suppressed last week be- 
cause its editor refused to publish an 
article sent to him by the Turkish au- 
thorities, condemning ‘the intrigues 
of the Armenians,” has been granted 
rermission to resume publication. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Noy. 25.—A special 
to the Daily News from Jefferson 
City, Mo., says:—' The Rey, J. T, M.

There have been, {ft appears oon 
cessions On both sides In the frat 
place it is proposed that the ¢ anadian 
publisher shall have tho right to re- 
copyright works, which has 
atrongly ontended for; but 
this is accompanied by special safe- 
guards to protect the’ British author 
To begin with, he ia given sixty days 
in which to reproduce his works in 
this country; but in addition to this 
he is to have the privilege of elect 
ing the publisher who shall be L- 
censed to publish in default of his 
undertaking to do so. The royalty of 
ten per cent. on the retall price of 
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the work is to take the shapo of a 
revenue stamp, Which must be on 
each reprinted beok exposed for sale, 
Thus far there was perfect agreement 
at the conference to-day, but another 
feature of the arrangement met with 
rome opposition. 

To preserve to the Canadian pub- 
lisher the market in Canada it fs pro- 
posed to prohibit, after a book has 
been republished In Canada, the Am- 
portation of the iritish edition The 
prohibition is not made absolute, hoW- 
ever, for any person who 80 desires 
may import two coples of the book 
for his own use. This feature of the 
draft measure, though accepted by 
Mr, Hall Caine and the Canadian 
Copyright Association, elicited a pro- 
test from Mr. F. R. Daldy, secretary 
of the British Copyright Association, 
and from the bookseller, Mr, J. Foster 
Brown. If there is a weak spot in the 
agreement this where it will be 
found. The contention of Mr, Daldy 
{a that under the Imperial law a book 
published for eirculation in the United 
Kingdom cannot be excluded from 
any part of the Empire, while Mr. 
Brown takes the ground that such aA 
prohibition would destroy an import- 
ant pert of the retall trade in books, 
by compelling the consumer to pure 
chase direct from a British publisher 
should he desire to have a better edi- 
tion than is produced in this country. 

Another feature of the measure 
which is likely fo come in for much 
criticism is the absolute prohibition of 
the importation of what is known as 
the colonial editions of British works. 
So soon as a book is registered In 
Capada the only edition that can be 
imported will be the edition for gen- 
eral circulation in the United King- 
dom, 

At present the British publishers 
send out a cheap colonial edition in 
many cases, but this is to be prohibit- 
ed. Unless this clause is embodied in 
the contemplated legislation the Can- 
adian publishers would rather that 
there were no fresh Iaw upon the 
subject. With this point disposed of 
there would, it seems from to-day’s 
discussion, be no difficulty in carry- 
ing the compromise into effect, 

The Government was represented to- 
day by Mr, Oulmet, who presided, and 
Sir Charles H. Tupper, Minister of 
Justice, who has given the subject a 
great deal of consideratl f~ 

Mr, Hall Caine represented the Brit- 
ish authors, Mr. F. R. Daldy, the Brit- 
ish copyright owners, and the follow- 
ing gentlem presented the Cana- 
dian Copyright Assoclation:—Messrs, 
A. S. Irving, A. F. Rutter, D. A. Rose, 
J. Ross Robertson, of Toronto; and R. 
T. Lancefisl4, of Hamilton. Mr, § 
Ashdown, music publisher of Toron- 
to: Mr. John Lowe, the Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture; Dr. Dawson, sup- 
erintendent of printing; Mr. Geo, John- 
gon, the Government statistician; and 
others were present. The discussion 
that took place was on the lines al- 
ready indicated. 

At the outset Mr. Caine tendered the 
draft measure to the Ministers as 
the result of the conference that had 
taken place in Toronto. 

A OAUSE OCBELEBRE. 

Noy. 25.—(Special.)—The 
Review rendered judgment 
this morning in the cause celebre of 
the Canada Revue Publishing Com- 
pany v. Archbishop Fabre. As might 
be expected, the court-room Was 
crowded, the interest in this famous 
case not having abated for a moment 
since the first proceedings were com- 
menced in the spring of 15893. It will 
be remembered that the action was 
heard on its merits before Mr, Jus- 
tice Doherty, and the learned judge, 
in an exhaustive and elaborate jJudg- 
ment, dismissed the action on October 
30, 1894. The case was then taken to 
the Court of Review, and heard in 
May last before Chief Justice Tait and 
Judges Taschereau and Archibald, who 
rendered thelr judgment this morn- 
ing. 

The action was a claim for $50,000 
damages on account of a circular ad- 
dressed by the Archbishop to his 
clergy in November, 1892, prohibiting 
the Canada Revue, a weekly journal 
published by the plaintiffs. In his 
Plea the Archbishop affirmed that in 
issuing the clroular he had acted in 
the legitimate 2erformance of his 
functions. The different issues raised 
in the case brought the court in the 
first Instance to consider four ques- 
tions governing the whole matter: (1) 
Wag the circular complained of a 
lkbel ? (2) If was it published un- 
dor such circumstances to consti- 
tute It a priviloged communication ? 
(3) Was the prohibition contained in 
the ofrcular a wrongful act, or was it 
the exercise of a right 7 (4) If it wae 
the exercise of a right, did such exer- 
cise, under the circumstances, constl- 
tute an invasion f any legal right 
of plaintiff Judge Doherty decided 
in favour of the defendant, and the 
ca was then taken to Review The

ROBBED OF Hts MONEY, 


Thos. Kincatd Loses 8100—Hia Ohum 
Suspected as the Thief—The Saspect 
Arrested, 


Thomas Kincaid, a young man about 20 
years of age, whose home is in Hungerford, 
but who has been away two years working 
for the Gilmour Co, on their new limits 
and on the drive, came to the city yester- 
day in company with Andy Edgar, a young 
man from near Tamworth, who has been 
employed with him, They each had orders 
on the Gilmour Co, for $174, and they 
went to the Bank of Commerce, where they 
got them cashed. 

Kincaid took four dollars from the roll 
and putthe balance in his inside vest 
pocket and pinnedit up. He shortly after 
fell in with a young man named Alexander 
Jose, whom he had met at one time on the 
drive, and they proceeded to renew old 
friendships by having a few friendly 
drinks, ‘They went tothe opera house 
last evening and made themselves con- 
spicuous by going out several times, osten 
sibly ‘to see a man.” After the play they 
retired to the Curry House, where~ they 
wore assigned room No, 6. They went to 
bed about 11 o'clock and Kincaid soon fell 
asloep. He awoke about five this morning, 
and Jose was not in theroom. He at once 
thought of his money and took it out and 
counted it. Ele found only $70 and the 
fact at once dawned upon him that he had 
been ** done up.” 

As soon as the people of the house were 
astir he made known his loss to Mr. 
Curry. The proprietor said he had heard 
someone moving about the house about 
midnight and he had no doubt Jose had 
left then. 

Kincaid at once notilied tho police of his 
loss and they took steps to catch the thief. 
Upon inquiry thoy learned that a young 
man answering Joso’s description had 
changed two teu dollar bills at Doccer's 
hotel and also bought a ticket for Buffalo, 
Ile left on the 3:15 train for the west. 
For fear they might have been mistaken 
an officer was sent to Jose’s house near 
Corbyville, but he had not been there. 
Chief Newton telegraphed to Niagara Falls 
to have Jose arrested there if he attempted 
to cross the lines. 

Jose is about twenty-two years of age, 5 
ft. 11L in. in height, smooth face and re- 
spectably dressed, Those whd know him 
best say he bears a good reputation, and 
few of his friends think he would commit 
a felony, unless ho was drunk. Jincaid, 
however, says he was not drunk when they 
went to bed. 

On arriving at Niagara Falls Jose was 
duly arrested and the police were notified. 
Otficer Stoneburg has been despatched for 
the prisoner, who will be brought here to- 
morrow for trial.

He said:—" All 
bodies fall equally fast, except In case 
of Interference by the air, In this case 
these elements would not play an av- 
preciable part, and the body and 
weight would strike the ground at 
approximately the same time. With 
the welght striking the buffer block 
While the body fell to the floor the 
welght would require time to topple 
over. It would take 6-l0ths of u sec- 
ond for the 209 pound welght to fall 
six. feet, and it would strike the 
buffer at about 19 1-2 feet per second 
if unimpeded, So far as the body was 
absolutely limp and corformed to a 
flexible body, it would fall straight 
down,” and he illustrated this proposl- 
tion with hile watch chain, He would 
siy that a body struck on the head 
#0 ns to pronluce iInsensibility would fall 
just as the watch chain did, and with 
a rule he illustrated the principle that 
a vertical blow on a leaning body 
could be divided into two forces, one 
shoving directly in line with the body, 
and the other at right angles to it, dl- 
rected toward the floor, With the 
leaning body in a stute of collapse 
there would be no pressure of the 
feet on the floor, except the weight of 
the extremities, probably below the 
knees. The welght on the floor decreas- 
ed as the body fell. To his Lordship 
Mr. Baker sald that at the moment the 
floor was struck the inertia of the 
centre of the body would form a sort 
of fulcrum, which would have a ten- 
dency to throw the feet up.

Constantinople, Novy. 27.—The Turkish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Tewfk 
Pasha, called upon Sir Philip Currle, 
the British Ambossador, to-day, and 
Announced that the Porte had decided 
to issue the firmans providing for the 
passage throuxh the Dardanelles of the 
extra guardvhips demanded by Great 
Britain, Ruesia, Italy, und Austria as 
additional protection needed for the 
rafety of the foreign population here. 
This puts an end to a very dangerous 
Situation, for there Is no doubt that 
the powers would have insisted upon 
having the extra gunboats here, even 
if it had been necessary to force the 
passage of the Dardanelles in order to 
Get them here, 

More details have just been received 
of the burning of the American mis- 
sion buildings at Kharput. They show 
that the Turkish Government oflicials, 
in spite of the abundance of promises 
of protection for the American mission- 
aries and their property made by the 
Porte to the United States Minister, 
Mr. Alexander W. Terrell, and to the 
Americans themselves by the authorl- 
Ues of Kharput, utterly failed to guard 
the Americans. There was no protection 
effered or given until after the Ameri- 
tan mission buildings had been burned 
to the ground. It is estimated that the 
Value of the American property is 
about $100,000, It consisted of the Girls* 
College, the Theological seminary, the 
chapel, and five residences. All the 
burned buildings were looted by the 
Turkish mob before being set on fire, 
and all the personal effects of the Am- 
erican missionaries, the libraries, sclen- 
Uifle Instruments, ete, were stolen, and 
80 far only a small portion of the pro- 
perly “has been recovered. The lady 
mi:sionarics, naturally, were in a state 
of great terror while the rioting was 
foing on, and Mrs. Gates, the wife 
of one of the inissionaries, was so pros- 
trated with alarm that ehe gave pre- 
mature birth to a child, which did 
not live. The authoritles of Kharput, 
however, protected the missionaries 
after the latter fled from thelr resi- 
dences to the official quarters. From 
that time on the Americans were kept 
under guard, and those who so desired 
were furnished with escorts to the 
Black Sea coast. The failure of the 
Turkish authorities to ufford the prom- 
ised protection to the American mils- 
sioneries is considered all the more re 
markable because it was not upon or 
or two oceasions that Mr. Terrell ap- 
plied to the Porte in their behalf. The 
UCovernment’s promises were reiterated 
upon qnite a number of occasions when 
the United States Minister thought it 
advisable to make representations in 
behalf of his compatriots, 

Mr. Terrell, when he Was 
of the destryction of the American 
mission buildings at Kharput, madea 
strong formal protest to the Porte, and 
as soon as the work of collecting all 
the data necessary is completed he 
will make a demand for the Immedi- 
ate payment of an indemnity. In fact, 
Mr. Terrell, When he intimated that 
this would be done, Was assured that 
the Turkish Government would pay 
the indemnity required as soon as all 
the facts in the case were establish- 
ed and the blame placed where it be- 
longed. But, it is believed, Mr. Terrell 
will have some difficulty in obtaining 
the immediate payment of any con- 
siderable sum of money from 
the Porte, if only from the 
wretched condition of the Turk- 
Ish finances. Mr. ‘Terrell, in ad- 
dition, has demanded of the Porte 
that there be no interference with his 
letters to and from the American nils- 
Sionaries In Asiatic Turkey, and has 
insisted upon the prompt transmission 
and delivery of his telegrams. The 
Porte has promised that there will be 
no interference with the United States 
Minister’ mail or telegraphic mes- 
sages

While his 
Physician and friends had become con- 
Vinced that his case was hopeless, and 
that death was only a question of 
lime, it was not expected that the end 
would come so soon. <A bulletin issu- 
ed at 6 o'clock stated that the slight 
improvement in the condition of the 
Patient which was manifected yester- 
day, was found to be maintained to- 
day. Son after this, M. Dumas fell 
asleep, and awoke again at 6.30 o'clock. 
He feebly uttered a few words to 
those about his bedside, and then sank 
and died. 

President Faure and ¢x-Empress Eu- 
Senile have made frequent inquiries 
regarding the condition of the dis- 
tinguished patient since his seriots ill- 
ness was first made known. 

London, Noy, 27.—Jabez S. Balfour 
was found ,uilty in the Queen's Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice 
to-day on the charge of frauds in con- 
nection with the House and Land In- 
vestment Trust, another of the con- 
cerns which formed part of the no- 
torious Liberator group of companies.

Crystallizing rolls. 

Few confections are more delicious 
than candied fruit, and, too, few sweet- 
meats are more expensive, 60 cents a 
pound being the regulation price, and a 
pound presents a very small amount. 
They can be prepard at about halr 
the cost, however, at home, if care 
is taken, Cherries, currants, plineap- 
ples, apricots, pears and peaches are 
best experimented upon. The two for- 
mer can be used in bunches; the pine- 
apple is sliced across the fruit, each 
Piece being a good quarter inch thick; 
apricots are cut on one side and the 
stone slipped out, while pears and 
peaches are halved, and of course, 
peeled. 

Make a very thick syrup, pound for 
pound, adding for each pound a small 
cup of water. Boll the sugar first, then 
drop in the fruit, and when they have 
bolled clear take out and drain from 
the syrup. If the cherries are stoned 
(the red oxhearts ™n»ke the finest, de- 
Ing not sweet as ihe white and with- 
yut rank tart of the red sour ones), it 
Is nice to String them broom 
splint, as they can be sleverly 
handled. 

Sprinkle liberally with powdered su- 
far, lay on a sieve and set the fruit In 
1 warm oven. In two hours turn the 
frult, sprinkle with sugar again. Keep 
this up until the sugar fg all dripped 
out. On no account have the oven 
hot, as it will dry the fruit and [eave 
It like so much leather, And, of course, 
the frult must be laid fo stngle rows 
when drying 

When the juice has evaporated and 
the sugar has formed a glazed svr- 
face, put away the boxes In na dry 
Place. Waxed paper should be laid be- 
tween each layer. A bureau drawer 1s 
As good a place as any to keep them.

HOW THEY SAVED THE SHIP.

Fought Fire In a 
Wooden Ship in Mid Ocean, 


In the St. John Telegraph of Noy. 13 is 
an article ‘* How the 54th Regiment saved 
the Sarah Sands.” 

The vessel was carrying the regiment to 
Bombay as a reinforcement to quell the 
Indian mutiny of 1857. When in mid 
ocean a fire broke out, but through the 
heroic efforts of the soldiers the ship was 
saved from destruction and the troops 
safely landed at Bombay. The following 
quotation refers to the late Major Gillum, 
an officer of the regiment, and for many 
years a resident of Belleville: ‘Soon the 
flames leaped up the pitched rigging and 
drove the men aloft. Captain Gillum Jed 
4 party to cutuway the bridge and deck 
cabins and throw all inflammable lumber 
overboard, * * * Whenever tho flames 
seemed to be gaining ground and the water 
to make no impression on the red hot 
bulkheads, then the cheery voices and ex- 
amples of Captain Gillum and Adjutant 
Houston were conspicuous encouraging 
the men.”

At the port of Chicago the arriy ils and 
clearances numbered 16,768 vessels, of 10,- 
302,420 tons ; and there was shipped from 
Chicago by lake 68,000,000 bushels of grain 
and 1,630,345 barrels of flour; and there 
were chormous receipts of lumber from 
the North-West and of coal and salt from 
the Hust, while ore was received for tho 
Chicage and Joliet furnaces, and the stock 
of lumber on hand at the opening of navi- 
gation this year oxceeded 400,000,000 foct, 
exclusive of lath and shingles. 

The tonnage of vessels owned in Cloye- 
land has increased in ten years from 91,- 
000 to 250,000, and the iron interests of 
this port and its vicinity have been ox- 
panding immensely, Last year the re 
coipts of ore approached 2,000,000 tons, 
and the shipment of coal much exceeded 
1,000,000 tons. Buffalo ranks as the great- 
ost tlour port in the world, and the second 
greatest grain port, and last year 
2.500,000 tons of coal were shipped. 
The lumber receipts were 240,000,000 
feet. Duluth’s flour shipments have 
increased from next to nothing to more 
than 6,000,000 barrels in ten years, and 
that port hns a single ore dock, or more 
properly ore pier, on which 67,200 tons of 
ore can be stored, and at which a vessel 
can be loaded in half an hour. Other docks 
at Duluth will carry 350,000 tons of ore 
and 125,000,000 feot of lumber. The 
growth of the neighboring port of Superior 
has been even more rapid than that of 
Doluth. Bay City and the neighborhood 
shipped last year 481,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, and Bay City itself contains one of 
the largest steel ship-building yards in the 
world,—New York Journal of Commerce,

Iteasons for Protection. 


Now, all the reasons Advanced by the 
nations named for protecting thenselves 
commercially as.iul the stronger power 
are particularly forcible when applied to 
Canada. She is a country of five millions. 
Our only neighbor is an enterprising and 
aguressivenationof sixty millions of people. 
Can it be expected that our people can 
hold their own against such a powerful 
rival without protection? Ifso, then, in 
protecting themselves against ngland's 
superior power, France, Germany, the 
United States, and all the rest, have gone 
mad, their statesmen are blind, their ex- 
perience a chimera, and the armament of 
the weaker against the stronger a mon- 
strous doctrine ! 

But what was our own experience of 
free trade ? We should never forget that, 
for, after all, experience is the test. The 
history of our industries from 1873 to 1878 
tells the tale. Many were utterly wiped 
out of existence by American competition. 
Our foundries and rolling mills were 
closed. All our manufacturers suffered, 
and through them the mechanic whom 
they employed, and through him the farm- 
er and storekeeper who clothed and fed 
hin. The volume of our trade fell from 
$218,000,000 to $152,000,000, The bank- 
ruptcies in 1876 alone numbered 1,588 with 
liabilities amounting $51,546,154. 
Though the Government raised the cus- 
toms taxes from 15 to 174 per cent., 
deficits were an annual occurence. Mean- 
while, the surplus products of the 
American loom, mine, workshop and farn 
came pouring into the country to tho 
despair of the Canadian manufacturer, 
mechanic and farmer, while our products 
wore debarred from the American market 
by « high tariff. Surely such an ox- 
should prevent all thoughtful 
Canadians from desiring a return to free 
trule, which would certainly bring about 
4 Similar condition of affairs.

tion vaised by the Crown that the 
Warehouse secured on Colborne street 
was a link in a chain of circumstances 
leading up to murder, He pointed out 
that Aylesworth’s eviderce and also 
that of Mr, Lane, th Crown witness- 
es, showed that such a thing was far 
from the prisoners’ minds; that the 
renting of the building was & 
legitimate transaction. He character- 
xed Aylesworth as a vile hound whose 

atimony alone supported the Crown's 
case. “Aylesworth,” he said, “ was 
not a man to be trusted when a dol- 
lar bill is at stake, let alone twe hu- 
man lives.” Mr, Lount then discussed 
the hoist. This was the circumstan- 
tial evidence of the Crown, The 

! Crown alleged that the Hyams had 

tinkered with the holst, and rehearsed 

the tragedy over and over again be- 
fore It was committed, Was there 
ever a greater fairy tale devised. It 
these men had murder In thelr heads, 
how easy to kill by bullet, or poison, or 
dugger. Yet the Crown claim they 
took this crooked, clumsy method to 
kill Wells, so that every step they 
took is marked with tracks leading to 
vie crime. The elevator and premises 

Were put in repair for an honest pur- 

pose by business men. 

Continuing, he said ;—If you believe 
this, for God’s sake give them the ben- 
efit of that belief. Do not take from 
them the rights which they have to 
honest conviction, if honest conyic- 
tions will lead you to that end, Do not 
deny to them that glorious privilege 
which we all live under, They may 
be foreigners to this country; they may 
be exiles from their homes; they may 
be unfortunate in their lives, but they 
have suffered sorrow deep, long, har- 
rowing, and suflicilent to break tho 
heart and almost take the life of any 
human being, and they have under- 
gone suffering which no man can un- 
derstand. You do not know what it 
is; you cannot dream of It. Their 
haggard faces, their sleepless nights. 
Their suffering hours are more than 
man can depict, and I ask you again 
for their rights.. If the proofs I offer 
are reasonable and satisfactory, give 
them, oh! give them, the bellef in 
those proofs. Let truth be your 
anchorage, and if you do, these men 
Who have passed so many sleepless 
nighta may ere many days feel the 
stn shine on their liberated heads. The 
boxing-in of the weight-shaft in the 
cellar of the prisoners, the placing of 
gates on the warehouse—guards 
ugainst danger, protection against 
death—was proof that the prisoners 
Were endeayouring to make the ele- 
yator safe. When the prisoners en- 
deavoured to change the welght for a 
lizhter one they did so because they 
thought it would operate the cage bet- 
ter. Hf they were wrong in theory 
they were honest in purpose. The re- 
moval of the obstructions in the 
weight-shaft only proved the inno- 
cence of the prisoners. Guilty men 
would have allowed these things to 
remain. If the prisoners were plotting 
murder they would not allow Miss 
Latimer to remain in their employ, as 
she was a keen, sharp, observing girl. 
Another contention of the Crown was 
that the prisoners were in needy cir- 
cumstances, and were borrowing 
money at high rates of interest, and 
were induced to plot this murder to 
secure money. It is no evidence of 
ccime that a man borrows money at 
a high rate of interest; it Is done every 
day. Besides, that is the busjness the 
prisoners were in—borrowing and 
loaning money. They knew how to 
borrow, but they did not know how to 
lend. That was the reason they be-. 
came financially embarrassed, Be- 
sides, the Crown has not shown that 
they borrowed very oexténsively, but 
they have shown that they stood so 
well that upon thelr own name and 
without security money would be ad- 
vanced to them by men with whom 
they had dealt. They were not needy. 
Admittedly, they had $12,000 worth of 
furniture in thelr own name. They 
were living in comfortable oircum- 
stances, pressed by no present need 
or necessity. The list of moneys re- 
ceived from the express company was 
read to show that they were in easy 
circumstances, Nearly every dollar 
of this money went to the prisoners, 
although sent to their mother. Ayles- 
worth then came in for a severe caste- 
gation. 

Mr. Lount resumed after recess, and 
took up the evidence for the defence, 
pone out how every charge had 
veen met. He laid particular stress 
upon the condition of the weight 
shaft. He touched very briefly on the 
medical testimony, and then closed 
with the following peroration :— 

“Gentlemen, my task of analysing 
this mass of evidence is drawing to a 
close, I have no more to say upon 
the facts. I might at wearisome 
tength go over them in greater detail, 
but I have felt that my duty was 
done if in the naning of large heads 
of testimony I could draw your atten- 
tion and consideration. There remains 
only for me to asi. you to put from 
your minds all preconcei-cd notions or 
beliefs Judge this case solely by 
What you have heard sworn to here. 
Do right to us; do not do wrong. As 
you love yourselves, your own wives 
and children, your own sacred hon- 
our, do not do wrong, but justice, by 
us. Two lives are hanging upon your 
words, two lives that have been 
happy for many a long d two lives 
that have lived almost t« ther, two 
} brothers born of one mother, twins in 
aspect, in physical conformation, In 
all respeots, nearly twins in life. They 

have gone through, God knows, great 

suffering, and I appeal to you to say 
they are Innocent men

But where 
you are neting for the public it is 
your duty to do the right no matter 
what the consequences may be. Mr 
Johnston sald your verdict might be 
legal murder Mr, Lount pictured to 
you the procession to the gallows. 
These are sugested to you to get you 
to deyinte. Mut they must not welgh 
with you at all. What you have 
heard from the press, what you have 
heard from the public, what you hare 
heard from my learned friends Is all 
gone You nave nought to do but 
consider the evidence. I remember a 
case where, when the trial had pro- 
gressed, it developed that one of the 
jurors was a kin of the prisoner, and 
he hud been approached, the defence 
depending upon him for an acquittal. 
But obove all Kinship, above all ap- 
proaches, rested with him the sense 
of doing lis duty to bis country and 
to the prisoners, and when he had 
done that he Could look any man in 
the face, for he had done right. The 
trial proceeded, and that juror was 
the foremen of the jury, which pro- 
nounced a \erdict of guilty against 
the man, Then he stirred the court 
up a bit. He said:—'I have some 
right to complain of one or two mat- 
ters in my learned friend's defence. 
There is the evidence tendered and 
rejected. Mr, Johnston spoke some- 
what bitterly of this. idence has 
been submitted and rejected by the 
Crown once, twice, a dozen, twenty 
times.”

“Had I wished,” said Mr. Osler, “I 
could have stood en my right and de- 
manded that the application for the 
admission of that evidence should 
lave heen heard before the jury. 
When he accused me of unfairly try- 
ing to introduce evidence, he left It 
open to me to tell vou what evidence 
was. [ tefruin from doing so. I do 
not wish to take advantage of any- 
thing said by counsel In the heat of 
an address. I realize their anxiety 
under the load they are carrying. 

Mr, Osler then, referring to the 
question of time, said that the testi- 
mony of the witnesses for the defence 
might be all true except the putting 
forward or back of the hands of the 
clock, Ramage, for instance, might 
huve met Hyams and Wells on the 
fatal morning, but he did not know 
the time untilit was suggested to him 
by the solicitor for the defence, Mr, 
Osler then gave the reason why the 
eviderce on the cheques was dropped 
by the Crown. He said :— Another 
thing I have to complain of {ts this, 
Mr. Johnston gave you to understand 
that the moneys secured by Hyams 
from Martha Wells before the mar- 
riage was represented by cheques, 
Mr, Johnston has now consented that 
I should read: this statement to the 
jury: 

“*Tt was not intended by Mr. John- 
ston that he should make a repre- 
sentation to the jury that the cheques 
fecured by Hyams from Martha 
Wells before marriage were for any 
investment or represented by any ae- 
curity.” 

“T accept this without comment, al- 
though if it had been a civil suit I 
might have used his admissions with 
great damage to bis client.” 

He then proceeded to point out that 
as Crown prosecutor it was not his 
intention to appeal to the jury against 
the prisoners, but solely to aid them 
in coming to a right conclusion. Ques- 
tions of law were for the judge to 
deal with. There was a difference of 
opinion among English-speaking peo- 
ple as to whether a judge should con- 
fine himself to the law, or else sup- 
plement it by a review of the evi- 
dence directing the jury. The Cann- 
Clan practice, which he commended, 
was the latter, Mr, Osler then took 
up the evidence, and reviewed the re- 
lations between the priseners and the 
Wells famfiy. When the Wells family 
were found Lehmann and Slater were 
paid off, apparently out of the money 
advanced by Wells. The prisoners 
were financial adventurers, There 
was nothing to show that they had 
any money other than that which 
came from the express ollice, and 
which did not belong to them If 
they were investors, there is the re- 
gistry office, with every transaction 
reccrded. The defence could have 
brought this evidence here None 
is produced. His learned friends 
say there are dealings with 
Palen He had gone over Pa- 
len's books for fix months They 
show the total sales only aggregated 
3600, and the commission, say at ten 
per cent,, gives $60, which was divided 
between Palen and the Hyams So 
the prisoners got but $31 profits dur- 
ing the months, and during this 
time they continued to pay Ayles- 
worth his $10 per week. This is the 
business they intended to continue by 
takitg the Warehouse, which cost 
them $2,800 a yeur.

cal eituation has again reached a 
mest critical stage here, and it is be- 
HMeved either the Sullan or the British 
Ambassador, Sir Phillp Currie, must 
give in within the next twentl»-four 
Pours, or trouble will follow, The Sul- 
tan, who is thoroughly under the in- 
fluence of the Palace party, led by 
Izzet Bey, still declines to grant the 
firmans applied for by the represen- 
tatives of Great Lritain, Ruesia, Italy, 
and Austria, for the passage of the 
extra guardships through the Straits 
of the Dardanelles, This js, the more 
extraordinary as on ‘Tuesday last 
Tewtik Pasha, the Turkish Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, personally assur- 
ed Sir Philip Currie that the Porte 
had determined to ant immediately 
the permission required. It would 
thus seem that while the Turkish 
Ministers are apparently in favour of 
granting the firmans, the “ Palace” 
party, valets, priests, chamberlains, 
and others, who are the real advisers 
of Abdul Hamid, are opposed to it as 
calculated to lower the dignity of the 
Sultan. On the other hand, the Mus- 
sulmans are growing uneasy, as it is 
being pointed out that the advent of 
the extra guardships would be nothing 
less than a warlike demonstration be- 
fore Constantinople. This is a dan- 
gerous feature of the affair, and is 
adding to the anxiety felt on all 
sides. In spite of the threatened 
storm, however, the Sultan persists in 
bis refusal to issue the firmuns, and 
has again made a fencing reply to the 
British Amba:tador’s latest represen- 
tations on this subject. Gut Sir Philip 
Currie, when assured by Tewlik Pasha 
that the firmans would be forthcom- 
ing, promptly telegraphed to the ad- 
miral in command of the British Me- 
diterranean squadron, instructing him 
te despatch a gunboat to the Dardan- 
elles to be used in the Bosphorts as 
an extra guardship at the disposal of 
the British Embassy. As a result, 
the twin-screw torpedo-gunboat Dry- 
ad, 1,070 tons, carrying two and four 
seven-tenths inch quick-firing uns, 
Was despatched to the Dardanelle 
and jis expected to arrive at Chanak- 
kale this morning, and pass right on 
to the Bosphorus. But permission to 
pass the Straits of the Dardanelles 
has not been given, in spite ofthe ar- 
Surances of Tewfik Pasha, thus put- 
ting Sir Philip Currie in a somewhat 
embarrassing position from which he 
must either retire by ordering away 
the Dryad or by insisting that she be 
allowed to pass im. 

The time for diplomatic exchanges 
of views seems to have about expir- 
ed, and everybody here is hourly ex- 
pecting the news that the warships 
of the powers are heading for the en- 
trance of the Dardanelles, The move- 
ments of the foreign ships naturally 
are kept secret; but it ts understood 
that there are quite a number of war- 
ships not far from the entrance of the 
Straits, and if the Sultan doe not 
allow the extra gunboats to ps very 
soon there will be trouble, or else all 
Signs pointing In.this direction are 
erroncous. Of course, in the present 
case, as in the past, there may be a 
sudden change for the betterin the out- 
look here, but nobody expects it, al- 
though there hag been some delay in the 
receipt of the answer to the message 
Which Sir Philip Currle sent to Lon- 
don after his interview carly this 
morning with Said Pashs The Turks 
belleve that this indleates that Great 
Britain has decided upon further de- 
lay, but this is not the general opin- 
jon here. 

The hurrying of troops to Syria and 
Palestine continues, and there is no 
doubt that the rebeilious Druses will 
have to submit to a heavy reckoning 
with the Turks for their uprising. The 
flames of a religious war, always 
smouldering among the Musaulmans, 
are being dangerously fanned, and 
may at any time burst forth into a 
conflagratién which will compel all 
Europe to take a hand in saving the 
lives and property of many thousands 
of almost helpless Christians with 
whom Abdul Hamid has been toying 
so long Every report which reaches 
Constantinople not only confirms the 
stories of reported outrages, but adds 
to the list of horrors recorded, and 
swells the death roll by hundreds 
daily. From Erzeroum some addition- 
al news was forthcoming to-day, but 
it only served to paint the picture 
blacker, More attempts to extermin- 
ate the Christian population of that 
clay and vicinity have been made, 
and the Armenians who survive are 
actually being induced by their priests 
embrace Islamism to save their 
lives The last outbreak at Prze- 
roum, according to the official ac- 
counts of the affair, was of oa trifling 
nature, only eight persons were kill- 
ed, and Is attributed by the Governor 
of Erzeroum to an encounter between 
agents of the tobacco internal revenue 
department and some smugglers, The 
Armenian version of the affair puts 
an entirely different complexion upon 
the disturbance, saying the number of 
killed was much greater, and that the 
rioting was occasioned by the Turks 

The President of the State Counelil, 
Said Pasha, former Grand Vizier, who 
is supposed tuo have influence 
with Sir Philip Currle, thereupon 
hurriedly sent for, and reached the 
apartments of the Sultan after 1,30 
am Abdul Tlamid igerly besought 
him to go immediately to the British 
Aiba and p no effort to 
induce him to order the recall of the 
Dryad. ‘The entreath of Said Pasha 
eem to have hed welght with the 
Ambassador, for he finally consented 
to place the whole matter at that late 
hour onee more before hia Govern- 
ment ind uwait further instructions, 
although he Is understood to have 
carte blanche oO te what atep he 
think it nec ivy to take In treat- 
ing with the Sultan This morning

Madrid, Nov. 29,—It is reported here 
that six thousand Spaniards residing 
in Algeria have volunteered their 
vices to the Government for active 
duty with the troops in the Island of 
Cuba. 

Havan Cuba, Nov. 29.—A de- 
spatch received here from Puerto 
Principe announces that the insurgents 
have blown up with dynamite the en- 
gine of a train in the vyilcinity of 
Neuvitas, in that province. The en- 
gine was demolished, the engineer and 
two firemen were terribly mutilated, 
and seven passengers were injured, 
among them being the widow of ex- 
General Ignacio Agrumente.

As to Engaging Servants, 

Carefully find out exactly what work 
you want done; be very thorough in 
all your inquiries as to the character 
and previous history of the maid you 
ccntemplate engaging, (Remember thac 
if she is worth her salt she will inquire 
quite as particularly into yours.) Be 
also very careful! to explain when en- 
gaging her what work she will have 
to do, what leisure and privileges she 
will have in your service, and also give 
her the rules you expect the members 
of your household to abide by; never, 
unless under very pecullar circum- 
stances, trust to a written character; 
be most exact, when yourself giving a 
character, to answer all questions faltr- 
ly and honestly, bearing in mind the 
duty you owe alike to the servant 
leaving you and the lady bent on en- 
gaging her. Treat your servants gen- 
erally as beings of the same flesh and 
biood as yourself, though very prob- 
ably not of the same tastes; neither 
slur over ill-done duties nor grudge 
honest thanks for extra work; and, 
lustly, try to observe yourself the rules 
you expect others to keep, and you will 
find that your domestic troubles will 
gradually, but surely, disappear, and 
though you may not have a continuous 
course of “treasures,"” you will quite 
cease to find your household a worry, 
and will certainly be the last to com- 
plain of the inefficiency of servants.

A mangled heap by the 
roadside, with blood the only covering 
of its nudity, that which was two 
hours before a happy wife, looking for- 
ward eagerly to the joys of mother- 
hood, lay pitiful to the sight. 

A négro was the murderer; it was, 
strangely enough, a negro doctor that 
discovered the dastardly deed. Urging 
his old horse to top speed, the fright- 
ened physician made his way to the 
nearest cotton gin and gasped out the 
tidings. The news seemed to take 
witgs and spread over the whole coun- 
tryside. Hundreds of persons, negroes 
and whites, hastened to the scene. 
Booted and spurred, within an Incred- 
ibly short space of time, the authori- 
ties from the town of Tyler galloped 
down, their horses reeking with foam, 

At the dead woman's side knelt the 
young husband, calling upon Heayen 
for power to avenge, and cursing tne 
assailant whose bloodstained trail he 
Was mad to set out upon at once, 

It took but a moment for these des- 
perate men to decide. There was the 
bloody trail, and still further, plainly 
marked in the sandy soll of’the high- 
way, the traces of broad, heavy shoes.

Such, with a few trivial omissions, Is 
the wording of the Royal Order author- 
wing the coining of a British allver 
dollar. The fac-simile of it is larger 
than the original coin, which has a 
diameter of 1 1-2 inches and welghs 415 
grains, or less than one ounce avyoirdu- 
pois (4371-2 grains). The ‘Chinese 
labyrinth in the center’ Is thoroughly 
Chinese in the sense of being radically 
different from anybody else's labyrinth 
—there's no way in the middle nor out 
of it! The hieroglypjhics on the reverse 
side of the dollar stand for “one dol- 
lar,’ the Chinese characters occupying 
the upper and lower quarters of the 
scroll, while the corresponding Malay 
cburacters are to the right and left.

appear as a small sum, but it Is 33 1-3 
per cent. over the first cost of $40. 
The labor cost Is the heaviest in all 
operations on the farm, and in the ef- 
fort to make the grain and other food 
bring more than the market prices by 
conversion Into more salable products, 
this item of labor figures very prom- 
Inently; but when it is considered that 
the item of labor can be balanced by 
the logs of time from Inability to em- 
pioy labor during the winter season 
the real cost of the labor is the differ- 
ence between its value and the time 
that would otherwise be wasted; hence, 
any occupation in winter that permits 
the farmer to apply labor in some dt 
rection from which he can recelye a re- 
muneration Is a clear gain, and should 
be so considered. There is also the 
opportunity to feed articles that are 
too low_in price to be sold In market, 
such as corn fodder, turnips and even 
potatoes, which become all the more 
valuable when fed in connection with 
grain, a combination ration giving bet- 
ter results than any single article that 
may be used exclusively. The use of 
shelter also reduces the cost of food, 
and, as stated above, the intelligent 
farmer should endeavor to utilize the 
} winter months by selling his labor and 
by changtng his cheap products Into 
something] more valuable.

Dairying in Russia, 

As but few of our readers will ever 
have occasion to Indulge in Russian 
butter, we give the following descrip- 
tfon of the methods of that country. 

Those who reside near cities produce 
come poor butter and some milk for 
sale, but those living remote from 
market produce no more than they can 
ccnsume. The cows are fed in winter 
on coarse food such as oat, barley and 
rye straw. In summer they give but 
little milk, 12 to 14 pounds per day at 
the most. The milking is done by 
stripping with thumb and finger. The 
milk is set in cellars In earthen crocks, 
hard to clean, and the milk sours very 
quickly. To avold this difficulty some 
of the peasants keep a number of small 
frogs in their cellars for the purpose of 
putting in their milk, their idea be- 
ing that these cold creatures take the 
heat out of the milk, and they put them 
in to keep it sweet longer. The cream 
is dipped off with wooden spoons and 
churned in an earthen pot by stirring 
with a stick and tho butter is worked 
with the hands.

Undoubtedly the most magnificent 
car in the world Is that owned by W. 
Seward Webb, brother-in-law of Cor- 
rellus Vanderbilt. It is named the 
Kllsmere, and Is considered the finest 
specimen of rolling-stock architecture 
tlLat money and genius can produce.

Journey of the Days Around the World. 


The maritime powers of the world have 
agreed to make London the time center, 
and the 180th degree of longitude from 
London (or Greenwich) as the int 
where the day changes, This meridian, 
therefore, leads the day, Its passage 
under the 180th, or midnight, celestial 
meridian marks the beginning of a new 
day for the earth, hence to-day becomes 
to-morrow. We haveanew date for 
the month, anda new day for the week 
in the transition. 

{t is here, then, that Sabbath was born 
just tothe westof Honolulu, but bear 
in mind that the day travels westward, 
therefore this new-born day does not 
visit Honolulu until it has made the cir- 
cuitof the globe. Honolulu and New 
Zealand are only about 80 degrees apart 
in lovgitude, but they are a whole 
day apart as regards any particular 
day, because the point at which the 
day changes lies between them. Sabbath 
bern on the 180th meridian is along way 
off from Honolulu. It is morning 
there, too, butit is Saturday morning, 
while in New Jealand itisnot yet day, 
but the Sabbath dawn is preaking. It is 
clear, then,that if it is Friday (near mid- 
night) at Honolulu to the eastof the 
line, aud Sabbath (near 1 a.m.) to the 
west of it. a ship which sails from Hono- 
luluto New Zealand, or from east to 
west, must sailoutof Friday into Sab- 
bath, and thereby skip the intervening 
Suturday, and gains a day: and vice 
versa, a ship which sails from New 
Z aland, where Sabbath has begun, to 
Honolulu, where Friday has just ended 
and Saturday begun, or, from west to 
cust, must lose a day.—Goldthwaite's
